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THE CALVINE UFO REVISITED

The mysterious Calvine UFO photographs are in the 
news again — with the latest on my investigations pub- 
lished by the UK’s Daily Mail on 7 June. 


My new story opens with the narrative of former 
chef Richard Grieve who claims he worked alongside 
the two young men who saw and photographed the 
diamond-shaped mystery object north of Pitlochry 
one night in August 1990. 


But despite an intensive two-year investigation since | 
released the only surviving original print of the now

world-famous Calvine UFO, no one has come forward August 1990 (Sheffield Hallam University/Craig Lindsay) 
to claim ownership of the iconic image. Since 2022 |

have been working with colleagues to trace Kevin Rus- 
sell, who is the apparent copyright holder. His name 
was written on the reverse of the print by photogra- 
phers at the Daily Record newspaper in Glasgow, just 
before it was sent to the RAF for comment. 


But despite tracing some 140 Kevin Russell’s of the cor- 
rect age, both in Scotland and elsewhere in the UK and 
abroad, none have admitted they are the photogra- 
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pher. 


Richard Grieve first came forward in July 2022 when he 
contacted a colleague, Philip Mantle. He said: ‘the two 
people who took the photograph were chefs at Fishers 
Hotel in Pitlochry...1 know this to be true as | worked in 
the hotel at the same time’. 


| believe this is significant because the link between the 
photographer and a hotel in the town was not con- 
firmed publicly until | published Craig Lindsay’s account 
of the Calvine incident in the Daily Mail on 13 August 
2022. 


In that story former RAF Press Officer Lindsay revealed 
how, after he received the print from the Daily Record, 
he called a number he was given by the newspaper to 
speak with the witnesses. The number was answered 
by a receptionist at a hotel in Pitlochry. Craig believed 
this was the Atholl Palace on the outskirts of the Perth- 
shire town. The receptionist called for a person who 
was working on a temporary basis in the kitchens. This 
man provided the account of how he and a friend saw 
and photographed the diamond-shaped UFO, circled by 
military jets 


But Lindsay disposed of his notebooks ten years ago 
and cannot remember if the man he spoke with was 
Kevin Russell. 


Grieve, now 55, says he worked alongside two men, 
one a breakfast chef and the other a vegetable chef, for 
ten months. He says neither were called Kevin but he 
cannot explain how that name became linked with the 
story. 


He recalls the two friends delivered their photos to the 
newspaper in Glasgow soon after their experience in 
August 1990. Shortly after that Fishers received a visit 


by three men who arrived by car one 
stormy evening, not long before his 
21st birthday. Two men, who said 
they were from the Royal Navy, 
questioned the two chefs about the 
photographs. 


Afterwards Grieve says the pair were 
visibly shaken and not long after this 
both left their jobs at the hotel. He 
has had no contact with them since 
the end of that year and is keen to 
find what happened to them. 


He made the link between these 
events and the Calvine UFO legend 
when he read some of the sensation- 
al stories published in the tabloids 
since 2015, after the story re- 
emerged on TV and social media. 


In other developments, our ongoing 
investigation of the mystery has now 
produced proof that the Calvine pho- 
tograph is one of the original six im- 
ages analysed by the Ministry of De- 
fence in 1990.

My Sheffield Hallam colleague, pho- 
tography specialist lecturer Andrew 
Robinson, has carried out a detailed 
computer analysis of the image do- 
nated to the university library Special 
Collections by Craig Lindsay in 2022. 


He is confident this is the same im- 
age as the one that Craig photocop- 
ied and sent by fax to the Sec(AS) 
UFO desk in 1990 (these and the en- 
velope in which they were preserved 
form part of the donation by Craig). 
Andrew also confirmed this image is 
the same as the ‘vu-foil’ photocopies 
released by The National Archives in 
2009 (TNA DEFE 31/180/1). 


The graphic (on the top of the next 
page) prepared by Andrew Robinson 
compares the original Calvine image 
[left] with the photocopy faxed from 
RAF Pitreavie to MoD Sec(AS) in 1990 
[centre] and the photocopy of the 
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Calvine sighting released by The Na- 
tional Archives in March 2009 [right]. 
Red boxes highlight identifying fea- 
tures found on all three images. 
When the images are overlain, both 
the unidentified object and the Harri- 
er jet lineup exactly on all three im- 
ages, proving that the original print 
provided by Craig Lindsay is a genu- 
ine copy of the image analysed by 
MoD and RAF in 1990. 


Andrew concludes: ‘The print donat- 
ed by Craig is without doubt a copy of 
the genuine and original Calvine pho- 
tograph. All my analysis suggests 
that this is a genuine photograph of a 
scene in front of camera, and that if 
any construction or manipulation has 
taken place, this has occurred in front 
of the camera rather than in post- 
production. However, there are no 
visible signs of any such construction. 


Since | released the Calvine image into the public do- 
main via the Daily Mail in 2022, and simultaneously on 
my blog, the internet has been buzzing with potential 
theories and explanations. In summary most of these 
suggest the photo is the product of a hoax or prank. 
Some of the most popular include: 


The UFO is the top of a mountain peaking out of the 
Scottish mist photographed by someone standing at 
Struan Point near Calvine, the location we identified as 
being the most likely. However, as the location is only a 
best guess (and there are other possible locations in the 
area) this falls at the first hurdle. 


The image does not show an object in a cloudy sky but is 
an upside-down photograph of a loch or pond, with the 
UFO an island or rock that protrudes from the still water. 
The jet aircraft is either a bird or a person in a rowing 
boat. This theory is truly in the eye of the beholder. 


An excellent 3D computer analysis of the Calvine image 
by @ThomasH_Synth, available on YouTube, sceptically 
examines the pond reflection theory. The Danish re- 
searcher concludes it is technically possible but less likely 
than it being a real 
photograph of an 
object in the sky, as 
described in the

original account. 


The UFO is an object suspended close to the camera ona 
thin wire from one of the over-hanging trees, possibly a 
five-pointed Christmas tree ornament identified 
by Belgian skeptic Wim van Utrecht. The Harrier is a 
model suspended on a fishing rod, manoeuvred around 
the model by one of the pranksters. 


Ingenious but if true this would not be the first UFO im- 
age faked by suspending a small object from a thin wire. 


The proponents of these theories are all con- 
vinced they have ‘solved’ the mystery. But they cannot 
all have solved it as the theories are mutually contradic- 
tory: the UFO cannot be both a reflection of a rock and a 
dangling ornament. 


Photographic analyst Andrew Robinson says that ‘many 
of these suggestions are simply implausible. Even those 
that might be plausible create more problems than they 
solve. The simplest explanation, that we are seeing a 
photograph of a real object in the sky, is by far the most 
convincing’. 


But what kind of ‘real object’ could it be? 


Skeptic Mick West has suggested the UFO could 
be something quite ordinary such as a hovering 
kite or perhaps a balloon or airship. But this and 
the other theories do not satisfactorily explain 
the presence in at least four of the six images of 
the jet aircraft identified as a Harrier. 


j pr Analysis of the original six colour images by 
MoD specialists ‘established that the jet aircraft 
we is a Harrier... and also identified a barely visible 
AY second aircraft, again probably a Harrier’ (TNA 

DEFE 24/1940/1). The source of these aircraft 
remains a mystery as according to the MoD 
briefing none were operating in Scotland at the 
time and date.

gence official that further inquiries 
revealed the two jets were US and 
UK aircraft that were ‘escorting the 
object’. 


Craig and | agree there are only two 
options. Either the photo- 

graphs are a very clever 

hoax perpetrated by per- 

sons unknown. Or the pho- 
tographer captured on film 

some kind of military tech- 

nology they should not have 

seen. If the latter is true 

then what was it? 


Several RAF and MoD per- 
sonnel have contacted us to 
say they saw the pho- 
tograph/s during the 1990s 
or were involved in the 
analysis of the images. Their 
impression was the image 
was undoubtedly genuine 
and it showed either the 
F117A Stealth fighter or a 
secret prototype operated 
by the US or UK. 


One said: '! took the photo 


into our intelli- 
gence section 
and the picture to the RAF intelli- 
gence officer who was based there at 
the time...he looked at the picture 
and asked if he could keep it for a 
couple of days. A few days later I was 
called into the office with him and 


one of my bosses and was told to for- 
get that I had seen the picture’. 


The F117A Nighthawk operated from 
the Tonopah Test Range in Nevada 
from 1981 and was developed from 
two prototypes. But it was not until 
1988 that the first grainy photograph

of the ‘black’ project aircraft was re- 
leased to the media. Documents re- 
leased at the National Ar- 
chives reveal that Ronald Reagan 
offered Margaret Thatcher’s govern- 
ment the chance to acquire Stealth 
technology in 1986. But although the 
offer was declined it later emerged 
that RAF pilots had secretly trained 
to fly the F117A. 


Between 1989 when the last SR-71 
Blackbirds departed from RAF Mild- 
enhall, and 1992 when the first 
F117A landed at the Suffolk airbase, 
officially there no visits to UK soil by 
US ‘black’ programs. But during those 
three years rumours concerning al- 
leged secret testing of Stealthy air- 
craft from RAF Machrihanish in Scot- 
land were published in aviation mag- 
azines and the national media. Sto- 
ries about the so-called Aurora spy- 
plane prompted questions in Parlia- 
ment. 


In 1991 and 92 the UK government 
denied any US black project aircraft 
was based in the UK or that permis- 
sion had been given to the US to fly 
in UK airspace, but behind the scenes 
ministers were briefed that MoD 
desk officers ‘would not be surprised’ 
if such a project existed. 


This image (above) compares the 
silhouettes of the Hopeless Dia- 
mond [top — produced as a wooden 


test model by the Lockheed Skunk 
Works 1975-76], with Have 
Blue [middle — a 60% scale demon- 
strator aircraft based on the Hope- 
less Diamond built and flown by 
Skunk Works 1977-79] with the dia- 
mond shaped Calvine UFO [below] 
photographed over Scotland in 1990 
(not to scale). 


The Lockheed F117A Stealth Fighter 
adopted many of Have Blue’s experi- 
mental features. It saw active service 
with the USAF in Panama 1989, De- 
sert Shield and Desert Storm (Iraq 
1990-91) and Yugoslavia in 1999. 
Some of the prototype designs, in- 
cluding the Hopeless Diamond, clear- 
ly resemble the craft photographed 
in Scotland. 


Earlier this year the US Government 
admitted that it has developed, test- 
ed and flown prototype aircraft that 
resemble alien craft — some of which 
have been seen and reported as 
UFOs. The Department of De- 
fence’s All Domain Anomaly Resolu- 
tion Office (AARO), that has a mis- 
sion from Congress to resolve unex- 
plained UFOs or what the Pentagon 
now called UAP, released the first 
volume of its historical investiga- 


tion in February. The report traces 
military technology linked to UFOs 
back to the end of WW2 and the fa- 
mous Roswell incident of 1947. It 
says that all the evidence points to 
‘misidentified authentic highly sensi- 


tive national security programs’. 


The declassified version also refers to 
a sighting in the 1990s when an un- 
named military witness saw a UFO 
‘exhibiting a peculiar flight pattern’ 
near a US military facility. ‘The seem- 
ingly strange characteristics reported 
by the interviewee match closely 
with the platform’s characteristics, 
which was being tested at a military 
facility in the time frame the inter- 
viewee was there,’ the report says. 
‘This program is not related in any 
way to the exploitation of off-world 
technology’. 


AARO’s investigators discovered this 
UFO was part of a Special Access Pro- 
gram at a security level above Top 
Secret. Knowledge of its existence 
was restricted on a ‘need to know’ 
basis to a very small number of indi- 
viduals. The Pentagon said ‘some of 
these systems had a “saucer” or tri- 
angle-shaped appearance and were 
capable of hovering aloft’.

Monstrous sea creature with ‘human-like head’ 
washed up on UK beach during storm

Portleven beach Cornwall UK 


A mysterious sea creature with a hu- 
man-like head and hard shell on its 
back reportedly washed up on the 
shores of a Cornwall beach over 400 
years ago, according to a local news- 
paper at the time. The strange look- 
ing beast, which no one was ever 
able to identify, was apparently 48ft 
long with green eyes and was discov- 
ered by two young boys who had 
been wandering Porthleven beach in 
search of shipwrecks. 


Terrified by what they found, the 
boys ran to inform some adults near- 
by. What ensued was documented 
by a Cornish man in an article in the 
Hereford Journal a month after the 
incident, as reported by Cornwall 
Live 


Dubbed "Sea Monster", the article 
reads: "A just and particular descrip- 
tion of a very curious and most sur- 
prising sea monster driven on shore 


in Portleaven Bay (sic), on the coast 
of Cornwall, on the 14th of Sept. 
1786, by the strong westerly winds 
and tempestuous weather, which 
continued to a violent degree for 
several days successively, and did 
much damage at that place and 
neighbourhood. 


"This monster was first discovered by 
two boys who (agreeable to the cus- 
tom of that place) went in search of 
wreck soon after day break; and as 
they stood on the cliff which com- 
manded a prospect of a small sandy 
cove, they, at a distance of about a 
mile, discovered something of enor- 
mous hulk near the shore, and which 
after a short time they apprehended 
to be the side or part of an unfortu- 
nate ship which had the preceding 
night been broken to pieces by the 
extremities of the shore. 


"They immediately went towards the

place with sanguine expectation of 
great success, and as they ap- 
proached the spot (the breaking 
waves at times leaving it dry) they 
were both struck with the utmost 
consternation to perceive such mo- 
tions as it was something which had 
life." 


Approaching a group of men to warn 
them about what they saw, although 
the boys were not believed at first, 
once the men saw the beast them- 
selves, word spread quickly. A num- 
ber of locals soon gathered and arm- 
ing themselves in preparation to 
fight the creature should they need 
to. 


The article recalled: "A great number 
of people soon collected themselves 
into a body, and determined to go 
armed, some with large sticks and 
pokers, others with hatchets, spits, 
etc, which was, after some delibera- 


tion, carried into execution. "On their 
coming near the spot they perceived 
it to be something living, as was rep- 
resented, and it raised its head, 
which had not before been per- 
ceived, and appeared to direct its 
course towards them. All were 
alarmed — some stood their ground, 
others possessed of greater fear 
turned back, they could see no legs 
to it, but it appeared to crawl on its 
belly, raising its body at times a little 
from the sand." No one was able to 
determine what the creature was. 
The Cornish man wrote: "Various 
were the opinions about this crea- 
ture; some said it was a mermaid, 
others a whale — but the greater 
number disbelieving the existence of 
the former, and adhering to the im- 
probability of the latter, they were all 
equally at a loss. 


"When it was agreed to examine 
what it was, they all went towards it, 
and after an hour’s beating, stabbing 
it, etc, it expired with a groan. Its 
length was found to be from the top 
of its head to the end of its tail, 48 
feet to inches, and its circumference 
in the largest part of the body 24 feet 
and a half. Its head was large, and 
prickly in the hinder part, and not 
formed much unlike that of a man; 
its eyes were greenish; its mouth 
large; its nose flat, and from its neck 
to the navel, resembling nearest to 
the human kind; its 
back was hard and 
more difficult to pene- 
trate than the shell of a 
turtle; it had two short 
fore feet, formed like 
the paw of a monkey, 
and its hinder parts 
shaped measured full 
seven feet in width at 
the extent, and but five 
feet long." It is not 
known what the locals 
did with the body of 
the creature once they 
had killed it, or whether 
it was further studied 
to try and identify what 
it was. Based on what 
the man from Cornwall 


wrote, however, its suggested that 
they used it to "produce a great 
quantity of oil". The Cornish man 
added: "No one that has seen it 
knows its name, nor has any monster 
like it ever been described in record, 
or come within the knowledge of this 
kingdom." 


This is not the first time, however, 
that mysterious sea creatures have 
been spotted on the shores of the 
English coastline. Dozens of people 
have reported seeing snake like crea- 
ture with dark skin and humps on its 
back, up to 20ft long, in the sea. 
Sighting of unidentified creatures in 
the waters of Cornwall have even 
lead many to theories that that plesi- 
osaurs, a huge marine reptile that 
lived in the Mesozoic Era (252 to 66 
million years ago) when dinosaurs 
roamed the earth. This theory first 
emerged in 1949, by Harold T. Wil- 
kins, who reported that he and a 
friend were in a tidal creek in Corn- 
wall when they spotted “two remark- 
able saurians, 15-20ft long, just like a 
pair of Mesozoic plesiosaur." How- 
ever, as recently as 2002, a former 
Natural History Museum worker, 
John Holmes, claimed he captured 
the reptile on camera , releasing the 
mysterious footage he'd taken on 
Gerrans Bay. He said at the time: Mr 
Holmes, who lived in Sticker near St 
Austell, said at the time: "My pet the- 
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ory is that it was a living fossil. | think 
that there is a group of plesiosaurs 
going around in the oceans of 
the world. All around Britain there 
have been sightings of sea serpents." 


To this day, many people worldwide, 
like Mr. Holmes, believe that plesio- 
saurs defied extinction millions of 
years ago and still exist. The most 
famous example of a "present-day 
plesiosaur" is the legendary Loch 
Ness monster. However, when re- 
searchers from New Zealand extract- 
ed DNA from water samples in the 
loch in 2019 to catalogue its living 
species, they found no evidence of 
large animals or a plesiosaur. Numer- 
ous accounts of strange sea crea- 
tures over the last 140 years, begin- 
ning with a report of long-necked 
beast allegedly caught by fisherman 
in Gerrans Bay, have transformed 
these sightings into the stuff of leg- 
end, with the mysterious creature 
being named Morgawr, Cornish for 
"sea giant." 


There is no explanation as to what 
these creatures are or whether these 
sightings are even real, but its been 
suggested that there could be more 
than one type of mysterious beast 
lurking in the waters of Cornwall. 


THE ATOMIC MAGICIAN 


(The Power of a Disturbing Paranormal Predator) 


Recently, at a talk | was honoured to 
give at the AWAKENING Conference 
in Bolton in Lancashire (UK) | dis- 
cussed a new proposal to certain 
paranormal anomalies which have, 
to be quite frank, left most of us 
scratching our heads. Indeed, con- 
sidering the subject as a whole, | am 
inclined to believe that certain other 
external elements — perhaps disasso- 
ciated with the acronym of 
‘paranormal’ — may well be included, 
and of which narrows the field down 
a bit when reviewing the ‘Unknown.’ 


An example of this would be the Tro- 
jan Horse hypothesis | published 
back in 2020 and concerning the al- 
leged Roswell spacecraft crash of 
1947. | reviewed the data and as- 
sumed (through the particulars of 
this book) that it could not have 
smashed accidentally. | also illustrat- 
ed these reasons within the pages of 
my book, even going so far as to indi- 
cate that the numerous UFO acci- 
dents of the 1950s and 60s had to 
differ in appearance (regarding the 
pilots and ships,) so as not to raise 
eyebrows in determining that the 
same apparent species had the same 
problem, and of whom continuously 
and hazardously smashed their silver 
craft into nonrural regions. With 
myself realising the convenience of 
nearly always crashing comfortably

away from suburbia, along with oth- 
er factors l'Il illustrate, strengthened 
the hypothesis that we are dealing 
with something extremely and horri- 
bly suspicious. 


Were those crashed saucers from 
Outer Space? | actually don’t think 
so. Again, we can peer down the 
multitude of paranormal boxes to 
appreciate the feuds each undoubta- 
bly promotes. You will have those 
‘Nuts and Bolt’ types, furiously cling- 
ing to a practical ideology, with oth- 
ers assuming a possible Interdimen- 
sional approach. But, regardless of 
origins, one disturbing and funda- 
mental factor remains, the likes of 
which I’ve been stewing over for 
some time now: What exactly are 
they? And where do they come 
from? 


Immediately, we paint a picture of 
an irrefutable interstellar approach. 
Certainly, the military detachments 
back in Roswell, 1947assumed just as 
much, along with the press and pub- 
lic, once the stories were somehow 
leaked to the tabloids. Back then, the 
idea of spacemen, travelling across 
the vast void, was steadfast, heavily 
bolstered by newfound possibilities, 
along with science fiction of the 
time. B-Movies and the like instilled 
the thrill of alien invaders, arriving 
with both peaceful and evil agendas. 


It was this very thought alone which 
prompted me to consider the pre- 
ferred ideologies of space travel to 
be deeply questioned, based on the 
inclinations of particular decades, 
and when these saucers supposedly 
crashed without explanation. Cer- 
tainly, the 1950s encompassed a 
glittering silver trend, in terms of the 
heavily populated idea of Flying Sau- 
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cers visiting Earth, along with Space- 
men being adorned in this favoured 
hue. | spoke of this at the AWAKEN- 
ING CONFERENCE in Bolton, on the 
17" February 2024, along with the 
following queries, which we shall 
analyse. Now, it might seem perfect- 
ly natural for our visiting extraterres- 
trial friends (or foes) to utilise silver, 
and of which may appear to be per- 
fectly natural in terms of properties 
in deflecting radiation, along with 
heat, etc. But we are looking at 
Earth properties, expecting similar 
comparisons with other worldly 
tech. 


Certainly, the compounds of this 
metal would be ideal for just such a 
harsh journey across the void. That, 
or anything able to bend hostile ex- 
terior elements when traversing the 
vast ocean of stars. An interdimen- 
sional approach may well be just as 
fitting, in terms of the shell of hard- 
ware, to bolster protection and to 
ensure safe passage upon arrival. But 
the ‘Silver’ thing really bugged me. 
Very much so. That and other fac- 
tors we'll consider. Certainly, when | 
was younger, | never batted an eye- 
lid at it, merely accepting the fact 
that the alleged crashes were as they 
were, with no consequence given to 
the actual properties. 


Discrepancies, with an assumed affi- 
davit, can so swiftly be overlooked, if 
one merely accepts, or of whom 
doesn’t dig. The digging bit is good, 
because it raises questions, and 
those questions become even louder 
when we smell a rat or are unhappy 
with idle assumptions. 


Silver. This was very much in vogue 
back in the 50s, with we ourselves 
heavily promoting it throughout the 


science fiction B-Movies of the time. 
That and the actual approach of such 
extraordinary and otherworldly con- 
cepts. By that | mean ‘Way of interac- 
tion.’ The landings. The meetings. 
The agendas, etc. Let me explain: 


Researching the UFO enigma led me 
to understand that the 1950s films 
mainly focused on saucers settling in 
a regular manner, with landing gear 
implied, doorways parting, and with 
the lowering of footways for ease of 
exit and entry. Conventional, pre- 
ferred, human patterns. When the hit 
science fiction series ‘STAR TREK’ pop- 
ulated the screens back in 1966, a 
new phase was heavily introduced to 
the public, and within the annuls of 
possibilities: That of teleportation. It 
certainly wasn’t new in terms of ori- 
gins, though of which was strongly 
pushed in a new wave of fictional ide- 
as. Teleportation. It’s interesting to 
note that, prior to this, many UFO 
encounters, with an assortment of 
aliens (they weren’t exactly set in 
stone back then) used a more conven- 
tional method of visiting their Con- 
tactees, adopting an almost human- 
ised technique. 


Thereafter, we see the introduction of 
people (and cattle) being beamed-up, 
so-to-speak, and of which became 
rather fashionable within the pages of 
alien abduction accounts after Star 
Trek hit the screens. Slowly, very 
slowly, the crafts were no longer re- 
quired to conventionally land, being 
that they appeared to have adopted a 
much more sophisticated manner 
with which to apprehend their Con- 
tactees/victims. 


We might take a moment to reflect 
that, back in the late 1800s, UFOs 
were reported to resemble the newly 
devised airships of that time, strange- 
ly mirroring them, with the exception 
of appearing more advanced and ex- 
otic. Later, and during the mid-20" 
century, Cigar-shaped craft were, 
more-than-not, replaced with discs, 
with these in-turn replaced with trian- 
gular, or boomerang-styled hardware. 


But think on this: Certainly, when 
cattle were apprehended by the ex- 
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otic airships of the late 1800s, the 
method of their arrest involved 
snake-like cables, wrapped 
around either their necks or legs, 
and of which were winched into 
the airborne vessels. Nowadays, 
we have the tractor-beams, or 
teleportation devices, and of 
which again appear to mirror our 
technological fancies and tastes. 
It would appear that these 
strange craft seem to have adopt- 
ed more sophisticated manner- 
isms in their approach, outwardly 
hitchhiking on the very principles 
of human conceptions envisioned 
during any given era. 


It appears to me that these sightings 
and interactions with alleged aliens 
border on the fringes of our own im- 
aginings, to be tweaked and en- 
hanced so as to appear as feasible as 
possible. The spaceman ideology has 
been, | feel, adopted by something 
else, because the further we go back 
in time, the more we are able to dis- 
tinguish a fallacy based on these very 
principles. 


Demons, Spirits and Fairies certainly 
spring to mind, amongst creatures 
such as ‘Spring- Heeled Jack; a bi- 
zarre and devilish creature that could 
leap over things at an incredible 
height, and of which terrorised Lon- 
doners within the Victorian era; main- 
ly women. 


On reflection, he is just one in the 
annuls of a large paranormal casefile 
to grace history with this strangeness. 
Certainly, some of the more tradition- 
al creatures, based on folklore, re- 
main steadfast today, namely within 
National Parks, or other areas of high 
strangeness, whereas Spring-Heeled 
Jack would not, | feel, hold up quite as 
effectively today. 


His replacement is, as stated, possibly 
attributed to the force that under- 
stands us so well, and of which is con- 
nected to mind. These things reside 
within a bracket of improbable possi- 
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bilities, but of which cannot entirely 
be refuted. 


In retrospect, and to give you an ex- 
ample, Flying Saucers weren’t preva- 
lent within the Victorian era, due to 
them not ideally perceiving the con- 
cept. Of course, science fiction was 
around back then, though the notion 
of just such encounters was extreme- 
ly remote. The idea of true interac- 
tion with beings from the stars was 
neither wholly comprehended nor 
considered workable, so | believe the 
‘Presence’ saturated itself within the 
trends of that time — as it has done 
for eons - working its magic to ulti- 
mately blend within the mindset of 
the populace. Things such as Jack the 
Ripper (yes, a distinct possibility, no 
matter how rigorous researchers may 
rebuff it,) along with Spring-Heeled 
Jack, Demons, Gargoyles, The Hag, to 
name but a few, were very much 
prevalent within the days of Victorian 
England and preceding that. 


It is true to stress that saucers and 
orbs were reported to have been add- 
ed to historical paintings depicting 
Christ, along with other religious in- 
terpretations, centuries before the 
British Empire was at its height, 
though these people, back then, may 
well have looked upon them as either 
Holy, or Demonic cryptograms. 


Integrity for these people was rather 
limited, to say the least. It's inter- 
esting to note that the exotic airships 
of the late 1800s were downplayed 
by the media back then, as were the 
other supposed encounters reported 
throughout the world. | suspect this 
‘Presence’ had the clever notion of 
concealing itself from appropriate 
scrutiny, screening behind the masks 
of the many ships and monsters it 
conjured, based on the convictions of 
those about it. 


It knew enough to realise that those 
privy to the encounters, when pub- 
lished, would either be believed or 
mocked, altogether maintaining a 
degree of balance in fooling the 
masses, and of which worked rather 
beautifully in terms of its perpetual 
scheme. 


We can see a shift in terms of the 
strange entities, and of which, like 
the ships, alternated from decade to 
decade. Airships were out, with the 
introduction of the Flying Saucers 
increasing in popularity from the 
1950s onward. This decade released 
a barrage of fanciful tales, based on 
the rather accepted principles of peo- 
ple meeting aliens, and of whom flew 
glittering silver saucers to greet them. 
Was something taking note? It would 
appear so. 


Silver? Since the getup of these 
downed craft, along with their pilots, 
were reported to be clad in this shiny 
substance throughout the 50s, 60s 
and 70s, it makes you wonder, 
doesn’t it, just how close we can cut 
it to the fads of those times. Also, 
and in retrospect, the pilots differed 
too, and of which confounded the 
masses with the seemingly infinite 
range of varieties they exhibited. 


The lack of effective shields, to pro- 
tect the vessels, and for advanced 
species, might well be brought into 
question, along with backup from 
others, knowing that they were vis- 
iting a warmongering world. If they 
were ignorant of planet Earth, then 
surely a party of them would have 
been adequately logical. 


| was incredulous to realise that the 
Roswell crash of 1947occurred just 
two years after the Second World 
War, and without the slightest sign of 
salvage from their own kind. Techno- 
logical perks would have been of ben- 
efit to mankind, so it begs the ques- 
tion as to why no help arrived. Some 
people have tried to make that point 
fit, though I’m having none of it. The 
aliens allegedly slammed into a hill- 
ock, and of whom were basically left 
to rot. 


We can assume the same applied to 
all the others, because they were 
supposedly apprehended by the mili- 
tary, with no interstellar, or interdi- 
mensional retrieval effort to be had. 
Did they not possess some kind of 
SOS gear? 


Currently, the most popular form of 
alien is known as The Greys, made 
famous through movies and from 
purported accounts from the late 80s 
onwards. The latter statement will 
be vigorously contested by those and 
based on personal experiences, 
though we have to consider the very 
nature of this particular extraterres- 
trial. Prior to the 80s, | think you may 
well agree the report of alien interac- 
tion varied, with the subjugators so 
diverse in nature. If you disbelieve 
that point, may | suggest you read 
some of the materials published back 
then. I’m sure you’ll find a common 
denominator in what I’m stressing 
here. 


Have the Greys recently arrived as a 
new species, to be mass-marketed as 
this new and interesting addition? 
Since their inception from the Ro- 
swell crash in 1947,the pilots back 
then were reported to be strikingly 
similar to those of today’s famed 
rank, but of which fizzled out until 
the last part of the 20thcentury, con- 
tinuing on into the 21st. 


Personally, | believe this particular 
being to have been amplified enor- 
mously within the public arena by the 
publication of Whitley Strieber’s best- 
selling book, ‘COMMUNION,’ the art- 
work of which invoked a haunting 
sense of intrigue, and of which was 
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illustrated by the artist, Ted Seth Ja- 
cobs. 


The book had one of these Greys on 
the cover, staring back at you. How- 
ever, some people might well argue 
that the Steven Spielberg blockbuster 
movie ‘CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE 
THIRD KIND’ could well have been 
the crowned result of this proposi- 
tion, though | can categorically state 
it was down to Whitley and his su- 
perb tome, bolstering a radical new 
phase as far as a popular alien image 
was concerned. 


| was actually part of his ‘Mailing List’ 
back then, and the letters | received 
from abductees were very telling in- 
deed. You can learn a lot from state- 
ments, and | had many a connection 
with those souls reporting on the 
Greys. 


Again, people will argue the fact that 
the Greys have been reported 
throughout time; even on Cave 
Paintings, though | consider this to be 
baloney. With todays computerised 
techniques, one is able to continually 
convince others of trickery and non- 
sense. Images of strange men of the 
past can be made to fit, along with 
drawings added to indigenous rocks. 


So, what exactly am | suggesting? 
That the Greys are perhaps imag- 
ined? That the downed saucers of 
the past (and possibly even present) 
have merely been conjured to add a 
sense of intrigue and financial gain to 
those wishing to exploit an unearthly 
approach? 


No. Certainly not. Though, | must 
stress, there are those out there who 
have done just that, in terms of de- 
ception. 


When we consider the likes of Were- 
wolves, Bigfoot, Fairies, Ghosts, and 
other supernatural creatures, it ap- 
pears to me that they all share a com- 
mon denominator, the likes of which 
has eluded us in terms of the vast 
contrasts in both appearances and 
origins. 


My suspicions arose when, perhaps 
over two decades ago, both Philip 


and | (my twin brother) experiment- 
ed with the Ouija Board. You may 
wonder what an Ouija Board has to 
do with Flying Saucers, Cryptids, 
Ghosts, etc, but please hear me out. 


The first crude experiments involved 
us cutting out pieces of paper, to cir- 
culate them around a table, exhib- 
iting the alphabet. The planchette 
was merely a crude upturned glass 
tumbler. We opened in prayer and 
then asked for protection. A friend 
of ours, Susan (a respected and ex- 
tremely rational woman — who is also 
an artist) watched as we began to ask 
questions, and when apparently con- 
nected. 


The first annoyance of this practice 
was that our sleeves kept brushing 
the bits of paper around the table 
whenever following the glass, but of 
which was remedied much later up- 
on us creating a proper board. The 
second was that the alleged Spirit (or 
whatever) was relaying some infor- 
mation that | just didn’t trust, and of 
which annoyed me. Gobbledegook 
and all that. In order to establish 
proper contact with a supernatural 
force, we required facts. | recalled 
stopping the session and turning to 
face Susan, who was not using it. 
She was transcribing the session. 


“Can you do me a favour?” | asked, 
handing Susan a piece of paper. “Go 
out the room and write something 
down on it. Anything. Put it in your 
pocket and then come back in.” 


Susan obliged, seemingly knowing 
what our little game was, and left the 
room. A moment later, she returned, 
with the piece of paper in her pocket. 


| refocused my attention on the 
board. 


“Now then,” | piped up, addressing it. 
“Susan has written something down 
on a piece of paper, and of which is 
in her pocket. We cannot see it.” 


| paused for a moment. 
“Can you tell us what it is?” 


The glass moved rather shakily to- 
wards a new set of letters. 


“T..R..1..C..K..E..R.Y I” 


| was amused by the response, 
though steadfast with the experi- 
ment. | felt it just couldn’t do it and 
badgered it in an almost aloof fash- 
on. 


“No!” | rebuffed. “If you were in our 
position, you’d expect nothing less. 
What is on the piece of paper?” 


It took a moment before it respond- 
ed. | do recall the glass moving more 
forcefully this time, as it gave a reply. 


“D..A..R..T..H....M..A..U..L.” 


Susan actually appeared astonished 
upon us relaying the letters, and 
briskly pulled the piece of paper out, 
unfolding it and revealing it to us. 
Indeed, ‘Darth Maul’ was written on 
it, and of which intrigued me. Darth 
Maul was a character from one of 
George Lucas’s ‘Star Wars’ films, and 
of which had recently been released. 
This was the last thing on our minds, 
and | suddenly realised this experi- 
ment was proving to be rather inter- 
esting. 


Unexpectedly, the glass began to 
move again. 


“S..A..T..1..S..F..1..E..D?” 


| detected a sense of utter smugness 
from it, and of which only confound- 
ed the session. The glass then re- 
fused to budge upon further inquiry, 
and | guess this was a sign that the 
meeting was closed. Regardless, we 
were baffled by the precise nature of 
it, and I stupidly believed this appar- 
ent Spirit had actually read that piece 
of paper in the other room, and 
while Susan was writing it. 


That’s not until much later. Until, of 
course, | realised that whatever was 
relaying the data back to us did not 
have eyes as such; rather, a thing 
that was subtly entering individual 
consciousness in order to gain infor- 
mation, and when pushed to do so. 
This part is a little presumptuous, 
considering this alleged entity of ours 
— which we invoked through the 
power of the Board — was as stub- 
born and sarcastic as a cantankerous 
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child. But it proved that this thing 
could, and can, read minds. Later 
sessions demonstrated equal frustra- 
tion, with our otherworldly guest 
presenting quantities of glittering 
notions about Heaven, philosophy, 
and possible future events, to the 
tune of ambiguity when pushed for 
certain, undisclosed events; namely 
who assassinated the late President, 
John F. Kennedy, or whether the likes 
of the Roswell spacecraft actually did 
happen, or of which was a complete 
and utter hoax. 


My suspicions mounted even further 
after these experiments. We were 
obviously dealing with something 
that embraced particular interests 
and trends, but of which exercised an 
unhealthy degree of stubbornness 
when driven for actual clarity. The 
response to Roswell was: 


“Y..0..U....D..0..N..’T....W..A..N..T...T. 
.O....G..0....T..H..E..R..E.” 


President John F. Kennedy was just 
as vague, and | can’t recall the actual 
response, suffice-to-say it was un- 
helpful. The continual use of this 
makeshift Ouija Board came with a 
price back then, and of which was 
unquestionably alarming. 


It was addictive! Like a drug, we’d 
use it every moment possible, and | 
got the distinct impression the entity 
behind it was as smug in covertly ac- 
quiring attention, along with fobbing 
us off with concocted visions and 
dreams of its own devising ... things 
which could not be substantiated. 


Much later, we moved to the art of 
Scrying (conjuring visions/ the dead,) 
purely by concentrating on mirrors in 
semi-darkened rooms, to the out- 
come of total failure (well, from a 
personal viewpoint, that is.) Many 
ancient cultures employed it, the 
likes of whom appeared to have a 
degree of success. 


This got me thinking about the pow- 
er of a ‘Wish,’ the pushing of a 
‘Want,’ or the driving of a ‘Desire.’ 
Certainly, Queen Elizabeth |’s Court 
Astronomer, and advisor, John Dee 
employed this mystical art in his later 


years, unwittingly manifesting the 
negative, rather than positive, vibra- 
tions of ethereal advisors; advisors 
who proved to be as unsettling as 
they were dreadful. John’s mind was 
set on gracious efforts, whereas 
those in the mirror exploited it to 
reverse his good intentions, conjur- 
ing demonic proposals, instead of 
Angelic. 


| have great respect for John Dee, if 
only to illustrate a point that this 
man was not only ahead of his time, 
but also willing to adopt any 
measures possible for the better- 
ment of mankind. It would seem 
that something else disagreed, focus- 
ing more on his attention, rather 
than a benevolent outcome. Consid- 
ering mirrors reflect, | often wonder 
whether this Force purposely bent 
John’s intentions in a mocking display 
of sheer malice, refracting all so as to 
test its growing abilities to those who 
chose to summon it. 


Mind is key here. | believe the mir- 
ror, or other tools used for the prac- 
tice of magic, are merely focal points. 
Thoughts and intentions appear to 
travel. The old saying goes, “Be care- 
ful what you wish for” appears to 
sting at this point, though a wish is 
not always necessary to invoke the 
power of this terrifying presence. 


Upon consideration, and just like the 
Ouija Board, | think we can agree 
that a pattern is forming here. But, 
what of the aliens, | hear you ask? 
How can they possibly be connected? 
Well, let’s explore that right now. 
But just so that you know, one does 
not necessarily have to ‘Wish,’ 
‘Want,’ or ‘Desire’ a supernatural 
effect to occur. 


This is not a cheap copout, or lazy 
conclusion to make something fit. 
The reality of it is, the Presence at 
work here can also decide on interac- 
tion, depending on a personal whim, 
circumstances .. or a drive for neces- 
sity. 


Its reasons are as alien to us as per- 
haps a TV is to an Ant, so intentions 
are merely speculative at this point. | 


recall a time, upon speaking to a re- 
spected member of MUFON some 
years ago, of him admitting that he 
actually willed these so-called ‘Greys’ 
into existence, and for contact, being 
that he was part of an investigation 
team. He deemed it fit to strengthen 
the testimony from those of others, 
should he cast his gaze upon these 
unearthly beings himself. 


This case (which | fully covered with- 
in ‘DIGITAL DEMON,’) is very inter- 
esting, due to the aliens emerging 
through a ring of fire upon his bed- 
room wall. He was specific in wishing 
for it to happen ... and it did. He told 
me that the portal they emerged 
from was like something from 
‘Scooby-Doo.’ 


This, in itself, portrays an almost car- 
toon feel to it, which is very inter- 
esting. The familiar entities then 
floated in tandem through this ring 
of fire towards him, with the man in 
bed, whereby they proceeded to ex- 
tract some unknown fluid from his 
chest via tubes. He recalled them 
touching him, along with details of 
their physical getup, which greatly 
varies from so many other reports, 
and of which are extensive. 


Being an artist, | eventually com- 
posed a digital sculpture of one of 
these ‘Grey’ aliens to see how it 
turned out and posted it up on Social 
Media. My goodness! The response 
| received from others contradicted 
the apparent look of this entity, 
stating that, “They don’t look like 
that.” Their own descriptions, 


it might be interesting to note, varied 
greatly, and of which, if you genuine- 
ly think about it, might well be key to 
a perplexing riddle; one of which 
could illustrate the point that many 
people (if not all) have been duped 
by an extremely clever trickster. 


| don’t believe in multiple species of 
Greys, no more than | believe in the 
Tooth-Fairy. However, I’m not de- 
nouncing all experiences. 


Perhaps our old friend here has a 
way of mixing the wheat with the 
chaff. | get the impression that these 
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fashionable ‘Greys’ are not real, in as 
much as a contested corporeal vis- 
age; rather, something conjured, but 
of which cannot sustain an original 
pattern. This, | stated at my talk at 
‘The Awakening,’ implies an almost 
Artificial Intelligent feel to it, with our 
very own computer systems (at pre- 
sent) unable to duplicate a piece of 
artwork twice. 


It can hold similar traits but is gener- 
ally unable to support overall bal- 
ance. I’m not stating that what we’re 
dealing with has something to do 
with A.l.(as it stands,)rather, I’m in- 
clined to believe it is working along- 
side similar principles. Aliens appear 
to differ when reported. Spacecraft 
differ. Even Werewolves and other 
forms of Cryptid differ, though of 
which seem to sustain an overall pic- 
ture. 


It’s just consistency that suffers at 
the hands of this otherworldly illu- 
sionist. Consistency and interaction. 
The latter is not a problem for it, be- 
ing that it can administer any old 
nonsense, just to hold its spectators 
spellbound and temporarily arrested 
while it feeds on what it needs to 
gather from its hapless victims. Is it 
sustenance this thing requires? Fear 
perhaps? Like a drug? Certainly, 
there must be a measure of gain with 
the interactions, especially when 
people discover they have implants 
embedded within them too. Are 
these transmitting things back to the 
source, or is it using them to gather 
something else? 


Considering this curiosity, it is the 
only thing | can logically establish at 
this time. Of course, a lot more dig- 
ging is required, and of which | plan 
to do, if only to reach some plausible 
explanation to an interesting enigma. 
The weight against such ideologies 
are great, being that the subject has 
indeed been categorised into boxes, 
with many researchers believing they 
are totally split. 


| might also like to point out that, 
more than not, people recall their 
encounters. An induced amnesia, it 
would appear, seems to be extreme- 


ly ineffective. 


Advanced entities, such as the Greys, 
would have it within their means to 
manage this operation quite effec- 
tively. If our own surgeons can apply 
it, then why not them? Another key 
point which we must surely consider. 
It would seem that they, or it, wants 
you to see the particulars ... and to 
remember them too, regardless of 
the wishy-washy amnesia bit suppos- 
edly applied. So, if this presumptuous 
idea has any form of merit, we see 
that this enemy of ours has some 
limits to the incredible magic it 
wields. 


In the Three-Dimensional world, per- 
haps the whereabouts of this trick- 
ster is universal, able to subtly enter 
our realm and to manipulate the 
atomic structures that build every- 
thing in this reality; conjuring what- 
ever it can, while entering the mind- 
set of individuals to achieve a play of 
undiluted intrigue and horror. But, 
once here, it would seem that inter- 
actions are limited, and of which may 
prove time constraints to be an issue. 
After all, any kind of encounter is 
limited, with hardly any evidence or 
trace of its presence thereafter. 


This may be another clue as to the 
lack of any physical evidence, being 
that the atomic structures of its ab- 
horred creations are dissolved, una- 
ble to retain solidity for long. 


Whether by fluke or design, this can- 
not be established. Considering this 
point, then what of the crashed sau- 
cers, and if they were trojan horses, 
as | suspect? Perhaps biological 
matter differs from those of alloys 
when assembled here upon the 
Earth, with the conjured pilots mere- 
ly designed to crash and naturally 
fragment accordingly. 


Werewolves and the like may well 
have these time constraints too, 
based on the convenience of a 
‘Shock Factor.’ Conceivably, every 
step is designated for a reason, and 
the smashed saucers were imple- 
mented, | believe, to act as sublimi- 
nal messages; delicately telling us 


that we are not the masters of this 
world — or universe, for that matter — 
and that there is something else 
amongst us. Something far smarter, 
and far deadlier, for that matter. 


Since we are on the subject of solidi- 
ty — preferably those of alloys, which 
| suggest this Atomic Magician may 
be able to craft and reform -— the 
question of apparent alien implants 
will undoubtably come into question. 
People may well argue about those. 
But, and on reflection, perhaps it’s 
wise to consider them being some 
sort of connection to the source, and 
of which must surely give it a meas- 
ure of advantage over us. 


Perhaps it can learn much faster that 
way, and as we evolve with these 
peculiar things installed. Perhaps 
they are permanent transmitters, 
relaying god-knows-what to this in- 
cessant meddler. In relation to cattle 
mutilations, is it even conceivable to 
consider the fact of this Atomic Magi- 
cian harvesting organic material, us- 
ing spacecraft as a ruse to make us 
believe the perpetrators are actually 
interstellar, when in actual fact it’s 
something we can neither see nor 
understand? Does it require certain 
substances in order to brandish its 
exotic brethren upon the Earth? Or 
is this an entirely different factor to 
the phenomena as a whole? 


Consequently, has it used the mirage 
of Demons in the past, to cover its 
tracks in fooling the masses, so as to 
remain covert; masquerading as 
things in vogue, to entice, horrify and 
confound? We can’t dismiss these 
thoughts, as no facts are actually es- 
tablished. The private investigator, 
Derrel Sims (a respected gentleman 
in the annuls of alien curiosities) was 
at the 2023 ‘Awakening Conference,’ 
where | did a small talk. | was fortu- 
nate enough to meet the great man 
himself, along with his wife, and ex- 
ceptionally privileged to gaze upon a 
number of derelict implants, surgical- 
ly removed from alleged E.T. sub- 
jects, and housed within a transpar- 
ent box, the likes of which they 
brought along with them. Upon 
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looking at the display of darkened 
blobs, | was immediately struck by an 
overpowering sense of ‘Death.’ 


That was my first impression, and it 
wouldn’t shift. | told Derrel’s wife as 
much, and she appeared interested. 
Death. | will never forget that first 
impression, and upon viewing those 
ashen pieces of otherworldly peb- 
bles. It troubled me as to what they 
actually were, and why they were 
utilised. | can tell you this, | sensed 
nothing good from them whatsoever, 
and | can put hand on heart with that 
feeling. It was so profound; | have 
never forgotten it. 


| leave you with these thoughts, dear 
reader, as we continue to try and 
form a picture as to what it is we’re 
actually dealing with. | hope, and 
from the bottom of my heart, you 
may simply consider it, and not take 
it for gospel. After all, what real 
proof do we have at present? And 
what of the phenomena as a whole? 
Perhaps you yourself might be a little 
smarter, offering constructive opin- 
ions to a subject that has vexed us 
from day one. All this, and more, can 
be viewed within the pages of 
Ronald’s new book, ‘ILLUSIONS’ and 
of which is published by Philip Man- 
tle’s Flying Disk Press on July 1#, 
2024.

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Man spots ‘panther’ in field, then 
finds its paw prints 


This is not the first time big cats have 
been seen in the area

A motorist was stunned after 
spotting a 'panther-like' big cat in a 
field - then finding its prints. Geoff 
Thompson, 37, had pulled over in a 
layby on a country lane between 
Great Witley and Martley in Worces- 
tershire. 


The YouTuber and classic car enthu- 
siast stopped to take photographs of 
his beloved classic Renault 10 - when 
he noticed something strange in the 
distance. He then spotted a large 
feline shape lurking in the field be- 
hind the car on April 14 - and then 


investigated and found its prints. 


Geoff, of Worcester, said: “I just 
went out for a sunny drive - | noticed 
it as | started photographing my car. 
| think it was a panther.” In the 24- 
second video, filmed on his mobile 
phone, he can be heard exclaiming, 
“What the heck is that animal?!” 


Geoff, who runs the popular 
YouTube channel Geoff Buys Cars, 
attempted to track the animal and 
record evidence of its tracks. He said: 
“| saw this mystery animal so I'm go- 
ing to take a stroll down this field 
and see how much mud there is at 
the bottom. 


"The ground is very wet so if there 
are any prints or anything we'll see

them. There's no dog walkers, 
there's no one, it's early in the morn- 
ing - no one's around, no one at all. 


“Big cats have always been a bit of 
an obsession, fascination of mine 
since | was a kid so to actually see 
something odd while out and about 
is pretty funny in my book." 


He got in touch with big cat re- 
searcher and filmmaker, Tim 
Whittard, who produced the award- 
winning documentary ‘Panthera Bri- 
tannia Declassified’, which claims to 
prove that big cats are living in the 
wilderness of rural Britain. Tim, 38, 
of Gloucester, shared the video with 
other experts. He explained: “I have 
had some of my colleagues look over 
it and while we can't definitively say 
it was a big cat, the possibility re- 
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mains on the table. 'It absolutely 
could have been a big cat. 
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“Consensus seems to suggest that 
the majority of the tracks photo- 
graphed are more likely to be a dog 
than anything else, so whilst the 
tracks do not yield positive proof, 
the video of the sighting itself is very 
organic, very natural and we can't 
rule out a cat.” 


This is not the first time big cats have 
been seen in the area and numerous 
people commented on Mr. Thomp- 
son’s video to report their own expe- 
riences. One said: “I've seen a black 
cat in that area about 10 to 15 years 
ago.” 

Another added: “There are big cats 
out there... Seen one about 20 years 
ago about 100 yards ahead of me. 
Lucky for me, | was in my car at the 
time.” One said: “I'm going with pan- 
ther... A friend tracks them in Wilt- 
shire, I've seen similar photos, tele- 
phone poles with scratches on, 
height indicates big cat. 'Personally | 
saw something panther-like in Wilt- 
shire one night drive. Can't be sure 
but will never forget the tail.” 


Zoo owner says big cats are living 
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wild in UK - and he's seen one 


Ben Mee runs Dartmoor Zoo and has 
advice for you if you come across 
one

The owner of a West Country zoo 
which was immortalised in the Holly- 
wood film 'We Bought a Zoo' starring 
Matt Damon, has claimed that big 
cats are living wild in Britain. Ben 
Mee, who has been running the zoo 
since 2006 and was portrayed by 
Damon in the movie, shared his en- 
counter with a big cat in the UK dur- 
ing an interview for a new documen- 
tary which aired on TV. He advised 
the public not to run if they come 
across one, but to speak to it in a 
soothing manner instead. Mee's in- 
terview is part of the latest episode 
of the new TV series 'Weird Britain’, 
on Blaze. 


The show, hosted by Andy McGrath, 
delves into strange mysteries and 
peculiar folklore from around Brit- 
ain. In this episode, McGrath investi- 
gates the legend of the Beast of Ex- 
moor and visits Dartmoor Zoo to in- 
terview its owner. During the inter- 
view, Mee not only expressed his 
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belief that big cats can survive in the 
wilds of Britain, but also claimed to 
have seen one himself. Recalling the 
incident, he said: "I picked up my 
brother from the station, and his 
business partner at the time, and we 
were driving back into the village at 
midnight, and | slowed down to let 
what looked like a deer cross the 
road, because a deer is silly enough 
to make a sudden jump. 


"We waited to watch this animal in 
the headlights. We were able to get 
a good look at it and it wasn't a deer 
at all it was a big cat, it was a puma." 


Ben mentioned that it's highly un- 
likely to encounter a big cat in the 
wild. But he did share some advice 
on how to stay safe if you happen to 
come across one. He said: "They 
know you're there a long time be- 
fore you bump into them, their sens- 
es, their eyesight and their smell is 
ten times what we've got, and 
they're stealthy, even a big cat 
would rather you didn't bump into it, 
but if you did bump into it don't run 
away, talk soothingly, and step back- 
wards as much as you can.”

A man who was left fearing for his life 
after a terrifying big cat encoun- 
ter during a caravanning holiday in 
the Peak District may have been 
attacked by a panther, experts be- 
lieve. Shortly after the attack, a teen- 
age camper captured incredible foot- 
age of a big cat feeding on a ‘dead 
sheep’ at a beauty spot - sparking 
fears that black panthers are prowling 
the British countryside. 


Josh Williams, 17, was with a pal fol- 
lowing a night of wild camping when 
they spotted the huge beast near 
Jacob's Ladder in the Peak District. 
john Broomhead, 68, said he thought 
he was going to die after a beast 
bounded towards him while he was 
on a break with his partner in Tans- 
ley, Derbyshire. 


He had been putting out the embers 
of a barbeque they had enjoyed with 
friends when he spotted what he 
thought was a Doberman-sized dog 
about 40 yards away. 


But the retired bricklayer soon real- 
ised it was something else after notic- 
ing the large black animal had bright 
yellow eyes and a long tail. John of 
Aintree, Merseyside, said the crea- 
ture suddenly turned and started run- 
ning towards him, forcing him to dive 
to safety into his caravan. The 68-year 
-old added he still suffers 
from nightmares to this day after be- 
ing left so traumatised by the incident 
two years ago he can only just now 
talk about it. "It had been a lovely 
summer day and we had enjoyed 
a barbecue in the evening with 
friends. | was putting out the embers 
of it getting ready to call it a night at 
about 11pm when | heard a rustling 
and saw this huge black shadow out 
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the corner of my eye. 


“It had bright yellow eyes and a long 
tail - | could not believe my eyes. It 
looked like a panther or leopard. It 
was three or four times the size of a 
normal cat. 


"The next thing | know, it had covered 
20 yards in about two seconds and 
these yellow eyes were bounding to- 
wards me. It just turned and charged 
at me. | have never been so scared 
in my life and | just turned around 
and jumped into the caravan shouting 
there's a big cat outside. 


"| feared for my life and I'm certain 
had | not got to the caravan in time, it 
would have killed me. It has left me 
suffering from nightmares to this 
day. 


"If | go fishing on my own and | hear a 
rustling in the bushes, it sets me off 
again. | know people might not be- 
lieve me but | just want to warn other 
people because | know what | saw." 


Big cat experts have now revealed 
John may have been targeted by a 
panther prowling the countryside 
after previous sightings nearby. John's 
ordeal happened in July 2022 - and in 
September that year a teenage camp- 
er captured incredible footage of a 
big cat sighting also in the Peak Dis- 
trict. Josh Williams, then 17, spotted 
the huge beast near Jacob's Ladder 
and was able to capture astonishing 
footage of the close encounter.

over in neighbouring Staffordshire a 
photo dubbed the "clearest ever" 
picture of a big cat in the UK was un- 
earthed by documentary filmmakers 
last August. Rick Minter, host of the 
Big Cat Conversations podcast and 
author of Big Cats Facing Britain’s 
Wild Predators, said John may have 
been warned off by a black panther 
or leopard. He said: "I hope to be 
able to speak to John in person about 
this case, but from his reported com- 
ments it would seem he witnessed a 
black leopard, also called a black pan- 
ther. 


"In their native lands, leopards can do 
a warning charge when provoked or 
threatened. This is possibly what John 
experienced. 


"Leopards attack by surging low to 
the ground at blistering speed, so 
from what he described it is much 
more likely to have been a charge to 
warn-off John." "Black leopards are 
the main big cats described by people 
across Britain. When mated together 
two black adult leopards breed 100 
per cent black offspring. There are 
now a few DNA results to back up the 
UK witness reports. Leopards are in- 
credibly stealthy and furtive. 


"Close situations with humans are

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rare. They don’t usually regard us as 
prey but rather as a hassle factor or 
potential threat to be avoided. With 
natural game like deer and rabbits so 
abundant here, they have a stress- 
free life and don’t need to take risks. 


"Even predating on sheep seems to 
be becoming less frequent from feed- 
back from my farmer networks. On 
the Big Cat Conversations podcast, we 
hear many witness reports of peo- 
ple’s encounters. "Mostly people 
watch in amazement, after realising 
the animal isn’t a dog. People are not 
quick on the draw with phone camer- 
as, partly because most are assuming 
a dog at first. 


"A few cases have been close con- 
frontations, but most of those don’t 
result in the cat showing threatening 
behaviour. Almost invariably the cat 
flees or lets the person retreat." 


Beast of Billionaire's Row big cat 
'living in empty mansions and feasting 
on pets' 


A big cat dubbed the 'Beast of Bil- 
lionaire's Row" savaged a kitten and 
may be staying alive by feeding on 
tycoons' pets, claimed a local animal 
lover.

A large cat, known as the 'Beast of 
Billionaire's Row', has been accused 
of attacking a kitten and possibly sur- 
viving by eating the pets of wealthy 
individuals, according to a local ani- 
mal enthusiast. 


She suspects that this creature has 
been causing fear in the affluent area 
of north London for eight months, 
likely residing in vacant mansions on 
one of the UK's most exclusive 
streets. 


However, police, who previously sent 
armed officers and a helicopter to 
locate the large cat, have now re- 
duced their search efforts, stating 
that it poses "no danger" to the pub- 
lic. Kate Blackmore, a resident of 
nearby Highgate, believes the Savan- 
nah hybrid is a stray that probably 
wore out its owner with its 
‘hyperactive’ behaviour. 


Kate, 35, who is the owner of two 
Bengal cats, thinks the large animal is 
likely living in abandoned mansions 
on The Bishops Avenue in north Lon- 
don, also known as 'billionaire's row'. 


Ms Blackmore, a personal assistant, is 
"1,000 percent convinced" that it's 
the same large cat that made news 
last September for "terrorising" a 
mother in Hampstead. 
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She is certain that the Savannah was 
responsible for the death of her kitten 
and three pigeons found in her gar- 
den. 


First generation Savannah hybrids, 
which are extremely rare and known 
as 'Fis', can be sold for £5,000 and 
require a special license. 


While second and third generation 
Savannah cats are still quite expen- 
sive, costing thousands of pounds, 
they don't need a license and have 
become popular on social media 
platforms like Instagram.Savannah 
cats are known for their large bodies, 
long necks, triangular heads, and 
wide ears. 


A first-generation Savannah cat is a 
crossbreed between a domestic cat 
and an African Serval. With each sub- 
sequent generation, the amount of 
Serval decreases. 


The police decided to call off the 
search after visually assessing the sit- 
uation, stating that the cat is not dan- 
gerous and poses no threat to the 
public. The owner of the cat has not 
yet come forward. However, Ms 
Blackmore stated: "This Savannah cat 
has been missing since September. 
Anyone saying it's a recent escape is 
talking absolute rubbish. 


"We have had 10 visits from the Sa- 
vannah cat. It scared one of my 
kittens away. That was three months 
ago, and the kitten didn't come 
back. 


"Eight weeks later the kitten was 
found dead on the road. | have been 
looking for the Savannah cat for 
months now. It's terrorising the 
neighbourhood. 


"| put up 1,500 posters in the area 
looking for my kitten and knocked 
on every single door in Hampstead 
and Highgate. " She added: "I gave 
up on it, but then at 10pm on Mon- 
day night a helicopter was hovering 
overhead. 


"| thought it was a burglary. We tend 
to have them a lot round here be- 
cause of all of the mansions. | am a 
cat lover and | just want it to be 
safe. It's not dangerous but it's ter- 
rorising the local pets. 


"Because of the Covid, everyone's 
been so busy in their lives so they're 
not noticed it. Now it's actually in 
their gardens, I'm not surprised it's 
been spotted. | work from home so 
I've seen it a few times." 


"I'm really passionate about getting 
this cat rehomed. My husband and | 
are worried about the safety of my 
cats. | want to grab it and rehome it. 
| think someone's got one, thinking 
they want a designer cat. 


"They're really hyperactive and they 
will jump. The height they can jump 
is insane. I'm sure it's living in the 
derelict houses on The Bishops Ave- 
nue. A lot of the mansions around 
this area are empty. "I'm sure it's 
having a field day living up the life of 
luxury. I'm surprised it's not bigger 
than it is now." 


She added: "I'm 1,000 percent cer- 
tain it killed my kitten, so you can 
understand my rage towards the 
cat. It could be killing other people's 
pets. We've got three dead pigeons 
in our garden." 


Animesh Misra, 20, who lives on The 
Bishops Avenue, said: "We don't 
know who it belongs to, but it must 


belong to someone. It must be 


someone's pet. 


"We have a two year old dog, and at 
night we let it off the leash outside. 
We don't want it facing a cat like 
that. Hopefully it returns to his own- 
er soon. But it's crazy. 


"| know people think it's the same 
cat that went loose last September. 
How many big exotic cats can one 
road have in London? But then, you 
never know. This road still amazes 
me the stories that come out of it. 
"Hopefully it's more scared of peo- 
ple. You never know, it'll probably 
end up on the Heath down the road. 
Who knows where it could be? 
Hopefully it gets caught quite quick- 
ly." 


His mum Archana said: "I am still 
very concerned. On Monday | took 
my dog out in my garden. That was 
the same day they spotted the cat. 


"Now we are very careful when we 
are going out." 


Another neighbour, who gave their 
name as Laura, said: "It's either back 
with its owner or it's bound to be on 
the Heath by now. 


"I'm convinced it's probably better 
off living in the wild somewhere. 


“Big animals like that shouldn't be 
pets. And if you lack the wherewith- 
al to look after it, you shouldn't have 
one either." 


A Hampstead Heath spokesperson 
said: "This was dealt with by Met 
Police." 


A Met Police spokesperson said: 
"Police were called at approximately 
9pm on Monday, May 25 to reports 
of a large cat seen in a garden in 
Winnington Road. 


"Officers, including armed officers, 
attended the scene. An animal ex- 
pert attended and visually assessed 
the cat. 


"Their conclusion was that the ani- 
mal was a hybrid, namely a cross- 
breed of a domestic cat and a Savan- 
nah cat. 
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"The expert opinion was that this 
animal was not dangerous and not a 
threat to the public. In view of the 
information the containment was 
lifted and the cat made off from the 
garden. 


"The matter has been logged for 
intelligence purposes, no offences 
were disclosed. Police have not been 
able to trace the cat's owner at this 
time." 


The spokesperson said the expert 
sourced by Kent Police said it had a 
"very small percentage of Savan- 
nah", and it posed no other danger 
than a house cat, adding: "It's not a 
danger to the public."

As mentioned in part one of my arti- 
cle. There are way too many per- 
sonal UFO and Paranormal experi- 
ences to mention here. Needless to 
say, you will find them in some of 
my books that I’ve written over the 
years. That said, | will provide you 
but one, and its one that really 
shook me up. Here is what hap- 
pened. 


Presence In The Kitchen! 


There was the time when | experi- 
enced something strange in my 
kitchen, (this time it wasn’t my 
wife’s cooking!) Before | tell the sto- 
ry properly the background to it is 
as follows.

This burning enthusiasm that I’ve 
always had, has seen me through 
many interesting times, and I’ve 
met many different people, some of 
which, | believe that | was meant to.

I’m a 
small cog in an extremely large 
wheel of similar and like minded 
people, many of whom, are doing 
tremendously hard work in bringing 
this important subject to the atten- 
tion of the people.

My Visit To Wales 


It has been established that during 
this big British UFO wave in 1977, 
Wales featured with a higher concen- 
tration of UFO sightings as compared 
to the rest of the country, why this 
should be we at present don’t know.

This book really did 
stir up my interest, and reading the 
accounts of the Welsh people con- 
fronted by these amazing aerial dis- 
plays, gave me such an inkling into 
visiting Wales and talking to these 
people, that | just had to make my 
next annual works holiday in the 


Welsh direction. And that’s exactly 
what | did.

Our first day was spent in Cardiff, this 
was to be the only day not dedicated 
to researching the Welsh sightings. It 
was spent paying visits to the Cardiff 
Museum and Cardiff Castle. An inci- 
dent that | recall from my visit to Car- 
diff, occurred when my wife and | 
visited a local pub, | had bought 
drinks for us both and excused myself 
as | paid a visit to the toilet. Upon 
coming back to our table, | was sur- 
prised to see an unsavoury character 
sitting down beside my wife and try- 
ing his best to “chat her up”. | sat 
down and asked him what was going 
on, and his reply was that he was just 
being sociable. His manners and way 
with words left a lot to be desired, 
and | was growing increasingly rest- 
less with his presence. A short while 
later, this chap got up and headed in 
the direction of the toilet. At this 
point another chap came over to us 
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and said that we should get out of 
the pub quick, | asked him why, and 
he replied that the person who was 
trying to chat up my wife, was a local 
villain who had just been released 
from prison that day for armed rob- 
bery! 


Well, it didn’t take me long to guess 
that this would indeed be a good 
time to depart the scene, and with- 
out any further ado, both my wife 
and | hurriedly left the premises and 
stepped out into the street thankful 
for that customer’s piece of advice. 
“Welcome to Wales”, | said to my 
wife as our advancing strides took us 
quickly down the street. 


The following day we caught the train 
from Cardiff into the town of Haver- 
fordwest from where we had hoped 
to catch a bus which would reach our 
planned destination of Broad Haven, 
but after waiting over an hour on a 
bus in the Haverfordwest bus station, 
we felt that perhaps a taxi might be a 


better idea, it would certainly be 
dearer, but such was our anticipation 
to reach our destination and get our 
feet up, that thoughts of spending 
extra money on taxi fare seemed 
small in comparison to knowing that 
you had at last reached the end of 
your travelling and you could start to 
enjoy your holiday. Luckily there was 
a phone box nearby in which we 
found the phone numbers of various 
taxi firms. 


We picked out one and dialled its 
number. A short while later the taxi 
arrived and collected us and our bag- 
gage and whisked us off in the direc- 
tion of Broad haven. | had chosen 
Broad haven as my base in Wales, as | 
had hoped to interview various peo- 
ple regarding their sightings of UFOs 
in the area. One witness, a Mrs Rosa 
Granville, | dearly wanted to meet for 
reasons which will become apparent 
further on. 


Our taxi journey through the Welsh 
countryside was very scenic, with 
wonderful countryside to be ad- 
mired. At times though the country- 
side was lost to view owing to the tall 
hedgerows that surrounded the road. 
It was whilst my wife and | were look- 
ing out at the Welsh countryside, 
that the driver of the taxi asked us 
why we had chosen this particular 
part of Wales to visit, 


| decided against informing the driver 
on what my real intentions were in 
coming down to this part of West 


Wales, as | felt that he might consider 
me somewhat unusual. It is a fact of 
life that some UFO Investigators 
meet up with certain individuals who 
are not exactly well informed on the 
subject of UFOlogy, therefore they 
tend to look upon the enigma as, It 
can’t be so therefore it isn’t. | never 
personally set out to change any- 
one’s views or opinions on the sub- 
ject of UFOlogy, rather | explain as 
best | can to the individual to the 
mass of well attested evidence which 
would suggest that there is indeed 
“something” very peculiar going on. 
Anyway, | decided to refrain from 
making conversation on this particu- 
lar subject, | felt that reaching Broad 
Haven would be time enough. 


| informed the driver that this was 
our first time in Wales, and we had 
heard that the St Bride’s bay region 
was well worth a visit owing to it’s 
splendid coastal scenery. He 
acknowledged that this part of West- 
erly Wales did indeed have some 
lovely scenery, and that he himself 
never tired of it. It was his next state- 
ment however that really drew my 
attention. He went on to say, and it 
went something like this, “Yes but 
haven’t you heard anything other 
about this part of Wales then”? In 
reply | asked him what he meant. He 
went on to say, “Why folks have been 
seeing those Flying Saucer things 
around these parts for some time 
now. It’s been on the telly and in the 
papers. Yes, some peculiar things 
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have been going on round these 
parts, that’s for sure”. | replied that | 
had heard some things, now that he 
had come to mention it, but before | 
could go any further, he broke in and 
said, “You know, I’ve even seen one 
of those Flying Saucer things myself”. 
| sat there for a moment not knowing 
what to say. | hadn’t expected this, 
this was too much. | looked over to 
my wife and smiled. | knew that she 
was thinking the same thoughts as 
myself, that of, this is too good to be 
true, we’ve not even arrived at our 
destination, and we are hearing testi- 
mony from a witness. 


| asked the driver to continue with his 
story but asked him to wait as | 
would like to record it, whereupon | 
took out a small audio recorder and 
began to record his testimony. This is 
the account that he gave me. 


“| was travelling in my taxi on the 
B4341 road and approaching the vil- 
lage of Portfield Gate when | hap- 
pened to notice this bright light in the 
sky, and what went through my mind 
was that there must be some Naval 
or R.A.F. exercises going on in Broad 
Haven,” (An Air-Base called R.A.F. 
Brawdy lies a few miles to the north 
of Broad Haven). 


“So then | thought to myself, well if 
that had been a helicopter or a plane, 
it would have had other lights on, not 
such a bright light as this particular 
thing was. It seemed to move to the 
right and then to the left, it seemed 
to come for me’! so | started flashing 
my lights to it. | was just feeling a 
little bit scared, not actually fright- 
ened, but | was wondering what it 
was up there. So, then | travelled on 
a few miles, and this thing seemed to 
be coming for me again. Then | hap- 
pened to see a car come towards me 
up the hill, so | stopped my car in- 
tending to stop the car coming up the 
hill, and to ask him what he thought 
it might be. Anyway, this car had 
passed by the time | got out, so | got 
back into 


my car and this light, or whatever it 
was, seemed to come for me again.” 


“So, | started flashing my lights at it, 
it then seemed to stop in the air and 
was there for some time. | then 
started up my car and carried on 
down the hill. It again (the object) 
moved over to the right then back to 
the left, then shot back to where it 
had originally been. It then seemed 
to come back down for me, but then 
all of a sudden it shot back up into 
the sky and completely disap- 
peared”. 


At this point | interrupted the taxi 
driver to ask him what shape or form 
this particular light took. He went on, 
| would say that it was a large round 
thing.” 


The taxi driver further explained that 
there were no other colours associ- 
ated with it, and that it was purely a 
bright whitish light. He had no great 
knowledge on the subject of UFOs, 
he didn’t entirely disbelieve all the 
reports, he preferred, as he put it, 
“to keep an open mind on the sub- 
ject”. The taxi driver was extremely 
adamant, that what he saw on that 
particular evening was not a conven- 
tional flying object which he was 
aware of. His final words were, “This 
thing moved terrifically fast, I’ve 
seen aeroplanes in the sky which go 
about here every day, but this thing 
was much, much faster than any air- 
craft that I’ve ever seen”. 


After hearing the taxi drivers ac- 
count, | now knew that more UFO 
accounts must lie in wait, it was up 
to me to go in search of them. The 
taxi driver informed me that he was 
used to seeing aircraft in the sky, and 
as I’ve previously mentioned, R.A.F. 
Brawdy is only a few miles away. 


It’s possible that some UFO sightings 
might be attributed to aircraft activi- 
ty, perhaps coming and going from 
R.A.F. Brawdy, people can be easily 
fooled by normal things seen in the 
sky, viewed on occasion, at different 
angles. An aircraft on a bright sunny 
day for instance, may appear to be 
cigar shaped as the bright sunlight 
reflects of its fuselage, creating the 
effect that it hasn’t any wings. 


This has happened at other loca- 
tions, and people can be misled into 
thinking that they have seen a UFO, 
whilst all along what they really saw 
was a normal mundane aircraft, 
viewed honestly, but mistakenly. 
However, | was convinced that not 
all these UFO reports were misidenti- 
fications, for if | did, then | certainly 
wouldn’t have travelled down to 
Wales. 


It wasn’t long before our taxi drew 
up in front of the Broad Haven Hotel. 
We said farewell to our taxi driver 
and thanked him for his information 
regarding his own UFO experience. 
Before | had closed the door of his 
taxi, the taxi driver piped up and 
said, “That was no plane you know”. 
| smiled and replied, “Well it was 
certainly unusual”. The taxi driver 
gave me a wink, and with that | 
closed the door and watched as the 
taxi drove off up the road. 


After checking in at the foyer of the 
hotel, my wife and | were shown to 
our room which gave a good view of 
the Broad Haven beach with the infa- 
mous Stack Rocks. 


Stack Rocks, for those readers who 
are unaware of their alleged signifi- 
cance. Is a group of rocks in which 
some witnesses claim that they saw 
UFOs entering and leaving. Some 
witnesses also claim to have seen tall 
humanoid figures walking around 
those rocks. | aimed to talk to some 
of those witnesses, but the view for 
now, of these rocks that | had read 
so much about in those author’s 
books on the Welsh UFO phenome- 
non, gave me a feel for the area. We 
were here, we had arrived, it felt 
great. 


Our first port of call, was to be the 
Haven Fort Hotel owned by Mrs Rosa 
Granville who in fact also owns the 
Stack Rocks. The Haven Fort Hotel as 
we found out, sits splendidly on top 
of a small hill which gives it a com- 
manding and panoramic view of St 
Brides Bay. 


Whilst my wife and | were walking up 
the gravel path which led to the ho- 
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tel, | remembered the account that 
Mrs Rosa Granville had given to Pe- 
ter Paget when he was researching 
his book. Mrs Granville had ex- 
plained that one day, two ‘men’ had 
driven up to the hotel in a very unu- 
sual shaped car. The most unusual 
thing about this, was that she had 
not heard the noise that a car would 
normally make on this highly grav- 
elled driveway. But the actual ap- 
pearance of these two ‘men’, was in 
itself somewhat peculiar, for reasons 
which | shall come to later. 


With this still on my mind, my wife 
and | made our way through the foy- 
er of the hotel and into the lounge. 
After ordering a couple of drinks, we 
sat down at a table and enjoyed the 
lovely view from one of the big win- 
dows of the hotel. After a short while 
| went back up to the bar and men- 
tioned to the barmaid, (who in fact 
was Mrs Granvilles daughter) that | 
would like to speak with Rosa. After 
a matter of minutes, Mrs Rosa Gran- 
ville appeared, and with a smile, sat 
down beside us. | explained my rea- 
sons for wanting to see her, and that 
| was very interested in the events 
spoken of by the locals of witnessing 
strange objects in the sky. 


Rosa explained that she did not par- 
ticularly enjoy relating her experienc- 
es, but would do so for me, especial- 
ly as | had come all the way down 
from Scotland. 


Rosa then ushered my wife and | to 
the dining area of the hotel as it 
would be much quieter to hold our 
conversation, | asked if it would be 
alright to record our conversation, to 
which she replied that it would be 
O.K. The following is a record of that 
important discussion, concerning 
UFO activity around her hotel, and of 
those strange visitors that came to 
the hotel door one day.

An Alien Abduction of the Communist Kind

Jan Wolski was a simple farmer, born 
in 1907, living in the rural village of 
Emilcin in southeastern Poland. By all 
accounts, he was a reliable and hon- 
est man, known for his straightfor- 
wardness and practicality. So, when 
he would come forward with an ex- 
traordinary story, it left many truly 
wondering if this farmer had wit- 
nessed something from another 
world. 


It was May 10th, 1978. Wolski was 
on his way home from work, travel- 
ing through a forested area by horse- 
drawn cart. At around 8 a.m., he no- 
ticed two small, green-skinned be- 
ings walking on a path parallel to his 
route. These beings were about 1.4 
meters tall, with slanted eyes and 
webbed hands. They wore one-piece, 
tight-fitting suits that appeared to be 
seamless. Intriguingly, they seemed 
to be gesturing for Wolski to follow 
them. 


Wolski described feeling no fear but 
rather a curious compulsion to com- 
ply. He left his cart and walked along- 
side the beings, who led him to a 
clearing where a strange, metallic, 
bell-shaped craft was hovering about 
five meters above the ground. The 
craft was approximately four meters 
in diameter and had a smooth, re- 
flective surface with no visible seams 
or rivets. 


Wolski was invited inside the craft via 
a small elevator platform. Inside, he 
observed a strange, starkly minimal- 
ist interior. The beings communicat- 
ed with him through gestures, di- 
recting him to undress. Wolski com- 
plied and was subjected to a medical 
examination, during which he was 
scanned by a device that emitted a 
clicking sound. 


Wolski noted that the interior of the 
craft was surprisingly small and 
sparsely furnished. He saw a few oth-

er beings inside, all of whom seemed 
to be preoccupied with their tasks. 
He was not restrained or harmed in 
any way and felt a strange sense of 
calm throughout the encounter. 


After the examination, Wolski was 
allowed to dress and was escorted 
back to the ground via the same 
platform. The beings then re-entered 
the craft, which ascended rapidly and 
disappeared into the sky. Wolski re- 
turned to his cart and continued his 
journey home, later recounting the 
experience to his family and neigh- 
bors. 


Wolski’s account was met with a mix 
of skepticism and intrigue by the lo- 
cal community. While some dis- 
missed it as a hallucination or fabri- 
cation, others were struck by the 
consistency and detail of his story. 
News of the encounter quickly 
spread, attracting the attention of 
Polish ufologists, including Zbigniew 
Blania-Bolnar, who took a keen inter- 
est in the case. 


Blania-Bolnar was a respected ufolo- 
gist known for his rigorous approach 
to investigation. He interviewed Wol- 
ski multiple times, meticulously doc- 
umenting his account. Blania-Bolnar 
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was impressed by Wolski’s consistent 
and detailed testimony, which re- 
mained unchanged despite repeated 
questioning. 


Blania-Bolnar also conducted a thor- 
ough examination of the site where 
the alleged encounter took place. He 
found no physical evidence to sup- 
port Wolski’s story — no scorch 
marks, no indentations, no trace of 
the craft or beings. However, he did 
discover several unusual electromag- 
netic anomalies in the area, which he 
believed could be related to the inci- 
dent. 


Skeptics have argued that Wolski’s 
account could be explained by a 
number of mundane factors. Some 
have suggested that he may have 
been hallucinating, perhaps as a re- 
sult of sleep deprivation or exposure 
to some unknown environmental 
factor. Others have proposed that 
the encounter was a hoax, either 
perpetrated by Wolski himself or by 
others in the community. 


One of the main arguments against 
the hoax theory is Wolski’s character. 
By all accounts, he was an honest 
and straightforward man with no 
apparent motive for fabricating such 
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audience. This increased exposure 
also brought a new wave of skepti- 
cism and scrutiny. 


In 2005, a monument was erected 
in Emilcin to commemorate the 
incident. The monument, a simple 
stone structure with a plaque, 
stands as a testament to the en- 
during fascination with Wolski’s 
encounter. It serves as a reminder 
of the mystery and wonder that 
still surrounds the case. 


From a scientific perspective, the 
Emilcin incident underscores the 
challenges and opportunities of 
investigating UFO phenomena. 
While the lack of physical evidence 
makes it difficult to draw definitive 
conclusions, the detailed testimo- 
ny and the electromagnetic anom- 
alies detected at the site provide 
intriguing clues.

a story. He did not seek fame or 
financial gain from his account and 
seemed genuinely bewildered by 
the experience. 


The Emilcin incident must also be 
understood within the broader cul- 
tural context of Poland in the late 
1970s. This was a time of political 
and social upheaval, with the coun- 
try still under the control of a re- 
pressive communist regime. The 
UFO phenomenon, with its conno- 
tations of mystery and otherworld- 
liness, offered a form of escapism 
and a way to challenge the official 


narrative of the state. 


In this context, Wolski’s account 
resonated with many Poles, who 
saw in it a reflection of their own 
hopes and fears. The incident be- 
came a touchstone for the bur- 
geoning UFO community in Poland, 
sparking a wave of interest and 
speculation. 


The Emilcin incident received wide- 
spread media coverage in Poland 
and eventually internationally. 
Newspapers, magazines, and televi- 
sion programs featured Wolski’s 
story, bringing it to a much larger

Some experts believe that the solar 
system's hypothetical ninth planet 
could be just a few years away from 
being discovered. If this is the case, 
how long would it take for humans 
to send probes to the elusive world? 


Some experts believe that we could 
be just a few years away from discov- 
ering the elusive "Planet Nine" — or 
ruling out the existence of the hypo- 
thetical world for good. 


But if we do find it, how long would it 
take for us to send a spacecraft to 
the far-flung world? And could hu- 
mans ever make the trip? 


Planet Nine is the name given to a 
proposed planet supposedly lurking 
near the edge of the solar system. If 
it exists, Planet Nine is likely a dark, 
gas or ice giant planet some- 
where between five and 10 times the 
mass of Earth that circles the sun on 
a highly elliptical, or stretched, orbit 
— out of sync with the rest of the 
planets. 


Researchers suspect Planet Nine is 
out there because around a dozen 
objects beyond the orbit of Neptune, 
move as if a large object is tugging on 
them. However, finding this missing 
world has proved to be extremely 
tricky. 


But some astronomers believe Planet 
Nine could be discovered within the 
next few years once the state-of-the- 


art Vera C. Rubin Observatory (see 
image below) starts to survey the 
night sky in late 2025. 


If Planet Nine is ever detected, space 
agencies like NASA will want to send 
a probe to visit the distant world. But 
first, they will have to plan and get 
approval for such a mission. 


"This will take at least a decade or 
more," Andreas Hein, a space sys- 
tems engineer at the University of 


Luxembourg, told Live Science re- 
cently, in an email. This is mostly be- 
cause missions have to go through a 
lengthy and rigorous government 
selection process, he added. 


But this process could be sped up 
depending on how odd the world 
appears in initial readings, Manasvi 
Lingam, a theoretical astrobiologist 
at the Florida Institute of Technology, 
told Live Science in an email. "If Plan- 
et 9 is anomalous in some respect, 
there could be more interest in ex- 
pediting such a mission." 


It is also possible that a private 
space exploration company, such as 
SpaceX, could launch missions soon- 
er — potentially as soon as five 
years after discovery — because 


# they are not hindered by as much 


bureaucracy, Hein said. 


Once a probe is sent to Planet Nine, 
the next question is how long will it 
take to arrive? 


In 2022, Hein, Lingam and part-time 
astronomer Adam Hib- 
berd attempted to answer this ques- 
tion in a theoretical paper that was 
posted to the pre-print data- 
base arXiv. In this paper, which has 
not been peer-reviewed, the re- 
searchers estimated that it would 
likely take between 45 and 75 years 
for a spacecraft akin to NASA's Voy- 
ager probes to reach Planet Nine. 


These calculations were based on 
the assumption that Planet Nine is 
around 400 astronomical units from 
the sun on average, or 400 times 
farther away from the sun than 
Earth. That's also around 13 times 
further away from the sun than 
Neptune, the farthest known planet 
in the solar system. 


But subsequent studies suggest that 
Planet Nine's true average distance 
from the sun is actually closer to 
500 astronomical units. And the 
most recent survey, 
which narrowed down the elusive 
world's potential hiding place, also 
hints that the planet could currently 
be more than 550 astronomical 
units away, near its farthest point 
from the sun. 


However, these developments don't 
dramatically alter the timeline laid 
out in the 2022 paper, Lingam 
said. The team's estimates were 
"conservative," meaning that the 
upper end of their uncertainty 
range "still seems tenable," he 
added. 


Seventy-five years may seem like 
a long time for a one-way trip. But 
this is quite fast compared to the 
journeys of existing probes; for 
example, Voyager 1 — the most 
distant spacecraft from Earth — 
has been traveling through space 
for 46 years and is only around 
163 astronomical units from 


Earth, according to NASA. As a re- 
sult, a Planet Nine probe would 
have to travel around three times 
faster than Voyager 1 to reach Plan- 
et Nine in the researcher's 
timeframe. 


This may seem unlikely but it is pos- 
sible, Lingam said. 


Probes traveling toward the outer 
solar system must be gravitationally 
sling-shotted around the sun, plan- 
ets and their moons to propel them 
across the vast distances involved. 
Voyager 1's trajectory was carefully 
planned to allow it to fly closely 
past Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and 
Neptune, as well as some of their 
respective moons. To do so, Voyag- 
er 1 had to also be sling-shotted 
around objects to slow it down and 
redirect it to where it needed to go. 


However, a Planet Nine probe could 
go as directly as possible straight to 
the mysterious planet, allowing it to 
pick up more speed and travel much 
further in the same amount of time. 


Mike Brown, an astronomer at Cal- 
tech who co-proposed the Planet 
Nine hypothesis in 2016, originally 
estimated that a probe could poten- 
tially get to Planet Nine in as few as 
20 years using a similar method. 
However, it is "difficult" to see how 
a probe could get to Planet Nine this 
fast using current technology, Lin- 
gam said. 


But it might be possible to reach 


Planet Nine quicker if we could 
crack more advanced propulsion 
technologies, such as light sails — 
giant sails that catch sunlight or la- 
sers to accelerate spacecraft, Hein 
and Lingam said. 


In the 2022 study, the researchers 
suggested that a light sail could take 
as little as seven years to reach Plan- 
et Nine. However, it could take at 
least 20 years for light sails to be- 
come a reality, the team estimat- 
ed. As a result, if we found Planet 
Nine tomorrow, it would be better 
to send a current probe than to wait 
for alternative technologies to be- 
come available, Lingam said. "Laser 
sails can be launched later, if and 
when they become practical and 
cost-effective." 


As propulsion systems advance fur- 
ther, it may also be possible to send 
people to Planet Nine. But probably 
not anytime soon. 


"I am confident that in the far fu- 
ture, humans will be able to visit 
Planet Nine," potentially even as 
they make their way to other stars, 
Hein said.

A US Department of Defense con- 
tractor's tantalizing encounter with a 
giant, glowing UFO has sparked 10 
years of research and two patents 
inspired by his encounter. 


There were three witnesses, includ- 
ing the Pentagon engineer, they re- 
port that they captured electronic 
evidence of a ‘barbell’ UFO, half the 
length of a football field, that glowed 
an eerie 'indigo' blue. 


The craft, they said, flew silently over 
an old logging road in southwestern 
Ontario, Canada, on August 28, 2013, 
near where the trio had camped for a 
hunting trip. 


DailyMail.com spoke with the case's 
first investigators, who shared elec- 
tronic data from the contractor's 
attempt to film the object — showing 
‘white noise’ pulses in the video that 
recur in one-second loops identical 
to strobing light from the UFO itself. 


'The captured data of the event,’ the 
witness reported, 'may be the first 
real physical proof of not just a craft 
flying, but that it flies by virtue of an 
incredibly complex and [...] powerful 
spinning electromagnetic propulsion 
system.’ 


The case was investigated by the 
same nanotechnology expert whose 
analysis of a 2007 mass UFO sighting 
in Texas became a centrepiece of the 
Steven Spielberg-produced UFO 
docuseries ‘Encounters’ on Netflix. 


‘Is there another ‘barbell’ case we've 
investigated like this?’ that engineer, 
UFO investigator Robert Powell, told 
DailyMail.com of this rare case. 'No, 
it's the only one.' Powell told Dai- 
lyMail.com that UFO cases with this 
shape are so rare that only about '50 
to 60 cases' exist 'throughout histo- 


ry. 


Powell, whose new book on UFOs 
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has garnered praise from former De- 
fense Department intelligence offi- 
cial Chris Mellon, personally visited 
the contractor's lab and worked with 
him on analysing the eerie interfer- 
ence on his UFO video. 


'He gave me a tour of the defense 
facility,’ Powell said, who vetted the 
source's identity and biographical 
claims. 


‘There was a heavy duty commercial 
3D printer in the lab and there were 
offices with three or four engineers 
that worked there beside him in that 
his building,’ he noted. 


The August 28, 2013 ‘barbell’ UFO 
encounter itself, these witnesses 
said, began at around 9:40pm as they 
were returning to civilization from a 
black bear hunting expedition, a 
practice that is legal when done in 
season in Canada.

The defense contractor witness was 
seated in the back of Dodge 4x4 
truck, with the two other witnesses in 
the front seat, as reported to Pow- 
ell and his  co-investigator, re- 
tired former police detective Phil 
Leech.

when | noted something over my 
shoulder,' continued the defense con- 
tractor, who wishes to remain anony- 
mous to preserve his Defense Depart- 
ment business contacts. 'The very 
first thing that was intense was just 
how bright this thing was,' he noted. 


‘It was spectacular. Having been in- 
volved with optical systems in the 
past, we're talking about a vehicle 
that looked like a stadium lighting 
scenario — it was brilliant.’ 


The witness described ‘an indigo plas- 
ma that covered most of the craft,'

which was bone-shaped or barbell- 
shaped and extended about 170-feet 
long, 60-feet wide and 20-feet tall, as 
it flew slowly just over the tree-line 
above this old logging road. 


‘The craft rotated slowly around its 
centre while emitting an electrical- 
spark-like shower, always opposite 
of the direction of travel,’ the de- 
fense contractor stated, ‘but without 
a specific origin point.' The witness 
said he first attempted to film the 
UFO with two devices that he had on 
him, a Motorola cell phone and a 
Sony HD camera. 


But both devices behaved has if they 
were caught in 'a boot sequence,’ 
failing to stay on while the craft was 
nearby, about 400 feet, leaving the 
witness to view the UFO more close- 
ly through the scope of his rifle. 


Up close, he told investigators, 'The 
lights that it emitted were not inco- 
herent light,’ meaning not the diffuse 
‘soft light' like that from a light bulb, 
but more like laser light. 


The lay person's terms, he described 
the light as like 'tens of thousands of 
small lit particles, best described as 
those that occur during a fountain- 
type firework.' 


But, more technically, the contractor 
described it as ‘coherent’ light: 'It 
was Salty to my eyes. It was just as if 
| was looking into a laser that had 
been passed through a diffraction 
grating or something of that nature.’ 


‘Both the other witnesses were ex- 
tremely worked up about this,’ the 
defense contractor said in a video 
taped interview. 'In fact, one of them 
said [...] "Just shoot it!" like he want- 
ed me to actually shoot a rifle round 
into this thing.’ 


The UFO moved in its slow rotating 
motion for approximately six or sev- 
en minutes, eventually allowing the 
defense contractor witness to film 
the event with his Sony HD camera, 
which yielded only static despite 


working before and after the event. 


The sighting ended with 'a similar lit 
craft' emerging on the horizon and 
both UFOs zipping off a ‘at incredible 
speed. ' 


The moment left just visual static 
and the witnesses' astonished voices 
on their tape. 'I flew up to meet the 
guy,' Powell told the DailyMail.com, 
'because it was just such an unusual 
case. | wanted to verify the reality of 
it. It was more of a personal thing.' 


When Powell toured the defense 
contractor's engineering business, he 
worked with him to test his Sony 
footage via an oscilloscope — a de- 
vice that tracks changes in electrical 
voltages, frequency, and other specs 
to troubleshoot electronics. 


'The time | spent with him on the 
oscilloscope was probably 20 or 30 
minutes,' Powell said. 'The first thing 
we looked at were the black bears 
that they had shot, mostly because 
we wanted to see a baseline on the 
oscilloscope, what the camera looks 
like just under normal operation,’ he 
noted. 


‘Then we looked at it when it was all 
basically noise in terms of video,' 
Powell said, ‘here's some signals on 
the oscilloscope that repeat.' 


This oscilloscope processing of the 
video revealed that the 'interference' 
matched the rhythm of the UFO's 
light show, according to Powell and 
Leech's report on the UFO case, con- 
ducted for the civilian group the Mu- 
tual UFO Network (MUFON). 


What looked just like 'white noise' 
on the video tape actually showed ‘a 
perfect pulsation function,’ according 
to their report. 


This hidden 'perfect' pulse revealed 
by the scope was 'timed to the revo- 
lution of the lights' on the UFO and 
repeated at the same speed 'roughly 
1-second intervals.’ 
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According to the defense contractor 
witness, the pattern was what would 
be expected if the 'indigo' plasma 
outside the UFO was behaving like a 
very large version of an normal alter- 
nating current (A/C) motor. 


Such a giant A/C motor would pro- 
duce a magnetic field around it that 
could disrupt nearby electronics in a 
similar way. 'I believe this to be a 
poly phasing of two immense high 
frequency A/C fields polarized differ- 
ently,’ as the defense contractor put 
it. 


'A more in-depth report is being gen- 
erated for continued studies of this 
apparent "electronic signature,"' the 
defense contractor witness not- 
ed. But Powell and Leech added 
that interesting progress has already 
been made: 'The witness has two 
patents that resulted from infor- 
mation derived from the event.' 


Based on the defense contractor's 
own experience producing plasmas 
at a much smaller scale than the indi- 
go plasma that he said enveloped 
the giant craft, he was able to calcu- 
late a ballpark figure for the energy 
required to produce this field — 
which he suspects is the UFO's pro- 
pulsion system. 


Calculated that the craft had an ap- 
proximate surface area of 3.1 million 
square inches, as he wrote to Powell 
and Leech, 'a minimum of 160MW 
(160 million watts)' of power would 
be needed to surround the craft in 
plasma. 


‘This amount of power is 33 percent 
of the 478 million-watt nuclear pow- 
er plant in Fort Calhoun, Nebraska,' 
he said, but packed into an object a 
fraction of that size. 'Unquestionably 
this craft was the highest power den- 
sity vehicle | have ever even imag- 
ined,’ at least according to the de- 
fense contractor witnes 


Study Finds Evidence of Possible Alien 
Travel Through Space "Warp Drives

A new study has found a theory that 
‘warp drives' could be possible - this 
method of fast space travel will be 
known to many sci-fi and Star 
Trek fans. 


These super powered space engines 
can manipulate space time as it com- 
presses what's in front of it and ex- 
pands it behind. 


It creates what's called a 'warp bub- 
ble’ which is how these spacecrafts 
in the sci-fi world can travel so quick- 
ly, some faster than the speed of 
light. 


This has been looked into because 
scientists have hinted ‘warp drives' 
may well have been used by aliens as 
they have left trails through space. 


A previous study published in 1994 


suggested this could be possible with 
a substance that may or may not 
exist but a new study suggests a way 
to do it without this. 


Lead author Jared Fuchs, of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, Huntsville and 
the research think tank Applied Phys- 
ics, said: "This study changes the 
conversation about 'warp drives’. By 
demonstrating a __first-of-its-kind 
model, we've shown that ‘warp 
drives' might not be relegated to 
science fiction." 


According to a statement, the new 
model uses "a sophisticated blend of 
traditional and novel gravitational 
techniques to create a 'warp bubble' 
that can transport objects at high 
speeds within the bounds of known 
physics". 


However the proposal says travel 
faster than the speed of light could 
not be achieved. 


Fuchs and his research team admit 
this is a single study and even if oth- 
ers could prove the maths behind it, 
actually building a 'warp drive' is a 
long, long way off. 


"While we're not yet preparing for 
interstellar voyages, this research 
heralds a new era of possibilities,” 
Gianni Martire, CEO of Applied Phys- 
ics, said in the same statement. 


"We're continuing to make steady 
progress as humanity embarks on 
the Warp Age."

There were 13 articles on UFO sightings in the Times Recorder in 
October of this year alone.

For some reason, during the year 
1973, literally thousands of 
Americans were seeing UFOs. In 
just the month of October, there 
were at least 13 articles about 
UFOs in the Times Recorder. It 
was enough to make readers 
want to crawl under their beds. 


On Oct. 5, 1973, the Times Recorder 
reported the following eye-witness 
testimony from Thomas E. West- 
moreland, a National Park Service 
Ranger in Tupelo, Mississippi: 


“It was approximately 1,000 feet in 
altitude and roughly the size of a two 
-bedroom house or a little smaller. It 
had red, green, and yellow flashing 
lights-not the standard beacon type 
you have on aircraft. They were circu- 
lar and they were rotating continu- 
ously.” According to Westmoreland, 
three other rangers and a deputy 
sheriff were with him when the 
strange object was seen. 


An article in the Oct. 15 edition of the 
Times Recorder was even stranger: 
“...two Mississippi men told the Jack- 
son County Sheriff's Department they 
were fishing off an old pier on the 
Pascagoula River Thursday night 


when they saw a strange object ap- act 


proaching in the sky, emitting a blu- 
ish haze.” 


They claim to have been abducted: 
“Two men who claim they were tak- 
en aboard an unidentified flying ob- 
ject by three creatures with crab-like 
hands and pointed ears definitely 
underwent a' terrifying experience,' 
according to two scientists who ques- 


tioned the men under hypnosis.” 


If indeed extraterrestrials are visiting 
our planet, they would surely want to 
see Ohio, the greatest of all the 50 
states (Okay, so I'm prejudiced.) 


According to an Oct. 16 Times Re- 
corder article, “West-central-Ohioans 
continued to report unidentified fly- 
ing objects Sunday, including a wom- 
an who excitedly phoned police to 
say one landed in a pasture and killed 
a couple of dozing cows.” 


On Oct. 17 local readers learned even 
the Russians were getting in on the 
: “Around the world in Moscow, 
Soviet scientists said they picked up 
unusual radio signals from space and 
did not rule out that they came from 
another civilization.” 


On Oct. 18 the Times Recorder stated 
UFO sightings were increasing: “One 
(UFO) looked like a spider and landed 
on a golf course not far from the 
Golden Gate Bridge. Another flashed 
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like red lightning over the Atlantic

Ocean off New Hampshire. And the 
Houston Astrodome (that is, some- 
thing resembling it) flew over New 
Orleans.” 


Naturally, space aliens would not fly 
billions of miles to Earth without tak- 
ing time to explore Zanesville. No 
doubt they would wish to visit the 
famous Y Bridge and they would 
want to stop at Tom's, having heard 
the ice cream there is “out of this 
world.” (It is.) 


The Oct. 18 edition of the local paper 
also commented: “Muskingum Coun- 
ty Sheriff's Office, Zanesville Police, 
and the Highway Patrol reported a 
total of approximately eight or nine 
UFO calls Wednesday. This is com- 
pared with a total of over 100 calls 
received Tuesday night by the three 
local law enforcement agencies. 


“According to one local report, more 
than 15 people in the Baker Street 
area observed an ‘oval object with 
red and white flickering lights head- 
ing west towards Columbus’ at about 
7:45 p.m.” The article continued: 
“Another person from the Brighton 
Boulevard area said he had seen ‘a 
round object, with green, red and 
blue flashing lights and streaks of fire 
coming from it.” 


A woman in the Dresden Road area 
saw “... an oblong, silver-colored 
object which was being chased by 
another strange object making a 
whistling sound.” The lady said, “It 
sure was strange not knowing which 
one to root for.” 


Meanwhile, more sightings were 
made around the Buckeye state, in- 
cluding the following: “Mrs. Alice 
Schonauer sat frightened with her 14 
-year-old son Wednesday night in 
their rural home in east central Ohio, 
vowing never again to make fun of 
persons who report unidentified fly- 
ing objects - (UFOs.) 


“| was sitting at my desk near a win- 
dow when | looked up and saw a 
very bright light which | thought was 
a star until it began to move,” she 
said. “It got bigger and bigger, grow- 
ing white with some bluish-green in 
it until it got about 50 feet from the 
house. Then it suddenly moved side- 
ways and disappeared behind a hill 
in the back of the house.” 


L. J. Lorenzen, a scientist at the Aeri- 
al Phenomena Research Organiza- 
tion in Tucson, Arizona, believed 
UFOs provide diversion: “We have so 
many problems of our own such as 
scandals and wars that the diversion 
is welcome. People are also tending 
to view the phenomena with more 
respect and less ridicule than ever 
before, which has encouraged more 
people to report what they see,” 
according to an Oct. 19, 1973 Times 
Recorder article. 


On Oct. 22 came 


this story: | 
“Ress Clinton 
said he saw a 
golden egg- 
shaped object 
descend near 
Griffin, Georgia, 


burn a hole in 
the ground and 
disappear in a 
cloud of steam. 
A state chemist 
investigated 2 % 
hours later and |S 
found the soil M= 
temperature .

ter.” 


Several young folks in Zanesville 
were caught up in the UFO craze. 
Eight area residents are shown in a 
Times Recorder photograph from 
Oct. 24 holding a sign stating: 


“Welcome, U. F. O.'s.” The caption 
states, in part, “In the event a flying 
saucer does show up on the Za- 
nesville scene, several young people 
in the Blossom Lane area are putting 
forth some effort to make their land- 
ing safe and easy by preparing this 
lighted UFO landing field. Judging 
from the many rumours circulating 
of late, the UFO port may soon be 
needed.” 


Not all scientists were quick to call 
UFOs fictional: “J. Allen Hynek, head 
of the astronomy department at 
Northwestern University and consid- 
ered an expert on unidentified flying 
objects, said Saturday UFOs remain a 
mystery because no one has ever 
made a real effort to find out what 
they are.” 


Another scientist, Stanton Friedman, 
added: “I believe it's time we mus- 
tered the top scientific talent in this 
country, spent some money and be- 
gan a hard scientific study to prove 
the existence of UFOs as extraterres- 
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trial vehicles and obtain information 
of real use in the development of 
advanced propulsion systems for use 
on this planet.” 


Whether we have been visited by 
extraterrestrials is still an open ques- 
tion, but we do know there are some 
objects in the sky for which we have 
no explanation. A few years ago, the 
U.S. Navy declassified and released 
film taken from fighter jets that re- 
veal strange-shaped objects flying 
around. The Navy has admitted it 
has no idea what they are. This is a 
definition of UFOs. 


If these objects are indeed guided by 
little green men, | hope they do not 
hover over Washington D. C. They 
would no doubt report to their home 
planet that no intelligent life forms 
were found there.

Mount Roraima is a very mysterious 
mountain. When tourists visit this 
mountain, they refer to the moun- 
tain as a table-top mountain or me- 
Sa. 


The mountain looks like it is artificial- 
ly created. A smooth flat top that 
reaches the clouds. This is what a 
tepui is. A flat-top mountain. These 
tepuis are found in South America, 
especially in Venezuela and western 
Guyana. The word tepui means 
"House of the Gods" in the native 
tongue of the Pemon, the indigenous 
people who inhabit the Gran Sabana. 
Looking at this mountain, it is the 
perfect spot for the Gods to land 
their extraterrestrial craft. 


A former client named Sally Howard 
brought this fabulous magical moun- 
tain to my attention with a recent 
post that she had on Facebook. 


Mount Roraima m—often described as the “Lost World” is in 


Venezuela. 


Thanks to Sally, | had to look more 
into it. Would a mountain like this 
attract UFOs? 


To my surprise, the answer is "yes". 
But, before | get into the sightings of 
UFOs around Mount Roraima, let's 
talk more about Tepuis. 


Tepuis are usually found as isolated 
natural structures and are not con- 
nected to other ranges. This gives 
Tepuis a unique touch. Tepuis be- 
come a host of a series of unique 
varieties of plant and animal species. 


Notable tepuis include Auyantepui, 
Autana, Neblina, and Mount Rorai- 
ma. They are typically composed of 
sheer blocks of Precambrian quartz 
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arenite sandstone that rise abruptly 
from the jungle. Auyantepui is also 
the source of Angel Falls, the world's 
tallest waterfall (image below). 
These table-top mountains are the 
remains of a large sandstone plateau 
that once covered the granite base- 
ment complex between the north 
border of the Amazon Basin and the 
Orinoco (river), between the Atlantic 
coast and the Rio Negro. This area is 
part of the remnants of the super- 
continent called Gondwana. 


Throughout the course of the history 
of Earth, the plateau began to erode 
and fragment about 300 million 
years ago, and about 70 million years 
ago the tepuis were formed from the

remaining monadnocks. 
monadnock? 


Answer: An monadnock aka inselberg 
is an isolated rock hill, knob, ridge, or 
small mountain that rises abruptly 
from a gently sloping or virtually level 
surrounding plain. 


An example here in the USA: Devil's 
Tower National Monument in Wyo- 
ming. When Deanna Jaxine Stinson 
visited Devil's Tower, she could see in 
her mind how a mother ship could 
easily land on top of this natural won- 
der. Deanna is from Montana and 
has talked with some Northern Plains 
indigenous people in Wyoming and 
they consider Devil's Tower a sacred 
site and suggest that this natural 
wonder is on a leyline. 


Paranormal enthusiast Katiusca Brice- 
no of Valencia, Venezuela believes 
that the South American tepuis are all 
located on leylines. Katiusca says that 
his grandmother in 1954 saw a cigar 
shaped UFO, that was 4 miles in 
length, 2 miles in width land for a 
brief minute on Mount Roraima. Kati- 


usca grandmother said the UFO was 
there, and then it wasn't there. | won- 
der if this cigar shaped UFO had a 
cloaking device? 


There are 115 such mesas in the Gran 
Sabana in the south-east of Venezue- 
la on the border with Guyana and 
Brazil, where the highest concentra- 
tion of tepuis are found. 


Mount Roraima will always have an 
intriguing history and will be shroud- 
ed in mystery. This plateaued moun- 
tain, located at the convergence of 
Brazil, Venezuela, and Guyana, has 
drawn explorers and authors alike. 


Before European conquistadores ar- 
rived, indigenous populations revered 
it as the “Axis Mundi,” a tree where 
all the world’s fruits and vegetables 
grew. 


As for UFOs, Mount Roraima is known 
for its high frequency of UFO 
sightings nearby and atop its plat- 
eaus. Tourists have reported seeing 
strange twirling lights hovering above 
or between Mount Roraima and 
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Kukenaam, another nearby tepui. 
Why would UFOs be attracted to 
these tepuis? | believe because they 
are perfect as landing strips for UFOs 
and | believe that it is very possible 
that they are on leylines, a perfect 
energy source for UFOs. 


Beyond the intriguing plant life and 
legends around Mount Roraima, it is 
also known for its high frequency of 
UFO sightings nearby and atop the 
plateaus. Tourists have reported see- 
ing strange twirling lights hovering 
above or between Mount Roraima 
and Kukenaam, another nearby tepui. 
The Gran Sabana region is indeed a 
hotspot for UFO sightings, with some 
mystic tour companies popping up in 
the area promising to show tourists 
the paranormal side of Mount Rorai- 
ma. 


As curious as it may seem, this isn’t 
entirely out of the ordinary. Ancient 
sites all over the globe seem to 
attract UFO sightings, from Chaco 
Canyon, New Mexico, to ancient 
Egypt.

First step. The telephone interview. 


This investigation came about when | 
was contacted by the  witness’s 
daughter, Faye who asked if | could 
help her mother as she was experi- 
encing some strange phenomena in 
her home in Kinross Central Scot- 
land. | duly arranged for a telephone 
interview which | conducted with 
Mary on the 4th of April 2024. 


During the course of this interview, 
Mary spoke at length about the 
strange lights that would appear on 
the bedroom ceiling as she lay in bed 
of a night. Not only that, but there 
were also strange markings that 
would appear on her windows. But 
probably the thing that shook her up 
the most, was when one night as she 
had gone to bed, she wasn’t asleep 
at this point, but when she hap- 
pened to gaze up at the ceiling, she 
was shocked to see a large spider, 
the full breadth of the ceiling. 


Then, on another night, she saw a 
long white line appear on the ceiling 
which got bigger and bigger.

On some occasions when Mary looks 
at her Tapon camera (a home securi- 
ty camera) she states that she can 
see something strange, but when she 
goes and looks through the window 
where the camera is pointing to, 
nothing is there.

Mary also pointed out that she has 
had electrical problems in her house. 
The radio would switch itself off, and 
there would be interference on her 
television, a perfectly good television 
and also interference on her phone.

So, | dispatched me- 
diums, Alyson Dunlop Shanes, lan 
Shanes, and researcher Billy Devlin 
to the lady’s home in April 2024. 


Billy Devlin completed a full report 
on that case, and what follows is his 
in-depth report. 


Date: Tuesday 23rd April 2024 
SPI investigation: Kinross 
Time: 13.30pm 


Investigators present: Rev Alyson 
Dunlop Shanes. lan Shanes, Billy 
Devlin 


SPI were asked to investigate occur- 
rences that had been happening 
around the house of a lady living in 
the town of Kinross. It was agreed 
that myself and two of our psychics, 
lan Shanes and Alyson Dunlop 
Shanes would meet at her bungalow 
around about one o clock on the 
allocated day. The night before the 
meeting | checked | had all | would 
need for the investigations. Even 
checking my sat nav app on my iPh- 
one so | knew where | was going. 


Just before | left the house on the 
day of the investigation, | again 
checked my sat nav app and pro- 
ceeded to load things into the car 
and set off. The problem was that 
when | connected my phone and 
loaded the sat nav it would not 
work. Now | have used the app on 
my iPhone for years and this has 
never happened before. 


| knew | needed to start moving if | 
was to be at the meeting place on 
time, so | set off driving, clicked the 
restart button as much as | could 
safely do so. 


From where | live in Bathgate, | 
knew it was best to head towards 
the Kincardine Bridge, going through 
Linlithgow, so again | stopped a few 
times. Restarted my phone and re- 
started my car but again it was just a 
blank screen with the occasional 


word stating that Kinross did not 
exist. 


So, in a last ditched attempt | pulled 
into a layby and remembered many 
years ago a dear friend Helen Wal- 
ters said to me as we had delay after 
delay when going to an investigation 
that ‘someone does not want us to 
get there’. So, | turned off the engine 
and then to no one in particular, said 
“Look | need to be in Kinross in un- 
der an hour but you don’t seem to 
want me to get there! Would you 
please stop your silly games and let 
me go and help this woman who 
needs our help”. 


| took a breath turned on the engine 
and then the phone and behold it 
worked! | said thank you and re- 
sumed my journey. 


| arrived at the bungalow just as lan 
and Alyson were approaching the 
front door and we were invited in by 
Mrs Mary Simpson, a very smartly 
dressed lady of 80. The house itself 
was immaculate, decorated from 
top to bottom in beautiful orna- 
ments and pictures and | immediate- 
ly got the impression she was a very 
house-proud woman who has a very 
good life. Also present in the house 
was her daughter Faye. 


We sat in the sitting room and after 
introducing ourselves Mary began 
relating events that had been hap- 
pened to her over the years. When 
her husband died of cancer fifteen 
years previously, she asked him to 
send her white feathers so that she 
would know he had reached heaven 
safely, and not long after the funeral 
white feathers appeared in the 
house. 


Visiting a local bank a white feather 
floated down to land at her feet as 
she stood to be served. Similarly, the 
day of her daughter’s wedding white 
feathers floated down to land at her 
daughter's feet. 


There had also been ‘smells’ around 
the house long after her husband 
and also her mother had passed 
away, similar to the scents they 
wore. 
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At night as she lay reading in her bed 
there were a number of occasions 
where she would see what looked 
like colourful ‘neon lights’ glowing 
on the ceiling. Or a strong light 
would appear just above the bed- 
room window that would grow in 
strength and size only to disappear 
as quickly as it appeared. One terri- 
fying evening as she lay in bed, the 
shape of a massive spider appeared 
on the ceiling. She actually became 
so scared that on a few occasions 
she had to stay with one of her 
friends who lived across the road. 
She would see shapes and ‘smoky’ 
forms appearing in her garden secu- 
rity cameras and as she sat looking 
out from her conservatory. She 
showed us some of the images and 
they were indeed interesting. 


Two pictures she showed us which 
were particularly interesting, were 
of her bedroom window that had 
markings as if someone had wiped 
the condensation from the outside 
to look in at her. The attic was also a 
source of noises and feelings of fore- 
boding it was certainly well secured 
with snibs and bolts. 


An interesting aside from the investi- 
gation was that Mary had seen a 
massive ‘orange glowing’ UFO hang 
stationery in the sky above her 
house on the exact same evening it 
was reported ‘Ant and Dec’ had seen 
the exact same one in Wales during 
the filming of the ‘I’m a celebrity 
show’. Her daughter had seen a sim- 
ilar object while on a cruise in Na- 
ples with her then husband. 


Anyway, back to the investigation. 
lan was keen to start as he was be- 
ginning to ‘receive’ and see things 
happening. Alyson left the sitting 
room with Faye and wandered 
around the house. | stayed with lan 
and Mary and watched with great 
interest as lan began to describe 
what he was seeing. 


Firstly, there was someone with 
Mary at that moment standing next 
to her. lan described him as some- 
one who was exceptionally tall, so 
tall his head was touching the cel- 


ling. He was not a member of her 
family, but someone who was a 
guide or teacher. This could be sig- 
nificant as the hight indicates. It 
could be someone very powerful 
who was watching over her and was 
advising her to ‘take care of her heart 
and don’t push yourself too far.’ 


Many more spirits began to enter the 
room where we stood, they were 
now aware that lan was here as a 
‘link’ and could now pass on their 
thoughts and concerns directly to 
Mary. 


lan was being told that 6 months ago 
something had happened that had 
left Mary in a terrible state, and the 
spirits who were all in the room were 
concerned about her at that time. 


There was a lot going on in her mind 
then, and the spirit was telling lan to 
tell her that she has to go with her 
instincts as she is a very intuitive 
woman who should listen to the voic- 
es that she is hearing in her head. It 
is their voices she has been hearing! 
They are advising her. 


Spirit was telling lan that with the 
talents and abilities Mary had, she 
could have been someone very im- 
portant and special and powerful and 
could make things happen for people 
who could not do things for them- 
selves. Mary had earlier mentioned 
that she imagines the sounds of ani- 
mals around her in the most unex- 
pected places. 


Spirit then told lan to tell her that 
when she hears these sounds, to lis- 
ten to them, because they will lead 
to something and develop into some- 
thing soon. Something to do with 
nature maybe. 


The one spirit in particular who stood 
next to her mentioned he had been 
trying to communicate with her but 
for some reason she was not listen- 
ing, so this will now change because 
of what lan was saying. She will now 
‘open up’. 


The image of a Falcons head materi- 
alised in front of lan which was of 
great significance. From lan’s inter- 


pretation it signified God. Son of the 
Egyptian God which is very significant 
to her. At this point lan was told by 
spirit to start “wandering around’ the 
room more. 


On noticing a beautiful Grandfather 
clock in the corner of the room, lan 
was told that it was significant and 
not just as a time piece. One of the 
spirits was now standing next to the 
clock, and mentioned to lan that he 
always admired the clock, just as lan 
had when he looked at it. The spirit 
then mentioned how well Mary 
looked after things, keeping them 
tidy and in their place. 


We then moved from the sitting 
room and out into the hallway where 
we would visit each room in turn and 
see what can be ‘picked up.’ 


First, we moved into the hallway, 
stopping outside a room opposite 
where lan paused and indicated he 
would leave this particular room for 
later on. A rug which was positioned 
centrally on the hallway floor, had a 
pattern made up of half circles which 
lan stated that the rug ‘said some- 
thing’ or the pattern ‘meant some- 
thing significant’. 


The symbol of eternal life or infinity 
was in the carpet design, and this 
was not by accident. lan had a ques- 
tion to ask but was told by spirit not 
to ask it yet. Wait until later! 


We next moved into a room off the 
hallway that had doors leading into a 
small conservatory. In the room 
there were objects and ornaments 
lying, as if waiting to be moved else- 
where. 


One was a soft toy or ornament of a 
dog which lan seemed to pick up the 
figure of someone who had a spaniel 
or small dog at his feet, but Mary did 
not seem to relate to this particular 
spirit? He was telling lan, that alt- 
hough he had the dog as a puppy, he 
did not in fact have it for very long 
but this was not familiar to Mary at 
this moment in time, and lan asked 
her to bear it in mind as we pro- 
gressed.

We next went into one of the bed- 
rooms which had natural wooden 
panels on the surrounding walls and 
natural wooden furniture. lan was 
beginning to feel he was being shown 
around the house to show how well 
she had been ‘looked after’ in the 
past. 


The spirit was showing it had always 
taken an interest in what she did, 
and they themselves had a sense of 
achievement and pride in what she 
had. The clock on the wall was simi- 
larly relevant, as was the large one 
that was in the sitting room. ‘Time 
was not a problem in this house. It 
was irrelevant’. It all seemed to make 
sense to Mary. 


At this point however, she was par- 
ticularly interested in us going into 
the attic where she had heard noises, 
but lan was keen to keep that until 
later. 


We now moved into the kitchen. The 
decor was again dominated by wood. 
The doors, cupboards etc. were all of 
natural solid mahogany. lan had a 
message that the kitchen ‘was exact- 
ly as | remember it’ lan was being 
told. 


The person now present must have 
been in the kitchen before he 
crossed over. Mary is happy, in that 
nothing has changed in a drastic way, 
because there are so many memories 
within the room. Everything fits in its 
place. 


Mary knows who this person is lan is 
told. He was beginning to see many 
people from spirit come into the 
kitchen similar to the number who 
were in the sitting room. They were 
all gathering again to listen and to 
relay information for Mary through 
lan. 


One of the spirits had been a council- 
lor which Mary could relate to. He 
asked lan to tell her that he is not 
going far from her, he will always be 
there for her. lan now felt that he 
had enough information to answer 
the question he asked a few hours 
before, so we moved back into the 
conservatory and made ourselves 


comfortable. 


Mary also brought along a book that 
she had written down events that 
had happened within the house that | 
have related earlier in this report. 


Once we were seated, lan began to 
see all the spirits again congregate 
around us in the room. What they 
were saying, was that she should be 
thinking less about other people and 
their lives and think more about her- 
self. This again seemed to be rele- 
vant to Mary as she understood what 
lan was saying. ‘That which bothers 
you has now been removed’ was 
again a message lan was given. 


They wanted her to open up more to 
lan, as she seemed to close herself 
off to certain things, and not want to 
say certain things. lan was now being 
told that there was an event that oc- 
curred a few weeks ago that caused 
her a great deal of concern and put 
her into a ‘tizzy.’ 


They were wanting to help her, but 
she also has to make things happen 
for herself ‘your nearly there’, you 
just have a little further to go before 
it stops. It will stop, so just keep 
strong and focus. Mary had a guide 
who was now with us. Arabic in ap- 
pearance and he was looking directly 
at Mary saying, “By Allah no one can 
touch you while we are here”. it all 
seemed clear to her. 


lan then informed us that an angel 
had just came into the room and 
stood at her right hand. She is safe. 
The name Jove and Imran Khan were 
names that seem to be relevant and 
were recognised by her. Next lan was 
focussing on her hands and was told 
that they could write books. Not a 
book but plenty of books and they 
would send people to help her do 
this is if she so wished. It will happen, 
and her memories will come back 
onto the paper. 


There were many literal spirits com- 
ing forward to encourage her to write 
and again all of this seemed relevant 
to her. There was something literal 
there within her. lan was being told. 
There were many positives being 


shown to lan concerning Mary. A 
large Halo was shown above her 
head, and it was massive. Indicating 
how well respected and powerful she 
is or can be. She was closer to going 
to heaven than she knows in a spir- 
itual sense. She can do what she 
pleases in many ways. 


The closest spirits to her will never 
leave her, and they will make them- 
selves known to her and be there to 
protect her. This seemed to be the 
main message and the very reason 
we were here. So that lan could in- 
form her that all the noises, feelings 
images and smells were all to bring 
us along and make her aware that 
she is being protected and looked 
after and she can achieve whatever 
she wanted. 


lan then went into some of his expe- 
riences with his spirits and what he 
can see, and through them learn. It 
was all very fascinating, and Mary 
was very interested, and seemed to 
relate to some of what he was saying. 
lan’s past came into the conversation 
and how powerful his long-term de- 
velopment and experiences have and 
continued to be. This would be a nov- 
el in itself to write but | am sure lan 
will be putting pen to paper soon. A 
medium is only as good as the spirit 
guides that are around him, he said. 


We finished this part of the meeting 
off by asking Mary to read out some 
of the events that had occurred to 
her as related to at the beginning of 
this report. We then moved to the 
attic where Mary had heard noises 
from and was keen for us to investi- 
gate. 


There were noises coming from the 
attic, such as objects dropping or be- 
ing dragged. After finding a small step 
to stand on, we managed to unlock 
the well secured attic hatch, lan 
dropped the steps and began to 
climb up with me cautiously walking 
behind him. The light had been 
turned on so there was plenty of light 
for us to see around the well- 
proportioned attic space. 


On reaching the top lan took up posi- 
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tion standing near the hatch opening, 
and | stood on the steps halfway up, 
so that the top half of my body was in 
the attic space. lan took a few mo- 
ments to focus before he began to 
tune in to the surroundings. 


At this point my head began to feel a 
lot of pressure build up and become 
so heavy that | developed a sore 
head. | mentioned this to lan, at 
which point he said that there was a 
residue of spirit source just behind 
me and it was staring directly at me. 


It began to move towards me as | 
stood halfway up the steps. It then 
passed right through me and down 
the stairs where | stood and out. As 
soon as it had passed through me, 
my sore head disappeared, along 
with the pressure in my head. It was 
gone and similarly to all the spirits we 
had served their purpose of inform- 
ing Mary of their concerns. Now any- 
thing she remembered or think she 
heard will be a memory of what was. 
They were now gone, and it was up 
to her to make use of them when she 
needed them. 


With lan’s reading finished, we pro- 
ceeded to have a cup of tea before 
listening to what Alyson has experi- 
enced while going around the house 
with Mary’s daughter Faye. 


Alyson’s readings 


Alyson had left the sitting room with 
Faye to visit areas of the house a 
good hour before lan and | began 
moving around. They went in their 
separate ways to see what could be 
sensed and add to what lan was 
hopefully going to find. 


Back bedroom 


The first location was the back bed- 
room, where Alyson took time to 
‘tune in’ and noticed the spirit of a 
tall man standing as if waiting for her. 
He gave the name John or Jack which 
seemed familiar to the daughter. 


Second bedroom 


She then moved to the second bed- 
room where again Alyson took time 
to tune in to the room’s surround- 


ings. Alyson informed us that the 
room had a strong static energy with- 
in it, but the vast bulk was hovering 
over a bed situated in the corner of 
the room. Alyson was informed by 
the daughter that this was the bed 
where her father had died of cancer 
many years previously. 


Kitchen 


In the kitchen Alyson was aware of 
an ornament that seemed to move 
on occasion. The figure of a man 
wearing workman’s overalls was 
standing next to the kitchen units 
with the expression of pride on his 
face. 


His name was Tam, and it was very 
familiar to the daughter, as this was 
the name of the guy who installed 
the very kitchen they now stood in. 
He was the husband of Mary’s best 
friend who had died 4 years hence. 
The daughter was very keen for her 
mother to hear this as they were all 
very close friends. 


Small sitting room 


Next Alyson moved to the small 
room where Mary felt safest and 
most comfortable in. She would 
spend many nights when alone just 
reading and relaxing in the peace and 
quiet. When Alyson entered, there 
was the spirit of an old lady who was 
very confused. She had no idea why 
she was there and neither did Alyson, 
so she was ‘persuaded’ by Alyson to 
move on and vacate the room. 


Living room 


In the living room where we all start- 
ed the investigation, Alyson had be- 
come aware of a very strong energy 
or vortex within the room. It actually 
seems to emanate from under the 
house. As if there may be a ley-line 
running directly under the house’s 
location. It was advised that if we 
return, we should bring dowsing rods 
and see what they can pick up. 


The whole house seemed to be full of 
an energy which was all good. The 
spirit presences that both lan and 
Alyson picked up were totally amia- 
ble and not aggressive at all. They 


were all present and had made 
themselves known to Mary in the 
hope that firstly she would be able to 
see and talk to them, but secondly 
for her to be concerned enough to 
call SPI for help. 


That help was lan and Alyson picking 
up the message that ‘everything was 
ok now, and she was being looked 
after’ following the events that had 
left her traumatised recently. 


After a cup of tea and a good chat we 
left the premises leaving a very hap- 
py lady and daughter who now 
seemed to understand why things 
were happening and had accepted all 
that was said with much happiness. 
lan, Alyson and | went our separate 
ways and luckily enough my sat nav 
now worked perfectly first time and | 
got home with no problems and a lot 
quicker that when | was going to this 
fascinating investigation. Thank you, 
lan and Alyson. 


Billy Devlin 
SPI’s SECOND VISIT. 29th June 2024 


Attendees: Malcolm Robinson re- 
searcher. Steven Bird Psychic medi- 
um. 


Present: Mary Simpson (80) 
(homeowner) Jill Paton: (family 
friend) 


The Witness: Mary Simpson is 80 
years young and has lived in the 
house since August 2002. The house 
is in the town of Kinross which is in 
the Perth and Kinross district. Mary 
is originally from Lossiemouth North- 
west Scotland. 


Mary, the homeowner had asked 
that | (Malcolm Robinson) pay a re- 
turn visit as things were still not quite 
right in the home. 


As we arrived in Kinross and were 
parked up outside Mary’s home Ste- 
ven Bird, SPI’s psychic medium for 
the day, tuned in and was quiet for a 
short period of time. He said that he 
was getting the name of Edgar or 
Edward, with a surname of John- 
stone, or Johnson who had died in 
1965 and was responsible for the 
‘goings on’ in the family home. 
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Moreover, he has been annoying 
other people in other houses around 
Mary’s home, but only Mary can see 
him. Once Steven was happy and 
ready to get started, we alighted 
from the car and made ourselves 
known to Mary at the door. 


After some pleasantries, | asked 
Mary if it was OK to conduct an audio 
recording with her, which she happily 
agreed to. Her friend Jill, sat on an- 
other chair and listened in. The fol- 
lowing are but a few remarks about 
the strange ‘goings on’ in her home 
some of which you will have read 
earlier in Billy Devlin’s report. 


She stated that she moved into the 
house back in August 2002 and she 
had never ever encountered any par- 
anormal occurrences prior to moving 
here. None of the paranormal 
events happened whilst her husband 
was alive, who, she told me, has 
been gone now for 15 years. It’s only 
been since the last three years, that 
things have been getting really bad. | 
then asked Mary when was the very 
first thing that happened that she 
found strange, she stated. 


Mary: “I went to bed this particular 
night. | was laying on my back, | was- 
n’t sleeping, | haven’t slept well since 
my husband passed, and all of a sud- 
den, the whole ceiling was filled with 
bright LED lights. And that wound 
me up so much so, that | asked a 
neighbour if | could go and stay the 
night with them. And then, four days 
later, the same performance again 
but this time it was like multi- 
coloured Christmas lights on the ceil- 
ing”. 

Whilst | was asking Mary a number of 
questions, Steven Bird was walking 
around Mary’s home (after receiving 
prior permission) and was again tun- 
ing into spirit. Mary stated that she 
heard moaning sounds coming from 
the loft, and also distant voices. | 
then asked Mary how upsetting were 
all these strange events in her home, 
it really must be upsetting to her. 
She replied. 


“| really am frustrated. | just want 


whatever is here to go. Whatever is 
here, is not hurting me. If they had 
wanted to hurt me, they would have 
hurt me a long time ago”. 


| then asked if things had quieted 
down after SPI’s first visit with lan, 
Alyson and Billy, but she said that 
things were still pretty much the 
same. Mary further stated that she 
knows when strange things are afoot, 
or ready to happen. 


At this point Steven Bird joined Mary, 
Jill and | in the living room, and pro- 
ceeded to inform us about what he 
had been picking up. He stated. 


“He’s an angry fella. He is angry with 
everything and everybody, but | 
couldn’t specifically say that he was 
angry at you Mary. He is causing cha- 
os because he doesn’t want to cross 
over. When | walked into your 
house, | was compressed down, 
which means that there are several 
spirits around. But the only one | can 
link in with, is the guy that’s about. 
He is someone from around here.”. 


Steven had asked to take a look up 
into the loft, where a number of 
strange banging noises had been 
heard by Mary. After Steven had a 
quick look around the loft, | asked 
him what, if anything he got. He re- 
plied. 


“Nothing, empty, no energy.” 


| then asked Steven if that was the 
case, where in the house this energy 
or spirit was, to which he replied, 
“The hallway”. 


After some further discussion and 
more of Steven walking around the 
house. Steven decided to do a 
‘cleansing prayer’. We all sat quietly 
as Steven commenced the prayer, 
after which he quietly meditated ask- 
ing his spirit guide to ensure that they 
had moved this spirit on. Now, | 
should state at this point, | was look- 
ing directly at Steven as he was say- 
ing this prayer, and, for a brief few 
seconds, | clearly saw a small human 
shadowy shape, move from Steven’s 
left and away to his right. My first 
thought that it was someone walking 
past the house outside in which the 


sunlight was striking him/her casting 
a shadow inside the house on the 
back wall behind Steven. However, | 
soon discounted that, as the venetian 
blinds were open but slated a few 
degrees, plus, it wasn’t sunny that 
day, it was cloudy. But I sure as hell 
saw that misty human like shape. 


After Steven’s ‘cleansing prayer’ he 
got up and walked around every 
room in the house requesting again 
that any nasty entities leave this 
house. He also opened every window 
in the house to release all the nega- 
tive energies. 


Whilst he was doing this, Mary again 
returned to when she would see this 
black cloud appearing in front of her 
face as she lay in bed at night. It 
started to form a head and shoulders 
but didn’t quite manage it. She fur- 
ther stated that she felt as if she was 
hypnotised by it. But whatever it is, 
‘she reiterated’ it’s more than one. | 
then stated that Steven was only 
picking up one major spirit, and it was 
this spirit that was causing all the 
bother. ‘There may well be others’, | 
stated, but he is the one causing the 
problems. | then asked Mary’s friend 
Jill if she had experienced anything in 
Mary’s house and she replied. 


“Mary and | were sitting one night in 
the little room and Jan our other 
friend was there as well. | was facing 
the door, and | saw a long slim black 
figure passing by the glass door. And 
| sort of, shook my head, and it came 
back again and moved towards the 
door”. 


Mary then interjected and said. 


“Every night when | go to bed, and | 
switch out the light, and it still could 
be quite light outside. All of a sud- 
den, it goes pitch black on the ceiling 
and the ceiling changes as well. There 
are lines, and little knobs coming 
down from the ceiling. It’s an odd 
situation”. 


| then asked Steven Bird how he felt 
his ‘cleansing prayer’ had worked. He 
replied. 


“It was a straightforward soul release 
ceremony and a request for the light 
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and the angels of mercy to come 
through and to take this spirit away 
and his negativity. And this negativity 
is being released as we speak, as the 
air is flowing around the house (all 
the windows were still open) There is 
still a little bit of remnant energy here 
which will still be lingering about, but 
not enough to cause a problem. The 
person who was involved, is gone, 
and he won't be allowed back”. 


Steven also stated to Mary that this 
spirit had picked and honed in on her 
because her aura was bright. It was a 
type of attachment, but not a full 
attachment. The impression Steven 
got prior to coming inside Mary’s 
house, was that it wasn’t just Mary’s 
house and their occupants that he 
was trying to influence, it was others 
as well. But because Mary’s aura was 
bright, he had honed into her. Mary 
was still insistent that there was 
more than one spirit in her house, at 
which Steven stated. 


“This errant spirit that was walking 
about which you had, he will have 
other errant spirits as pals, but they 
won't be attached to the house in 
anyway shape or form. They are 
hangers on for want of a better 
word” 


At this point Mary asked Steven why 
these things come to her when she 
was lying in bed, to which Steven re- 
plied that it was to cause her maxi- 
mum distress. Steven continued. 


“The problem with the spirit world is 
that he has been a bad bugger in his 
life, so when he was meant to cross 
over when he passed away, he knew 
that if he went ‘that way’ he would 
be in trouble. So, he stayed here. 
And there are thousands if not mil- 
lions of souls that have done the very 
same”. 


At this point Mary then said that 
when she had visited her brother in 
Elgin and in sister who lives in Inver- 
ness, these strange things followed 
her and happened there as well. Ste- 
ven interjected by saying that this 
might sound as if she had an attach- 
ment, and yet he didn’t see an 
attachment with her which he found 


most strange. 


Steven reiterated that this spirit 
(Edgar) was now gone, but there 
might still be some residual energy 
around the house, that it might 
take a few hours, if not a few days 
to really settle down. After some 
further conversation, | decided that 
| had taken up enough of Mary’s 
time, and both Steven and | left the 
house hoping that we wouldn’t be 
back. Well, that’s not quite how it 
turned out! 


Still there! 


On Monday the ist of July 2024, 
Mary telephoned me to say that on 
late Saturday night after we had 
left, there was that blackness all 
over the ceiling again. This time it 
didn’t touch her face. She further 
stated that last night (Sunday 30th 
June) she always checks her hall 
security camera and she observed 
from the front door to the living 
room, that the ceiling was com- 
pletely black. And there also ap- 
peared to be a shadow figure on 
the door. She stated, 


“I don’t know if this thing is still 
here or not. | also heard a very 
slight noise in the attic as well” 


| spoke to Steven about this call, 
and he was astonished that Mary 
was still experiencing these events. 
He was 100% sure that Edgar was 
gone. He saw it. He saw two angels 
take him away at the close of the 
‘cleansing ceremony’. 


| speculated that Mary might have 
been correct, in that there were 
‘others’, and those ‘others’ disap- 
peared when Steven entered her 
home, and so therefore Steven 
only picked up this Edgar chap and 
managed to get rid of him. 


Steven then stated to me that he 
was going to meditate and ask his 
spirit guide, what exactly was going 
on. This he did. And in a report 
that | asked Steven to compile for 
me regarding this case, he included 
what his guide had told him. The 
following is Steven Bird’s report on 


the Kinross case. He stated. 


“We were asked to attend as group 
B from SPI to the lady called Mary 
Simpson. She had been experienc- 
ing many abnormal occurrences in 
her property for around 2 years. 
Many noises, shadows and shapes 
were seen by herself and her 
friends over this period and she 
was worried beyond belief. On en- 
tering the property, | immediately 
felt an oppressive feeling in her 
hallway. This | have felt only a few 
times before, and on all occasions 
illustrated an abnormal or enraged 
energy. We sat in her lounge for a 
few minutes where Malcolm asked 
her exactly what the problems 
were that she was experiencing. 


| felt an urge at this point with Mrs 
Simpson’s permission, to walk 
around the house. | sat in the kitch- 
en and tuned into the spirit and 
was immediately met with a bar- 
rage of insults from an unnamed 
spirit. Outside | was given the 
name Edgar and Johnston and the 
year of 1965, also that he was 
messing with the energies in not 
just Mrs Simpson’s house”. 


“| asked this spirit for his name, 
and he confirmed the information 
that | had received in the car. He 
went on to tell me that | wasn't 
welcome in the house, and | was to 
‘eff off’. | informed this spirit that 
he had two choices at this point, 
one was to leave of his own accord, 
and two | would shift him for good. 
He certainly wasn't entertaining 
the prospect of leaving so | asked 
my guide for the go ahead to re- 
lease him from the property and he 
agreed”. 


“As | walked around the property 
in every room there existed nega- 
tive energy, and a very powerful 
feeling of anger. | was asked to 
look in the loft as well, which | did 
and felt nothing of substance. On 
to the ceremony of soul release. | 
said a prayer to request that this 
spirit was to be evacuated from 
this lady and her house forthwith, 
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and upon this request, the light 
appeared, and two tall black 
cloaked Angels appeared in the 
room, grabbed this spirit and re- 
moved him to spirit. | closed the 
ceremony with a prayer of thanks 
asking for this lady to be protected 
from any further invasion from this 
spirit and for her to live a happy 
life. After this | took a while to 
come back to earth and | immedi- 
ately walked the house again to 
check that he was gone. The ener- 
gies in the house were still severe, 
but that was the residual that had 
been created by the bad spirit. | 
was informed by my guide that this 
spirit had been sent to the bad ar- 
ea in their spirit world hence the 
black cloaked Angels or sentinels as 
| would call them. | explained to 
Mrs Simpson what | had done we 
had some tea then left her home”. 


“On Monday the ist of July, she 
got in touch with Malcolm to say 
that she was seeing black shadows 
in the house on the previous night, 
so | spoke to my guide again, and 
he said it was negative energies 
attracted by the negative spirit and 
that she was safe and not to worry. 
It would soon clear off after a few 
days of the spirit being removed. 
If, by any chance it’s not, then we 
need to find out what’s going on, 
and that means another visit to 
Kinross. For at the end of the day, 
our job is to clear this house of any 
negative energies and nasty spir- 
its'. Steven Bird called me later on 
the 1st of July to say that he had 
called Mary and explained to her 
that what she was still experienc- 
ing was the remnants of psychic 
energy that had surrounded Edgar. 
Edgar was no longer there, he was 
gone. The surplus residual energy 
that Mary was still experiencing 
will eventually go away. But she 
herself, has a part to play in this, 
and that is, she has to, (in her 
mind’s eye) have that protective 
bubble that Steven suggested that 
she wrap herself around in. She 
has to stop thinking too much 
about what could happen, and con- 


centrate on the positivity that vari- 
ous people, Alyson, lan, Billy and Ste- 
ven, have provided to her. Steven 
did say that each night for a week, 
she should make 10 minutes availa- 
ble to herself to sit quietly and create 
this protective bubble and ask for 
love and light to surround not only 
herself, but the whole house. 


3rd July 2024. 


This morning, | received a phone call 
from Mary who stated that every- 
thing was fine, all was back to nor- 
mal. She has not experienced any 
more from the previous nights. She 
is so happy. She also said that this 
was the first time, in a very long 
time, that she has not felt the need 
to take a torch to bed. Furthermore, 
she stated that her friend Jill had 
stated to her when Steven and | left 
her house after the ‘cleansing cere- 
mony,’ that the hallway was warm. 
It was not cold, as Jill had said that 
her hallway was forever cold. It felt 
warm and lighter. 


SUMMING UP 


Like any case that SPI are involved in, 
with have to think out the box, look 
at other possibilities as to what 
‘could’ be the result of the alleged 
strange occurrences in the witness 
home. We have to consider the fol- 
lowing. 


Attention Seeking. Was Mary seek- 
ing attention? At 80 years old and 
with a few remaining family mem- 
bers and friends, maybe she invented 
this story to seek out comfort and 
attention. For me, Malcolm Robin- 
son, | don’t believe this. She was 
desperate to get rid of what was in 


her house. So, | don’t think it was 
this. 
Seeking other accommodation? 


Some people will invent a ghost story 
in their house in an attempt to get 
rehoused! Maybe they are unhappy 
with their current house, or maybe 
its problems with the neighbours! 
Well again for me, this was not the 
case. Mary has a lovely furnished 
beautiful home. It’s in a good neigh- 
bourhood, and she has no reason to 


look for ‘better’ accommodation. So, 
not for me this one. 


Medical Condition. Sceptics might 
suggest that there was possibly a 
medical condition that she was 
suffering from. Perhaps a combina- 
tion of tablets somehow made her 
hear and see things. Whilst in some 
cases this may happen, | don’t be- 
lieve that this was the case here. 
Mary is of sound mind, astute, and 
for 80 years of age, she has (as they 
say) all her marbles. As for medica- 
tion, other than the occasional tablet 
for a headache, which we all get 
from time to time, there are no ma- 
jor health concerns with medication 
that could produce such phenomena. 
That said, Alyson Dunlop Shanes in- 
formed me that Faye, Mary’s daugh- 
ter, mentioned that her mother is 
due to have cataract surgery and we 
have to consider that some (certainly 
not all) of the visual disturbances 
‘might’, be due to visual problems 
with her eyes. 


Misinterpretation. Could Mary be 
misconstruing normal background 
noises as paranormal? Any house, 
more so one with a lot of wood in it, 
will creak and groan as the tempera- 
ture drops. This is natural. And if one 
is in an already heightened state of 
anxiety, one might misconstrue these 
normal background noises as some- 
thing else. | honestly don’t believe 
that this is the case here. 


Marks on the window. What about 
what looks like wipe marks on her 
window? (see photographic section) 
Some may suggest that has been 
done on a previous occasion by a 
window cleaner or by Mary, and only 
becomes visible when the tempera- 
ture changes, and previous wipe 
strokes by a window cleaner, or in- 
deed Mary herself, would go unno- 
ticed until the temperature changes 
and that makes these marks more 
visible. Whilst the window is warm, 
these ‘strokes’ would not be visible, 
but when the temperature drops and 
it gets colder, any marks previously 
unseen, will now show. Now this is 
just pure speculation on my part as 
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to what could have achieved these 
marks. But | can’t think of what oth- 
er way these marks could have been 
made. lve never seen this in any 
other ghostly case. 


Paranormal interests. | should point 
out, that Mary has an interest in par- 
anormal matters. She has watched 
the American television show, ‘Skin 
Walker Ranch. She has a psychic me- 
dium friend by the name of Jan Bai- 
ley. And her other friend Jill, has had 
dealings with the paranormal as well. 
Indeed, Jill herself told me that her 
house is haunted, but it doesn’t 
bother her. She can live with it. So, 
my point here is, with these paranor- 
mal friends and watching paranormal 
shows on T.V. does that mean, and 
again we get back to the attention 
seeking possibility, that she is seeking 
companionship in people coming to 
her home, making up a story! Again, 
not for me, ‘not so’. Many people 
have spiritual friends and watch par- 
anormal shows, but they don’t all 
want paranormal researchers traips- 
ing through their home. 


Malcolm Robinson’s own personal 
thoughts. 


Well having weighed up all the possi- 
bilities, | truly believe that Mrs Mary 
Simpson, had this nasty spirit in her 
home who brought with him other 
dark paranormal problems. He was 
real all right. There must be countless 
thousands of wayward nasty spirit 
entities living alongside ordinary peo- 
ple with not all of them knowing who 
to turn to. Mary, we at SPI believe 
you. This was real to you and to us. 
We want you to know that we thank 
you for inviting us to your lovely 
home and are glad that you now 
have peace of mind. God bless you. 


WHY! 


Sceptics might say, ‘why is it that 3 
different psychics picked up on differ- 
ent things, surely if they are psychic, 
they should all more or less pick up 
on the same thing’. Well one might 
think so. But you see, it doesn’t al- 
ways work like that. Anyone with a 


pinch of common sense, will know 
that all psychics work differently. 
Some use clairvoyance to provide 
information, others clairaudience, 
whilst others will use other psychic 
abilities. | have no problem that our 
three psychics picked up different 
things. Spirit is spirit. If spirits are 
around, and can see the spiritual 
light emanating from Alyson, lan and 
Steven, then they will surely direct 
themselves to that light, and make 
themselves known. What Alyson 
and lan picked up were nice spirits 
and not out to cause offence or 
harm, but they clearly wanted to be 
recognised. 


So why the difference? Why was 
Steven’s nasty spirit not showing 
himself to either Alyson or lan? | can 
only speculate, and | dare say Alyson, 
lan and Steven would have their own 
thoughts on this. But | can only 
speculate that he was ‘hiding’, stay- 
ing out the way of Alyson and lan. 
He would have been there alright, 
but not so that he could be picked 
up. Well, he ‘was’ picked up and 
moved on. 


The bottom line is, SPI were asked to 
help, and help we did. The phone 
call from Mary to myself (Malcolm) 
on the 3rd of July 2024, was a joy to 
listen to. She was so happy for all 
our work. She herself states that she 
is in a better place now. 


Billy Devlin’s final comments. 


Reading both reports and the com- 
ments from both Steve and Alison | 
have come to the conclusion that 
both investigations found the same 
things and all psychics ‘cleansed’ or 
cleared the house in the end. The 
one obstacle | find in the investiga- 
tion was Mary’s inability or reluc- 
tance to ‘let it go!’ and to clear her 
mind of events and move on. When | 
interviewed her with lan and Alyson 
she was deeply interested in the top- 
ic, and | had a feeling she would not 
leave the topic alone thus possibly 
encouraging other events to occur. 
The fact that she had a friend who is 
a ‘renown’ psychic makes me think 
she will always have an interest in 


the topic, and | wonder if we might 
have to return yet again at a later 
date. Alyson and Steve’s feelings of 
an ‘errant spirit’ seems to connect. 
At the time Alyson and lan could only 
work with what they had from the 
spirits who came forward in great 
numbers to show concern for Mary. 
The spirits who did come forward 
were very helpful in resolving any 
fears that Mary had. The fact that 
the angry spirit came forward all the 
stronger after we left could maybe a 
consequence of our visit. He was 
maybe angry that we came into ‘his’ 
house and spoke to ‘his’ woman so 
to speak as Steve seemed to think he 
had an attachment to her. Mary 
seemed to have concerns about 
‘noises’ coming from the attic. To me 
it was exacerbated and reinforced by 
the unresolved comment from her 
psychic friend regarding a blue suit- 
case in the attic and ‘just leaving at 
that’. She is sure her friend is cor- 
rect, and | am sure would sit waiting 
and interpreting every creak and 
groan as something sinister. 


As | reported lan did find an energy 
in the attic and | definitely felt it pass 
through me and leave as | stood on 
the steps into the attic. Steve’s com- 
ment about there being nothing in 
the attic corresponds with what lan 
achieved. Mary’s Cataract condition 
could be the cause of a few of the 
lighting disturbances that she is hav- 
ing. Reading the symptoms as laid 
down by the medical authorities 
makes interesting reading: Common 
signs of cataracts include changes to 
the colour of the pupil — it may look 
white blurred, dim or misty vision. 
Difficulty seeing in low light or at 
night sensitivity to light: lights look 
too bright or glaring colours look fad- 
ed or muted. Seeing a ‘halo’ around 
bright lights Everything looks more 
‘washed out.’ If you have cataracts, 
things can start to look dim, blurred 
or distorted, as if you’re looking 
through dirty glass. Your vision may 
seem cloudy, and it can also be hard 
to make out details or colours. 
Mary’s reluctance to mention the 
fact she was awaiting an operation 
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makes me think there may be a re- 
luctance for her to accept what she 
was seeing visually was anything oth- 
er than paranormal occurrences. 


In the end | do believe the visits by 
SPI were all part of clearing all the 
spirits that were present in the 
house. It was not the case of three 
different psychics picking up on 
three different things but three ex- 
cellent psychics each seeing part of 
the larger picture and using their 
strengths to clear a house of its un- 
wanted occupants. As | mentioned, a 
psychic can only work with what 
spirits there are who want to come 
forward and assist. The fact one or 
two are reluctant and prefer to sit 
back and hide and wait for their mo- 
ment is evident in the appearance of 
the ‘errant spirit’ that went by the 
name of Edgar Johnston. Alyson felt 
his presence and the messages lan 
was being given by spirit were ones 
of hope and moving forward posi- 
tively. | now hope Mary and her psy- 
chic friend does not sit and delve 
into deep conversations about what 
had occurred and reignite what has 
passed. Personally, | think we will be 
returning there again. | want to 
thank lan and Alyson for allowing me 
to be part of the day and | look for- 
ward to working with Steve in the 
hope of continuing my own personal 
development in the use and under- 
standing of the psychic world. And 
also thank Malcolm for being a 
friend and brother to me for many 
years. 


Closing comments by Malcolm Rob- 
inson. 


This for me, was a true case of a nas- 
ty spirit in Mary’s home, and | would 
like to thank Billy Devlin, Alyson Dun- 
lop Shanes, lan Shanes, and Steven 
Bird, for their wonderful work in 
providing peace and solace to a lady 
who so richly required it.

America's most famous UFO case is 
still producing more evidence as sci- 
entists and civilians are on a mission 
to prove that the Roswell crash was 
not of this world. The 1947 incident 
made headlines when the U.S. Army 
Air Force issued a press release 
stating that it had recovered debris 
from a ‘flying disc’ — only later to 
reverse course, claiming that the ma- 
terial had really just belonged to a 
downed weather balloon. Geologist 
Frank Kimbler (pictured right) is 
among the many experts who have 
challenged the military's official ver- 
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sion of what crashed on the outskirts 
of this New Mexico town, where he 
has scoured the alleged UFO's crash 
site with a metal detector since 2010. 
Kimbler has since uncovered over 20 
unusual scraps of metal material, 
most no bigger than a fingernail, and 
has now submitted one uniquely odd 
metal for testing to the Discovery 
Channel's new series ‘Alien Encoun- 
ters: Fact or Fiction.' Testing revealed 
that the metal was '100-percent pure 
aluminium,’ which experts said was 
‘compelling evidence’ that could 
prove aliens crashed in the area dec- 
ades ago. 'I was really trying to cham- 
pion truth throughout,’ the new se- 
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ries' cohost, Chrissy Newton, told 
DailyMail.com, adding that she was 
not afraid to debunk a few celebrat- 
ed UFO cases, if that's where the 
facts led. '| want to prove that it's 
identifiable,’ Newton said, 'not every- 
one's gonna like that.' Nevertheless, 
Newton found the tests on the pure 
aluminium mystery metal to be com- 
pelling, she said, in part because a 
former Pentagon UFO investigator 
has told her that 'pure aluminium has 
been connected to multiple other 
UFO crash sites.’ 


Kimbler, who teaches earth sciences 
and geology at the New Mexico Mili-

tary Institute, told Newton and her 
cohost that he had pulled this partic- 
ular metal fragment, roughly a quar- 
ter-inch long, from an ant hill within 
the Roswell debris field. Testing ant 
hills for ant-harvested metals, the 
geologist noted, has been a common 
tactic for gold prospectors, mining 
geologists, and metal detector hob- 
byists alike. ‘Thanks to the ant's un- 
dertakings, prospectors have discov- 
ered rich lodes of gold, copper, nick- 
el, turquoise, diamonds, and many 
other minerals,’ Davis said. Over the 
years, Kimbler has been open that 
many of the metal fragments he's 
recovered from the infamous crash 
site might have a more earthbound 
explanation. ‘Some of it could be 
trash, camper trash,' he told KRQE in 
2018 after the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement caught wind of his hobby, 
‘but some of it could be interesting.’ 
To confirm what Kimbler actually 
found, the Discovery Channel series 
sent the metal sample for chemical 
testing via mass spectrometry to in- 
dependent experts at the Texas- 
based firm Cerium Labs, which spe- 
cializes is aluminium metallurgy. 


Dr Tom Hossain, chief scientist at Ce- 
rium Labs, reported that the alumini- 
um metal fragment was not only unu- 
sual for its purity, but it also differed 
from the typical industrial-grade alu- 
minium used in manufacturing. 'Most 
Al [aluminium] in use are anodized 
Al,' Dr Hossain said. 


Anodizing is an electrochemical pro- 
cess that converts the metal surface 
into a decorative, durable and corro- 
sion-resistant finish known as an an- 
odic oxide. It protects the metal un- 
derneath that finish from corroding 
in reactions with the oxygen mole- 
cules present in both air and water. 
‘This is not an alloy,’ Dr Hossain 
wrote. 'This is pure aluminium.' Kim- 
bler's find joins a growing body of 
eyewitness testimony, and even de- 
classified government records, that 
appear to indicate that the Roswell 
crash included some form of exotic 
metal materials. More than 40 wit- 
nesses to the Roswell crash men- 
tioned that a metal-like material from 
the site could 'remember itself! when 
folded or physically altered, accord- 
ing to UFO researcher Anthony 
Bragalia. Bragalia obtained over 150 
pages from the U.S. Defense Intelli- 
gence Agency (DIA) in 2021 via a 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request, which he said included tell- 
ing new evidence about where this 
‘memory metal’ may have ended up. 
The records included pages that re- 
peatedly mention 'advanced technol- 
ogy reports' surrounding Nitinol, de- 
scribed as a shape recovery alloy. 
Nitinol had similar properties to the 
‘memory metal’ found near the Ro- 
swell crash site, according to 
Bragalia. Pages from the FOIA reply 
indicate that the Pentagon was ex- 
ploring whether Nitinol could be inte- 
grated into the human body for the 
improvement of health, the research- 
er wrote at his blog, UFO Explora- 
tions . 


‘Although much of the reports' de- 
tails are redacted, what can be 
gleaned is that these technologies 
represent a literal quantum leap be- 
yond the properties of all existing 


material known to man,' Bragalia 
said. 'Based on the documentation 
received,' he added, ‘it appears that 
the retrieved debris exhibits other 
extraordinary capabilities.’ 'In addi- 
tion to 'remembering' their original 
form when bent or crushed, some of 
these futuristic materials have the 
potential to make things invisible, 
‘compress' electromagnetic energy, 
and even slow down the speed of 
light," Bragalia said. Today, even the 
lead author of the Air Force's official 
1994 report, Colonel Richard Weaver, 
that revisited the Roswell case has 
come forward to caution that the 
military's current official explanation 
is by no means conclusive. 'Did we 
say it was 100-percent? Col. Weaver 
said on a 2020 podcast . 'No way. We 
didn't say that.' Col Weaver also al- 
luded ominously to 'politics and a lot 
of manipulation going on behind the 
scenes' of his 1994 inquiry, but added 
he is still confident in his report's ex- 
planation - that a secret military spy 
balloon was what crashed at Ro- 
swell. Not every case to come to the 
hosts of Discovery's new ‘Alien En- 
counters' reaches this level of fasci- 


nating physical evidence and docu- 
mentation, however, as the show 
examines each submitted ‘alien en- 
counter’ to the same high investiga- 
tive standards. The show's premiere 
included two other cases: one proved 
to be explainable and the other ap- 
peared to remain a genuine mystery. 
Posting up at The Variety, a long- 
standing local watering hole in Ro- 
swell, New Mexico, Newton inter- 
viewed multiple self-described UFO 
and alien 'experiencers' on camera to 
more thoroughly vet their stories. 
Her cohost in this process, occult 
scholar and author Mitch Horowitz, 
called Kimbler an ‘inspiration’ for the 
local geologist's willingness to ask 
‘pure questions’ and for taking a pro- 
active approach to investigating 
these unexplained events. ‘Along 
with Mitch, we both state our opin- 
ion, if we think it is a UFO or not,' 
Newton told DailyMail.com. ‘But 
looking at the facts, [sometimes] 
there's not strong enough data to 
even make a conclusion.’ ‘Alien En-

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HOW A UFO SIGHTING IN 1970 


WOULD CHANGE MY LIFE FIFTY YEARS LATER 
By Dan Harary 


One day in March 1970, when | was 
almost 14 years old, my dad was 
driving me home from school. It was 
daylight, about 3pm — we were in my 
suburban, New Jersey hometown 
neighbourhood. Suddenly, a huge, V 
-shaped UFO appeared above my 
dad’s car and hovered there, silently. 
My dad and | got out of his car and 
watched it above us for several 
minutes. The craft was huge and re- 
markable. 


| would forget about this event for 47 
years. And after an incredible para- 
normal occurrence took place in 
2017, | would recall the 1970 sighting 
in dramatic fashion. | would discover 
things about my late father’s career | 
never knew; I’d write a popular sci- 
ence-fiction novel; I’d befriend -- and 
become embraced by -- dozens of 
the world’s leading UFO Researchers; 
I’d launch a new Hollywood organiza- 
tion; and I’d even host my own, na- 
tional podcast about the paranormal 
and the unexplained! 


Recalling that 1970 UFO sighting al- 


most 50 years later altered the 
course of my life, forever. 


FIRST UFO 


One late afternoon in March 1970, 
my father, Jack, picked me up after 
Hebrew School class -- it must have 
been around 3 pm and was still day- 
light. We were in my dad’s car ap- 
proaching Dwight Drive in West Deal, 
New Jersey -- the street my family 
lived on from 1963 until 1978. As we 
turned onto Dwight Drive from the 
adjacent Deal Road, we saw through 
the windshield an enormous silver 
“Flying V” shaped UFO craft very, 
very slowly hovering over the homes 
of our neighbours. The craft had 
three lights -- one red, one blue, and 
one silver -- one light on each of its 
tips. 


| shouted “Dad, Stop the car! Stop 
the car!” My dad pulled his vehicle 
off to the side of the road -- | flew 
out of the passenger seat. Together, 
we watched the giant craft glide di- 
rectly above us — silently -- perhaps 
300 feet in the sky. 


| was hyper-ventilating, jumping up 
and down in amazement. “Dad this is 
so cool! A UFO! Dad, we saw a UFO!” 
My father said nothing. As though 
the sighting was commonplace, he 
was completely and totally non- 
plussed by the entire experience. 
Bored, he looked like he was in- 
specting a head of lettuce at the su- 
permarket. Once the craft had 
passed us overhead, my dad then 
said, “Come on, kid, let’s go home 


” 


now. 


Upon returning home, | ran into the 
kitchen and picked up the family’s 
(rotary) phone to call The Asbury 
Park Press -- our local area newspa- 
per. | remember distinctly the con- 
versation. A woman answered. | said, 
“Hi, my name is Danny Harary. | live 
on Dwight Drive in West Deal. | want 
to report a UFO! My dad and | just 
saw a big silver UFO flying over our 
street!” The woman, sounding some- 
what frantic, said, “Sonny, we’re 
getting A LOT of phone calls about 
this right now. Sorry, but | don’t 
have time to talk to you. | have to 
go.” She hung up. | searched that 
newspaper the next day and beyond 
and was greatly disappointed to see 
no mention of his encounter any- 


where. No story ever ran. 
SECOND UFO 


After my divorce in 1992, my ex-wife, 
Kim, moved with my young son and 
daughter, from Los Angeles proper to 
a city about a two-hour drive from 
Los Angeles, called Lancaster, CA. 


For his eighth birthday in May 1996, 
my son, Jordan, asked for a telescope 
as a gift. So, | drove out to Lancaster 
to spend the weekend with him and 
my daughter. On his birthday night, 
May 10, Jordan and | took turns look- 
ing through the new telescope which 
we’d set up in Kim’s backyard. We 
spent time trying to identify various 
planets and astrological star clusters. 


It was a lovely bonding moment for h E 


us both. 


| suppose around 9 pm on his birth- 
day night I was about to collapse the 
device to bring it back inside Kim’s 
house, when suddenly my son and | 
noticed a very bright, off-white col- 
ored, egg shaped object at the far- 
right edge of the sky -- as far to our 
right as we could see. | realized that 
the light had begun moving -- travel- 
ing very quickly in a straight line 
across the entire sky, from far right to 
the very far left of the sky. 


| said to my son, “Jordan, look! That’s 
a satellite!” 


Then, in rather dramatic fashion, the 
object STOPPED MOVING and re- 
mained in place for about thirty- 
seconds. | said, “Oh no! That satellite 
is going to fall to the Earth!” The light 
then reversed its course, and quickly 
began moving once again, but this 
time from left to right, returning to its 
original point of origin at the very far 
right edge of the sky! No meteor, 
comet, asteroid, shooting star, air- 
plane, helicopter, missile, rocket or 
satellite could possibly have under- 
taken such a manoeuvre. 


The object we saw had clearly trav- 
elled against the laws of physics. That 
egg-shaped light was, without ques- 
tion, something extraordinary. I’ve 
since discussed this story with UFO 
Podcasters around the world, and 


learned that, since Kim’s house in 
Lancaster was located not very far 
from Edwards Air Force Base, the ob- 
ject my son and | saw that night was 
most likely a military craft that had 
incorporated reverse-engineered al- 
ien technology into its guidance sys- 
tem. 


THIRD UFO 


| was in a bookstore sometime in 
2007 and stumbled into the 
“Paranormal Books” aisle. Having 
never-before seen books like these, | 
left that store with an armful of them, 
and began to study the history of 
“UFOlogy.” | was fascinated by leg- 
endary UFO sightings that took place 
in Washington State, Mexico City, 
Florida, Texas, Phoenix, Washington, 
D.C., the Bermuda Triangle, the UK, 
and above New York State; UFO sau- 
cer crashes covered up by the govern- 
ment, including those in Roswell; Au- 
rora, Texas; Kecksburg, PA; and else- 
where; the abductions of Betty and 
Barney Hill, Travis Walton, and White- 
ly Streiber; Hitler’s flying saucer re- 
search and “flying disc” program, and 
the various theories behind the 
“Truth Embargo” and the internation- 
al and intentional governmental cov- 
er-up of visitors from Outer Space. 


After extensive study, | came to real- 
ize that extraterrestrial biological en- 
tities (EBEs) have been visiting Earth 
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Artists Impression of the V Shaped UFO 


for tens of thousands of years. | 
joined MUFON (the Mutual UFO Net- 
work) in Los Angeles and began 
attending that organization’s monthly 
meetings. | also attended various lec- 
tures across Southern California on 
this topic, one that had become unex- 
pectedly important to me. 


| got really lucky with MUFON -- the 
very first meeting | attended in 2007 
featured a guest speaker named Gior- 
gio Tsoukalos. Giorgio, who had been 
mentored by Erich von Däniken, the 
author of Chariots of the Gods and 
the creator of the “Ancient Astronaut 
Theory,” presented a 90-minute lec- 
ture about that theory and showed 
films and slides of ancient architec- 
tural sites from around the world. 
Giorgio proposed the idea that extra- 
terrestrials have been visiting planet 
Earth for a very long time and have 
interacted with human beings since 
the inception of mankind. Two years 
later, Giorgio would go on to create, 
produce, and star in the hit TV series 
on the History Channel called Ancient 
Aliens (2009). 


| was absolutely awed by Giorgio’s 
talk, realizing instantly that here was 
the “hidden history of mankind” — 
facts that were never presented to

me by my parents, my Rabbi, or my 
grade _ school/high school/college 
teachers. At the end of Giorgio’s 
presentation, | shook his hand, tears 
in my eyes, and said, “Giorgio, thanks 
so much for sharing your wisdom 
with us tonight! You’ve just changed 
my entire world view.” To which he 
replied, “Cool, thanks man. You’re 
one of us now!” 


In 2008, | had a new girlfriend named 
Barbara, a TV writer. She and | would 
attend MUFON meetings together, 
fascinated by the speakers and their 
flying saucer-filled movies. We'd 
laugh hysterically at the questions 
asked by some of the whack-o 


attendees. (“Do you think that Mr. 
Spock and Darth Vadar were relat- 
ed?” asked an enormous man, of a 
world-renowned UFO investigator. 
We nicknamed this huge guy, “Tiny.”) 


One such MUFON seminar featured a 
cleric named James Gilliland, who 
owned a ranch in upstate Washing- 
ton called ECETI. His property was a 
world-famous UFO hot spot, as the 
skies above it offered spectacular 
UFO shows almost nightly. The site 
had been researched by hundreds of 
authors, scientists, and professors, as 
well as by the U.S. Air Force, NASA, 
and the FBI. 


Gilliland held an annual 4th of July 
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gathering at his ranch every year, 
attracting UFO buffs from around the 
world. During his MUFON lecture, he 
invited all of us in attendance to go. 
Barbara said she’d accompany me. 
So, we flew first into Portland, then 
drove through the magnificent 
mountains and forests of upstate 
Washington, until we finally arrived 
at a cozy little bed and breakfast 
place. That week, Barbara and | 
attended several seminars about 
UFO sightings, heard theories about 
ancient aliens (those who helped 
construct the pyramids in Egypt and 
Central and South America,) and 
watched an interesting documentary 
film about “Orbs,” something I’d nev- 
er heard of before. Orbs are bright, 
usually round-shaped lights that ap- 
pear only in digital photos or on film. 
They often appear floating about a 
person or group of people. Theories 
about orbs vary. Some believe they 
are physical manifestations of the 
dead, either human or animal. Some 
people think they’re visitors from 
other dimensions. 


That first night, dozens of people set 
up lawn chairs on Gilliland’s ranch 
property, and shot hundreds of digi- 
tal photographs of themselves, danc- 
ing and singing. Barbara and another 
woman joined in the activities, as | 
took photos. When we reviewed 
those digital pictures moments later, 
there were HUNDREDS of very prom- 
inent ORBS appearing all around her! 
These same orbs could not be seen 
by the naked eye. 


While sitting in that field of “Orbs” 
each night of that three-day week- 
end, we’d see bright lights, moving in 
all directions across the sky, every 
few hours. However, | was skeptical, 
since these lights could have been 
meteors, or comets, or shooting 
stars, or satellites. 


During our third and final night in the 
field, we were looking up at the sky 
and nothing was happening. | took 
my car keys out of my pocket. | liter- 
ally said, “Barbara, if we leave right 


now, we can beat the traffic.” Sec- 
onds later, a fairly large, jet-black 
craft appeared directly above our 
heads, perhaps 200 feet in the sky. 
Materializing out of nowhere, it was 
impossible to make out the shape of 
the craft. On its bottom was a large, 
clear-glass, crystal dome which be- 
gan to beam down upon us a very 
bright, emerald-green-coloured light 
you’d never find in nature. (The same 
colour as the Land of Oz in The Wiz- 
ard of 0z/1939.) 


This intense, emerald-green light 
then BLINKED ON AND OFF ABOUT A 
DOZEN TIMES (Morse code?), bath- 
ing all of us below in this wondrous 
colour. During these light flashes, | 
received these messages: “Hello, sor- 
ry we kept you waiting so long. We 
were in the neighbourhood and 
wanted to say hi. We love you and 
we wish you the best, always. Be kind 
to one another. Be kind to Planet 
Earth. We’ll see you again, one day.” 


The craft then slowly pulled away 
from us, and then SIMPLY VANISHED 
above Mt. Adams. Everyone in the 
field applauded. This vehicle was 
NOT a meteor, comet, shooting star 
or Satellite. It was not a plane, heli- 
copter, missile, drone, or Chinese 
weather balloon. 


| realized | was crying... so touched by 
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this extraordinary moment in my life. 
My heart was beating fast. This was, 
without question, a bona fide, 100% 
UFO sighting! | am convinced that 
whoever, or whatever, the “pilots” of 
this craft were, they did not belong 
to the human race. 


RECALLING THE 1970 UFO SIGHTING 


A few days after my Dad died on 
April 17, 2017, | was sitting alone ina 
West Los Angeles deli, where ld 
gone to get a pastrami sandwich and 
think about my father. | ordered my 
sandwich, and sat there in silence. 


Suddenly, a powerful bolt of “light” 
or “energy” or something supernatu- 
ral (perhaps from Heaven?) beamed 
into my brain from above. It 
smacked into the right side of my 
head, hard. 


This power source thrust a vision into 
my mind, which was then projected 
through my brain and my eyes in mid 
-air like a hologram, incredibly vivid 
imagery. | can only describe this as a 
digital download. What was now 
“playing” just inches in front of my 
face was a “home movie” of the 
1970, silver V, UFO sighting I’d had 
with my father — an event I’d com- 
pletely forgotten about for 47 years! 
It made me gasp. 


Watching this movie, | recalled every 
moment — how my Dad and | stood in 
front of his car as | was pointing to 
the sky and jumping up and down 


with excitement. | also watched in 
amazement as my Dad, standing 
right next to me, appeared complete- 
ly nonplussed and seemingly bored 
by the extraordinary sight. As | con- 
tinued to watch this home movie 
from Heaven, | then saw that my Dad 
had winked at me, said “Come on, 
kid, let’s go home,” and ordered me 
back into his car. At this point, the 
home movie stopped. 


While still waiting for my sandwich to 
arrive at my table, | asked my waiter 
for a pen. On the paper placemat 
before me, my right hand began to 
perform what’s called “automatic 
writing.” My hand recorded these 
three phrases: “Write a book about 
benevolent Aliens.” Then, “Lead 
characters father knew about 
UFOs.” And finally, my hand wrote 
down the capital letters “A”, “T” and 
“C.” My hand stopped moving, and | 
stared at what l’d just written. 


At first, | had no idea what ATC 
meant. A few minutes later, it 
dawned on me -- the universe had 
just given me the title of a new sci- 
ence fiction book | was destined to 
write: After They Came. 


| spent the rest of 2017 and early 
2018 writing that book. Concurrently, 
| read Richard M. Dolan’s 2002 book, 
UFOs and the National Security State, 
and was thrilled to discover, toward 
the back of the book, Dolan’s chrono- 
logical “Table of Military UFO En- 
counters.” Listed there were two en- 
tries that blew my mind: The first on 
September 10, 1951, being a radar 
and visually confirmed sighting of a 
metallic, disc-shaped object flying at 
900 mph over the skies of Fort Mon- 
mouth, New Jersey. My Dad had be- 
gun working at that site as a civilian 
Electronics Engineer just a few 
months earlier! Another UFO sighting 
over Fort Monmouth is also listed in 
Dolan’s book: July 1, 1952. On that 
date, Dolan notes that radar and vis- 
ual contact occurred of two unidenti- 
fied flying objects which hovered 
over the base, then sped away. | now 


_ believe that my father may very well 
_ have witnessed one, if not both, of 


those events -- UFO sightings that 
took place directly overhead his then 
very new place of employment! 


As | was writing After They Came, | 
phoned my mother, Joan, (83 at the 
time and my father’s first wife), to 
ask if my father had ever spoken to 
her about UFOs. She told me a story 
I’d never heard before: “Very early 
on in your father’s career at Fort 
Monmouth, in the early 1950’s, they 
took him down deep into the vaults, 
and spoke to him, and showed him 
something down there that they said 
was highly top secret. He was not to 
ever share what he saw down there 
with anyone. | remember he was 
really frightened when he came 
home. In fact, he was pale and shaky 
and scared shitless. When | asked 
him what was wrong, your father 
said, ‘| saw something today | can 
never tell you, or anyone, about, as 
long as | live.’ He was never the 
same after that.” My father never 
did reveal what that was to anyone. 


Also, while working on my book, | 
reviewed dozens of my family histo- 
ry scrapbooks, where, much to my 
surprise, | discovered a newsletter 
from my father’s workplace that pro- 
filed him in 1985. The document was 
one my Dad had given me decades 
previous — an orange sheet of paper 
ld never previously read. Here’s 
what | learned: “Jack Harary worked 
as a Civilian Electronics Engineer and 
Physicist for the U.S. Army from 
1951 -1996 at Fort Monmouth, New 
Jersey, within the Radar Branch of 
the Camp Evans Signal Laboratory 
Installation. There, he designed and 
invented missiles and radar systems, 
and was involved in the design and 
production of the earliest days of 
drone technology. He had top secret 
security clearance; gave talks at the 
Pentagon; and wrote reports read by 
at least four U.S. Presidents.” 


| also read in that newsletter that 
my father had worked on a variety 
of airborne electronics systems for 
air navigation, position location, mis- 
sile guidance and drone control. He 
supervised the Surveillance Drone 


Data Base Program which expanded 
the base of unmanned aerial surveil- 
lance and target acquisition. He also 
directed the Remotely Piloted Aerial 
Observer System program, which 
resulted in the first successful laser 
designation of a tank target from a 
mini-Remotely-Piloted-Vehicle 
(RPV), resulting in a direct hit by a 
laser-guided artillery round at White 
Sands Missile Range in 1975. 


According to this newsletter, over 
the years, my dad received many 
awards, commendations, and certifi- 
cates. | never knew my dad won any 
awards at all! That’s how secretive 
he was about his work! 


| next did some research into the 
history of Fort Monmouth, my dad’s 
longtime workplace, for the first 
time in my life, and discovered: Fort 
Monmouth was the site of some of 
the most significant communications 
and electronics breakthroughs in 
military history, and was known as 
America’s Home of the Signal Corps. 
During the 20th Century, over 4,000 
patents were issued to the scientists 
and engineers who invented new 
technologies at Ft. Monmouth. The 
forerunner of the Army Air Corps 
and the U.S. Air Force had its roots 
in Ft. Monmouth! 


During his life, my father had only 
ever told me two things about his 
career: He once told me he’d invent- 
ed a drone that looked like a flying 
garbage can that shot film, then par- 
achuted the rolls of film— which 
emitted electronic beeping signals— 
down to the ground, so our troops 
could find them and retrieve them. 
And each time | asked my dad what 
he did for a living, he would always 
(and only) reply, “I helped America 
win the Cold War.” 


More recently, | discovered, through 
Dr. Steven Greer, documented evi- 
dence that Ft. Monmouth, NJ, was 
one of 145 U.S. military bases that 
had its scientists working on the re- 
verse-engineering of extraterrestrial 
technology gleaned from crashed 
UFO crafts retrieved from around 
the world. 
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Now, after having put all of these 
clues together about my father’s 
mysterious work for the U.S. Army, | 
have become convinced that he 
knew what the giant, silver V, UFO 
was that we saw together in 1970! 
Today, | honestly believe that it was 
a manmade, American military 
drone that had incorporated recov- 
ered Alien technology from crashed 
UFOs. 


And since my Dad invented missiles, 
drones and radar systems -- all 
things that had to do with flying in 
the sky -- for 45 years, he may even 
have been involved in the design of 
that giant silver V. | am convinced 
that my Dad must have been aware 
of whatever futuristic technology 
existed within America’s military 
industrial complex that had allowed 
the giant V, UFO craft to glide so si- 
lently and effortlessly above our 
heads, nearly 50 years previous. 
After all, my father began working 
for the U.S. Army just four years 
after the infamous UFO crash at Ro- 
swell in 1947! And it marries per- 
fectly with WHERE he worked and 
the kinds of work that he and the 
other scientists performed at Ft. 
Monmouth for so many years. 


| only wish he was still alive, so | 
could ask him! 


And what if that big, giant, silver V 
was not man-made? Well, then | 
would have to tell you, my dear 
reader, that what my father and | 
experienced that day was a truly 
remarkable spacecraft from another 
planet, star system, time, or dimen- 
sion. But whatever it was, my bril- 
liant father seemed to find it com- 
monplace and utterly non- 
threatening. If my Dad knew that 
extraterrestrial life did, indeed, exist 
on Planet Earth, between 1951 and 
his death in 2017, he, unfortunately, 
took that  history-altering infor- 
mation with him to his grave. 


| strongly believe that it was my fa- 
ther, from Heaven, who sent me 


that magical movie download in the 
deli, just days after his death. | think it 
was his way of saying, “Danny, 
couldn’t share with you the details 
about my work with UFOs while | was 
alive! But now that I’m dead, | want 
you to know that | WAS familiar with 
that giant V spacecraft we saw back in 
1970 -- after all, it was one of my top- 
secret projects!” 


| finished writing After They Came in 
2018 -- it took me four years, until 
2022, to have the book accepted by 
Genius Book Publishing. In March of 
’23, the book was finally released. Its 
popularity would quickly alter the 
course of my life. 


In my book, After They Came, here is 
the basic storyline: Two benevolent 
Aliens come to Earth in the near fu- 
ture to “fix” all of mankind’s prob- 
lems, while working solely through 
the efforts of one human being, Jona- 
than Michael Tuckerman. Tuckerman, 
a lost and broken man, is rescued by 
these Aliens in chapter one, as he’s 
purposely drowning himself in the 
Pacific Ocean on the occasion of his 
70th birthday. 


Having been saved, and quickly there- 
after becoming embraced by the 
President of the United States, Tuck- 
erman gains redemption over the 
course of the novel through a series 
of unprecedented acts of global hero- 
ism and brilliance, while ultimately 
fulfilling a life path he had no idea 
was predestined. 


Along the way, Tuckerman discovers 
that his late father, a scientist for the 
U.S. Military, was a UFO researcher, 
and had, 70 years earlier, saved the 
life of a young Alien visitor, months 
before Tuckerman was even born. 
Obviously, | crafted the lead charac- 
ter’s father after my own! 


A few months before my book was 
published, | reached out to some of 
the world’s leading UFO Researchers, 
to request book review quotes from 
them that | could use to promote 
book sales. | was very fortunate to get 
quotes from a number of these ex- 
perts, including Richard Dolan, Nick 


Pope, Travis Walton, Dr. Lynn Kitei, 
Chase Kloestzke, and Kathleen 
Marden. | particularly loved the quote 
from Travis Walton -- the world’s 
most famous Alien Abductee (and the 
subject of the book and movie Fire In 
The Sky, 1993) who said, “After They 
Came could serve as the basis of an 
entertaining film adaptation.” 


After They Came was released on 
March 1, 2023, and was instantly em- 
braced by many UFO enthusiasts 
around the world. | was interviewed 
by dozens of the top Paranormal pod- 
casters and radio show hosts across 
the USA, UK, Canada and Australia, 
including the wildly popular, national 
American radio show “Coast to Coast 
AM with George Noory.” During that 
interview, George said, “Danny, your 
book needs to be a movie, my 
friend!” | also received countless 
emails from interested readers (and 
fans!) around the world. Additionally, 
| presented the book at a number of 
UFO Conventions and meetings, in- 
cluding AlienCon 2023 in Pasadena, 
where | met the legendary father of 
“Ancient Astronaut Theory,” Erich 
von Däniken. While gifting him my 
book, he said, “I haven’t read this one 
yet,” to which | replied, “Erich! It only 
came out three days ago!” 


Also, at AlienCon, | was reunited with 
Giorgio Tsoukalos, now the famous 
creator/star of the History Channel’s 
TV series Ancient Aliens (2009). When 
| thanked him for his work in pre- 
senting the history of UFOlogy and 
Alien Visitations to the world, he 
laughingly replied, “Dan, it’s all just 
smoke and mirrors!” In addition, | 
promoted the book at UFO/Con in 
San Francisco, where | befriended 
UFO/Disclosure Activist Stephen Bas- 
sett; Biblical scholar/author Ella LeBa- 
in, author of the Who’s Who in the 
Cosmic Zoo book series; and Mark 
Glen Moore, a lifelong experiencer of 
extraterrestrial visitors from the Plei- 
ades. 


After They Came has opened count- 
less doors for me within the fasci- 
nating world of UFOlogy history and 
research. I’ve made dozens of new

friends, and am now considered, 
much to my own surprise, something 
of a “UFO Expert” by dozens of para- 
normal media outlets around the 
world. 


Just weeks after I’d become friends 
with longtime UFO/ Disclosure Activ- 
ist Stephen Bassett (based in Wash- 
ington, D.C., Steve has been lobbying 
members of the U.S. Congress -- both 
in the Senate and in the House -- to 
advance the prospects for Disclosure 
since 1996,) he was visiting LA and 
gave me a call. We had lunch togeth- 
er — there, he told me his life story 
and his intense, passionate desire to 
ensure that Disclosure happens dur- 
ing our lifetimes. | then shared my 
life story with him. After three hours, 
he looked at me and said, “Dan, 
you’re a Hollywood publicist. You 
know people. What can we do to- 
gether?” 


| looked up into the ceiling for per- 
haps 10-seconds, then replied, 
“Steve, let’s create the Hollywood 
Disclosure Alliance. We can put to- 
gether all of your UFO connections 
with many of my Hollywood contacts. 
By joining forces, both groups can 
share stories and information to help 
create the future of science-fact 
based films, TV shows, documentaries 
and books.” The look on Steve’s face 
was priceless. “Yes, that’s it exactly!” 
he said. “Let’s do it.” We shook hands 
and finished our large antipasto salad. 


Four days later, | became Steve’s 
roommate at Contact in the Desert, 
the world’s largest UFO conference, 
held annually near Palm Springs, CA. 
Steve was a guest speaker there, and 
introduced me to numerous, im- 
portant UFO researchers and experi- 
encers, as well as a number of his fel- 
low Disclosure Advocates. Within the 
world of UFOlogy, Steve Bassett is a 
superstar, and walking behind him in 
the hallways at Contact in the Desert 
was like watching Moses part the Red 
Sea — countless people approached 
him to shake his hand, share their 
story, or get an autograph. It was an 
enthralling weekend for me. 


During that weekend, Steve intro- 


duced me to the “Who’s Who” of 
UFOlogy. Richard Dolan, Nick Pope, 
George Noory, Paul Hynek, Ron 
James, Denver’s Katie Paige, Earl 
Grey Anderson (head of MUFON/ 
Southern California) and Ron Janix, 
the new owner of Contact in the De- 
sert, among them. Steve and | invit- 
ed all of these folks, and many more, 
into the HDA, and they all gladly ac- 
cepted. Within just a few months., 
Steve and | put together a remarka- 
ble 20-member Board of Directors 
and 200-member group of Founding 
Members, many of whom are based 
internationally. We also designed the 
HDA as a 501 (c/3) non-profit corpo- 
ration, and, at present, we are seek- 
ing tax deductible donations from 
supporters around the world. 


| serve now as the Chairman of HDA, 
Steve is Executive Director, and many 
of our fellow HDA members are re- 
nowned UFO/ET researchers, experi- 
encers and Disclosure Activists. We 
also have dozens of members from 
the Hollywood community among 
our membership, including noted 
writers, producers, directors. As of 
the writing of these words, we also 
have five movie stars within our 
membership: my friend and ET 
(1982) star Dee Wallace, Thomas 
Jane, Shirley MacLaine, Dave Foley, 
and Dania Ramirez. 


If anyone had ever told me just a few 
years ago that | would one day be- 
come one of America’s most in- 
demand UFO/Media experts, | never 
would have believed them! 


Concurrently, during 2023, a woman 
named Margie Kay wanted to inter- 
view me about my book, After They 
Came, on her live podcast program 
called The UnX News. Margie is the 
owner of the KUNX Digital Broad- 
casting Network, aka The UnX Net- 
work, which is based out of St. Louis. 
Six months later, Margie called me 
again to offer me my own podcast. | 
readily accepted and named it: Live 
From Hollywood...It’s Paranormal 
Tonight! 


Launched on Jan 11, 2024, my pod- 
cast is a live, one-hour, weekly pro- 


gram during which I interview a vari- 
ety of my friends, colleagues and 
past clients culled from my years in 
Hollywood and discuss with them 
their thoughts about the odd, the 
bizarre, and the unexplained. | also 
interview dozens of my newer 
friends and colleagues on the show, 
primarily members of the Hollywood 
Disclosure Alliance, who are noted 
UFO researchers and paranormal 
experiencers.

Another incredible result of my en- 
trance into the world of UFOlogy was 
being offered the position of Head of 
Media Relations/Publicist for Contact 
in the Desert 2024, near Palm 
Springs, CA. | produced all of the me- 
dia coverage that was enjoyed by the 
producers of that event, including 
major coverage in the Los Angeles 
Times, the top LA-based TV News 
Channels and Radio shows, and via 
podcasters around the world who 
interviewed the various VIP Speakers 
who would appear at Contact during 
the months and week prior to the 
event’s first day of May 31, 2024. 


A CE-5 Event was held at Contact in 
the Desert on the evening of June 1, 
2024. | attended along with another 
250 people. After we all sent out 
“good vibrations” from our souls into 
the sky for 90-minutes, we heard a 
sudden, loud BOOM. Then, a cloud of 
smoke appeared from nowhere, and 
through the smoke a beautiful UFO 
emerged! It was a V-shaped craft, 
perhaps 300 feet above us, with the 
tips of the “V” all rounded off. It was 
vanilla ice-cream coloured white, 
with a ribbon of gold colour through- 
out it — it reminded me of vanilla ice 
cream with a caramel ribbon. Under- 
neath each of the two wings of the 
“V” were three, octopus-like suction 
cup pods! They were lit up and puls- 
ing like heartbeats. | saw this craft 
quite clearly, and my initial impres- 
sion was that this craft was a “living 
creature” of some kind. It appeared 
for perhaps 10 seconds, then van- 
ished. 
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| sincerely wish to thank my late fa- 
ther, Jack Robert Harary, for con- 
tacting me “from the other side,” just 
days after his passing. Were it not for 
that memorable 1970 UFO sighting, 
which led to me receiving my Dad’s 
“home movie download from Heav- 
en” in 2017, which led to me writing 
After They Came, which led to me 
creating the Hollywood Disclosure 
Alliance, which led to me being 
offered my own podcast, which led 
to me becoming the Publicist for 
Contact In The Desert, | never would 
have been enjoying this remarkable 
new “paranormal era” of my life. 
None of the extraordinary accom- 
plishments that | have achieved dur- 
ing the past less than two-years 
would ever have taken place had it 
not been for my craving a pastrami 
sandwich just a few days after my 
beloved father passed away in April 
2017. 
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Powering The Intercimensional ‘hl’ Machine

Interdimensional travel, the ability to 
journey between different dimen- 
sions or parallel universes, has long 
been a subject of fascination and cu- 
riosity. While the concept may seem 
far-fetched and out of reach, ad- 
vancements in science and technolo- 
gy have opened up the possibility of 
achieving this once thought impossi- 
ble feat. With a combination of theo- 
retical physics, engineering skills, and 
an inventive mind, interdimensional 
travel may soon become a reality. In 
this article, we will explore the poten- 
tial methods and challenges involved 
in achieving this incredible feat. 


To begin the process of achiev- 
ing interdimensional travel, | con- 
tend that one of the main problems 
to solve is to consider the nature of 
the dividing partition, which would 
keep the dimensions separate. My 
thinking on the composition of these 
partitions is that they might be 
formed by layer(s) of an unknown 
type of electromagnetic energy. 


That being the case, one must devise 
a machine that would "break 
through" this partition.

| envisage this machine using rotating 
magnetic fields, which it would pro- 
ject ahead of itself to 1) propel itself 
forwards, & 2) to "bore" a hole, large 
enough to pass through, from one 
side of the partition to the other. 


The machine itself would, for reliabil- 
ity reasons, be of a "solid state" type 
of construction, as possible. 


Lets now consider ways as to how 


such a solid state machine gener- 
ating a rotating magnetic field(s) 
might be made. 


Creating a Circular-Motion Rotating 
Magnetic Field Without Moving Parts 


Magnetic fields are an essential part 
of our daily lives, from the magnets 
on our refrigerators to the magnetic 
strips on our credit cards. But have 
you ever wondered how these mag- 
netic fields are created? And more 
specifically, how can one make a cir- 
cular-motion rotating magnetic field 
without any moving parts? 


Well, the answer lies in the principles 
of electromagnetism and the ingen- 
ious design of a machine known as a 
Homopolar generator. 


Understanding Electromagnetism 


To understand how a circular-motion 
rotating magnetic field can be creat- 
ed without any moving parts, we first 
need to understand the basics of 
electromagnetism. 


Electromagnetism is the interaction 
between electricity and magnetism. 
It is a fundamental force of nature 
that governs the behaviour of 
charged particles. 


When electricity flows through a 
wire, it creates a magnetic field 
around the wire. This is known as an 
electromagnet. The strength of the 
magnetic field depends on the 
amount of current flowing through 
the wire. By changing the direction of 
the electric current or by using differ- 
ent types of wires, we can alter the 
shape and strength of the magnetic 
fields. 


The Homopolar Generator 


Now that we have a basic under- 
standing of electromagnetism, let's 
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dive into the Homopolar Generator. 
This machine was first invented by 
Michael Faraday in 1831 and is still 
used in various applications today. 


The Homopolar Generator consists of 
only three components: a power 
source, a conductive disk, and an ex- 
ternal circuit. The power source can 
be a battery or a direct current (DC) 
supply. The conductive disk is made 
up of a conducting material such as 
copper or aluminium and is mounted 
on an axis that allows it to rotate 
freely. The external circuit is made up 
of two metal brushes that come in 
contact with the edges of the con- 
ductive disk. 


How does it work? 


When electric current flows from the 
power source through the conductive 
disk, it creates a magnetic field 
around the disk. This magnetic field is 
perpendicular to the direction of the 
current and is known as a radial mag- 
netic field. 


Now, when the conductive disk starts 
to rotate, it cuts through the radial 
magnetic field, creating a Lorentz 
force. This force acts on the electrons 
present in the disk, causing them to 
move ina circular motion around the 
axis of rotation. This results in the 
creation of a circular-motion rotating 
magnetic field. 


The external circuit comes into play 
as the metal brushes make contact 
with the edges of the conductive 
disk, creating an electrical connec- 
tion. This allows for the flow of cur- 
rent from one brush to the other, 
completing the circuit. 


Applications of an Homopolar 
Generator

like a simple machine with no practi- 
cal applications, but it has proven to 
be quite useful in various fields. 


1. Electric Vehicles 


One of the most significant applica- 
tions of the Homopolar Generator is 
in electric vehicles. The rotating 
magnetic field created by this ma- 
chine can be used to power electric 
motors, eliminating the need for 
complex mechanical systems such as 
gears and belts. 


2. Particle Accelerators 


In a particle accelerators like CERN's 
Large Hadron Collider, Homopolar 
Generators are used to create strong 
magnetic fields that guide and accel- 
erate charged particles. These parti- 
cles can reach speeds close to that 
of light, allowing scientists to study 
their behaviour and properties. 


3. Fusion Reactors 


Homopolar Generators are also used 
in fusion reactors as they can pro- 
duce strong magnetic fields that 
confine and control plasma particles, 
which are essential for fusion reac- 
tions. 


4. Magnetic Resonance 
(MRI) 


Imaging 


The circular-motion rotating mag- 
netic field created by a Homopolar 
generator is also used in MRI ma- 
chines to produce images of internal 
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body structures. The magnetic field 
is used to align protons in hydrogen 
atoms present in our body, and the 
radio waves produced by the ma- 
chine detect the energy released by 
these protons, creating an image. 


Limitations and Future 
Developments 


While the Homopolar Generator has 
proven to be a useful machine, it 
does have some limitations. One of 
the main limitations is its low effi- 
ciency. As the conductive disk ro- 
tates, the brushes cause friction, 
resulting in energy loss. This limits its 
use as a primary power source. 


To address this issue, researchers 
are working on developing super- 
conducting Homopolar Generators 
that can operate at extremely low 
temperatures. These generators can 
eliminate the need for brushes, re- 
sulting in higher efficiency and pow- 
er output. 


Another development is the use of 
permanent magnets to create a cir- 
cular-motion rotating magnetic field 
without any external power source. 
This concept is known as a perma- 
nent magnet homopolar motor and 
has shown promising results in re- 
ducing energy loss and increasing 
efficiency.

In conclusion, the Homopolar Gener- 
ator is an excellent example of how 
principles of electromagnetism can 
be utilized to create a circular- 
motion rotating magnetic field with- 
out any moving parts. Its simple de- 
sign and various applications make it 
an essential machine in various fields 
such as electric vehicles, particle ac- 
celerators, and medical imaging. 


With ongoing research and develop- 
ment, we can expect to see more 
efficient and powerful versions of 
the Homopolar Generator in the fu- 
ture. Who knows, maybe one day it 
will become a primary source of 
electricity for our daily needs! 


If all this went according to 
plan, what can we use this rotating, 
circular field generating machine 
for?.. Welll.. First, to generate lift by 
counteracting gravity! Then the real 
biggy!. Using this machine, ideally 
placed in the centre of an existing 
ancient stone circle, or on a line of 
ancient standing stones, thus har- 
nessing the geomagnetic energy ex- 
isting at these ancient places, and 
then, when the machine is started, it 
would, boosted by these Earth ener- 
gies, create a portal in the dimen- 
sional partition, and travel in time! 


This is my idea for time travel, also a 
possible antigravity drive.. 


UFO/UAP IN ANTARTICA

Antarctica is a continent which is 
almost entirely covered by ice, 
and little explored, where, how- 
ever, over the decades there 
have been numerous UFO 
sightings. What does this far 
away icy land hide? 


August 26, 1946, just one year 
after the end of World War Il, 
the United States sent to Antarc- 
tic an exploration mission of vast 
proportions, that saw the de- 
ployment of nearly 5,000 men 
and several ships. 


On March 5 of the following 
year, 1947, the Chilean newspa- 
per El Mercurio reported an in- 
terview with the leader of the 
expedition, the famous Admiral 
Richard Evelyn Byrd, who stated 
that it was imperative for the 
United States to take immediate 
defensive measures towards the 
Antarctic regions, since, accord- 
ing to Byrd, a terrible threat was 
about to endanger the entire 
world: an enemy in possession of 
flying saucers which were able to fly 
quickly from one Pole to the other. 


Which enemy was Admiral Byrd re- 
ferring to? Who could have similar 
technology? 


Over the years rumours began to cir- 
culate that, although Germany had 
been defeated in World War Il, many 
members of the German armed forc- 
es as well as German scientists had 
built bases in Antarctica to take ref- 
uge and continue their advanced 
aeronautic research. 


The fact that the Germans made sev- 
eral expeditions to Antarctica in the 
twenties and thirties is well docu- 
mented by famous historians. What 
is not known, however, is whether in 
the final stages of World War Il a real 
base was built where the Germans 


could store aircrafts, ships and pro- 
totypes of various kinds. 


Those who believe that a base of this 
type was indeed created tend to re- 
port the statement that the com- 
mander of the WWII German U-boat 
fleet, Karl Doenitz, made in 1943, 
when he said that the German sub- 
marine fleet had been reconstituted 
in another part of the world. 


We do not know in what part of the 
world he meant but however it is 
interesting to point out that in 1945 
several U-boats were spotted near 
Tierra del Fuego, the southern tip of 
South America and very near Antarc- 
tica. This does not prove anything 
about the actual construction of a 
logistics base but it provides a possi- 
ble frame for the hypothesis of a Ger- 
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The Horten H.IX, RLM designation Ho 
229 (or Gotha Go 229) 


man Antarctic base. 


It was in the seventies that this issue 
received new life, when Ernst Zundel, 
a German scientist, came to promi- 
nence by writing a book where he 
argued that UFOs were German ad- 
vanced aircraft, built in the last years 
of the Second World War and taken 
secretly to Antarctica when Nazi 
leaders realized that the war was lost 
and that it was necessary to take the 
prototypes to safety so that they 
would not fall into enemy hands. 


Advanced Nazi technologies 


Of all the aircraft produced in Germa- 


ny during Hitler’s Nazi 
regime, the Horten HO 
229 flying wing is un- 
doubtedly the most in- 
teresting for its particu- 
lar shape. 


Designed in 1933 by two 
brothers, Walter and 
Reimar Horten, this "V"- 
shaped aircraft carried 
out the first official 
flight in 1944. It could 
reach the speed of 
about 1000 km/h (an 
exceptional speed for 
the time) and transport 
a ton of bombs to be 
unloaded in a radius of 
a thousand kilometers from the take- 
off point. Not only because of its ta- 
pered shape and the use of a carbon 
resin cover, this bomber, as recently 
demonstrated by a research funded 
by TVs History Channel, had stealth 
properties. Decades later, Northrop- 
Grumman's American engineers 
would be heavily influenced by the 
Horten HO 229 in the realization of 
the stealth B-2 Spirit bomber. 


Another airplane with extraordinary 
performance which became opera- 
tive in the final stages of the conflict 
was the Messerschmitt ME 262, the 
first jet engine in history, equipped 
with two Junkers Jumo 004 B-1 tur- 
bochargers to take it to the astonish- 
ing speed of 880 km/h. It could as- 
cend at 20 m/s, which immediately 
gave it an undisputed supremacy in 
the areas where it operated, yet not 


enough to change the fate of the war 
due to the poor number of existing 
specimens (300) and its late entry on 
the war scenario. 


Haunebu, V-7 and the alternative 
history of ufology 


Beside these aircraft, whose exist- 
ence is confirmed by all historians, 
there are a number of more exotic 
aircrafts that would have flown in 
the early 1945s. 


The best known is the Haunebu, that 
would had been manufactured in 
only two prototypes of 25 meters in 
diameter and would have been able 
to reach Mach 5 thanks to anti- 
gravity engines made by Dr. Schu- 
mann, a member of the Thule Gesell- 
schaft. 


Another particular aircraft was the 
alleged V-7, which would have been

tested in January 1945. It was disc- 
shaped and there are some pictures 
of which their credibility is contro- 
versial. Both types of aircraft would 
have been moved to the South Pole 
shortly before the fall of the regime 
in German bases built when the neg- 
ative outcome of the war operations 
was pretty clear. 


As it may seem improbable, some 
scholars came to argue that the sub- 
sequent massive UFO sightings which 
started in 1947 would be due to the 
presence in the skies of Nazi-driven 
fleets of aircraft that would show the 
world the superiority of their tech-

nology. 


As regards the existence of Haunebu 
and V-7, the evidence is based on 
some photos and numerous books 
(written in a way to look more like a 
comic novel than academic texts). 


In a scenario of uncontrolled infor- 
mation and, perhaps, misinfor- 
mation, it would be easy to dismiss 
all these works as the product of 
some deranged mind. 


However, there are at least two in- 
dications that can add some credi- 
bility to the possible existence of 
prototypes with sensational tech- 
nical characteristics. 


The first one is represented by Pa- 
tent no. 2,939,648, registered in the 
United States on June 7, 1960 by 
inventor Heinrich Flessner. This pa- 
tent refers to a disc-shaped aircraft 
with a spindle and two tanks fitted 
to a central spherical body. The sec- 
ond clue comes from a CIA declassi- 
fied document dated August 18, 
1953, which contained statements 
by the German aeronautical engi- 
neer George Klein, who declared 
that a disc-shaped aircraft was to be 
tested in Prague on February 14, 
1945. 


Since it was a secret aircraft, it is 
plausible that it was destroyed so 
that it did not fall into the hands of 
the enemy, hence the lack of evi- 
dence. 


Sightings in Antarctica 


Regardless of their origin, many UFO 
sightings have been made at the 
South Pole over the years. 


In March 1950, Commodore Augus- 
to Vars Orrego of the Chilean Navy 
took several photographs and a 
movie depicting a cigar-shaped fly- 
ing object that proceeded changing 
speed all of a sudden and also hov- 
ering at will. 


Six years later, in January 1956, a 
group of Chilean scientists went to 
Antarctica to study the local wildlife 
and were witness of something ex- 
tremely peculiar. It all began when 
the team members noticed that the 


radio had mysteriously ceased to 
work. That night, two of them saw a 
pair of metal cigar-shaped objects, 
stationary in the sky, with the total 
absence of any sound. At 7 am, two 
other members of the expedition 
saw the strange objects. 


Suddenly one of the UFO emitted a 
kind of flash, changing colour from 
silver to violet, then it flew off quick- 
ly, again changing its colour and per- 
forming acrobatic feats that were 
impossible for any terrestrial air- 
plane (sudden accelerations, decel- 
erations, sharp turns). After a few 
minutes the second aircraft began 
to also complete such manoeuvres, 
to the astonishment of the people 
of the expedition who watched in 
silence. 


Taken by curiosity one of the scien- 
tists took a Geiger counter and 
found that the radioactivity was 
about 40 times higher than normal. 
The fear was very strong, during the 
sighting, but fortunately the two 
objects moved away at high speed 
disappearing within seconds. 


Five years later another remark- 
able observation occurred. 


Rubens Junqueira Villela, a Brazilian 
meteorologist and explorer, was on 
board of the US navy icebreaker 
‘Glacier’, when he saw a strange 
light in the sky. 


Some people cried thinking it was a 
missile, but Villela noticed that it 
had different characteristics: bright, 
oval-shaped, with a reddish look. At 
one point it split into two parts, 
changing colour and becoming blue 
with white tones. Both symmetrical, 
with some kind of antennas on top. 
The Navy recorded the incident as 
the sighting of a meteor, but Villela 
categorically denied this hypothesis, 
believing it was an aircraft that 
showed an intelligent behaviour. 


In 1965, confirming a situation char- 
acterized by an increasing number 
of sightings, Captain Sanchez More- 
no of the Argentine Navy wrote an 
official report stating that between 
1950 and 1965, Argentine Navy per- 
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sonnel had made 22 sightings of 
unidentified flying objects which 
defied any known explanation: they 
were not airplanes, weather bal- 
loons or known meteorological phe- 
nomena. 


Concluding remarks 


The great mass of sightings in Ant- 
arctica - made by people with high 
scientific expertise, who would to- 
tally be able to recognise a natural 
phenomenon - outlines a scenario of 
great interest, since it shows how in 
those vast unexplored areas there 
are movements of aircrafts whose 
origin is still unknown. 


One may think they could be aircraft 
built by Germans at the end of 
World War II, but this represent an 
unverified rumour. 


The origin of these aircraft still has 
to be determined but their real pre 
hence is supported by numerous 
witnesses, so only new expeditions 
and investigations will shed more 
light on what truly happens in Ant- 
arctica.

There’s a certain aspect to phenome- 
nology which occurs commonly 
enough that it’s become a bit of a 
UFO trope: A light that suddenly 
shines down on a witness from the 
heavens like a spotlight. Sometimes 
there’s a UFO involved, but surpris- 
ingly, usually not. Often the witness 
will be in a rural setting: a desert, a 
forest, on a mountain trail, when 
what I refer to as God’s Spotlight hits 
them from above. 


| teach a class at Otis College in Los 
Angeles (“UFOs, Aliens, and Other- 
world's”). One of my students re- 
counted his own experience: 


“A few years ago, a friend and | de- 
cided to drink a few beers. We were 
still in high school and underaged. I’d 
just gotten my driver’s license, so | 
decided to drive us up a little dirt 
highway in the San Bernardino 
mountains to get away from adult 
prying eyes... 


It was around 10:30 pm, I’d driven 
about halfway up the mountain on 
the windy dirt highway when sud- 


denly our car was lit from above by 
the brightest spotlight I’ve ever seen. 


The light was blinding, it formed a 
perfect circle of light about 30 feet 
across, with us caught directly in the 
centre. | thought, ‘just my luck, it 
must be the police!’, but there was 
no sound of a helicopter. In fact, the 
normal sounds of the night seemed 
strangely muffled. 


| stopped the car and craned my 
neck out the window. | had to squint 
to look up; it was blinding. Then, just 
as suddenly, the light shut off, like 
someone had flipped a switch. There 
was nothing there. No helicopter, 
nothing. We were puzzled, con- 
fused, and afraid. | turned the car 
around, and drove home, not open- 
ing a single beer, or speaking of what 
happened.” 


Back in 2014, my wife and | experi- 
enced something similar from our 
second story bedroom. It was a Fri- 
day night at 3:00 am, when we both 
woke up to a laser-like spotlight shin- 
ing directly down on our house. The 
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MUFON. 


light was shining through the slats of 
our venetian blinds. | raised the 
blinds, my wife on the left side of the 
window, me on the right. It was ee- 
rily silent, as silent as a studio quiet 


room. Time seemed strangely 
slowed down. You could see the en- 
tire backyard lit-up like high 


noon. The light was so bright that it 
cast these highly delineated ink-black 
shadows from every leaf and 
twig. The light was a 40-foot circle, 
our house, directly in the centre of 
the beam. 


My wife and I experienced what I can 
only describe as a telepathic mes- 
sage. We both heard it in our heads 
simultaneously, words without a 
voice: 


“Don’t be concerned, it’s just your 
neighbours’ porch light.” 


This caused us both to laugh out 
loud, and we said in unison, “That’s 
no porch light!” I’m still not sure if it 
was meant to calm us, or if it was 
some sort of cosmic joke. But as 
soon as we said that the light shut 


off, like someone had flipped off a 
switch. 


I’ve had other weird experiences 
since | began investigating this phe- 
nomenon, but this one stands out in 
a very personal way, as it was shared 
by my wife and myself. 


Let’s look at a couple of similar cases 
from my own MUFON files. I’ve re- 
dacted names and personal infor- 
mation to protect the witness's iden- 
tity, but the rest is exactly as it ap- 
pears in their files. 


CMS104944. 
Synopsis: 


The main witness was outside in the 
Palm Desert, on vacation, November 
12th, 2018, when two very large and 
bright lights appeared above her, 
shining light down, surrounded her 
“Like being caught in a spotlight.” It 
was perfectly silent, and she couldn’t 
see an aerial vehicle, just the bright 
light shining down from a featureless 
source. The light shone down for 10 
seconds, then shut off “like someone 
just flipped off a switch”. 


That evening, approximately 2:00 
am, the witness woke up “feeling 
exhausted”, and found her rings 
were crushed against her fingers, 
which required them to be removed 
by a jeweller. 


The witness has a long history of be- 
ing paralyzed, after her room has 
been flooded with blue (witness de- 
scribes it as ‘thick, or viscous’) light, 
which she describes as being differ- 
ent than normal light. “The light 
seems to be what paralyzes me, then 
entities will appear, either taking me 
to a featureless white room, or else 
doing ‘medical stuff’ in my own 
room. 


The witness has no memory of being 
‘taken’ or visited on November 12th, 
2018. She remembers the light sur- 
rounding her during her walk and 
remembers waking-up to find her 
rings painfully crushed against her 
fingers, as well as feeling unnaturally 
exhausted, “As though I’d been doing 
physical work.” 


Background: 


Witness describes having had strange 
paralysis events through her life, in- 
volving small gray nonhuman enti- 
ties. | Witness describes multiple 
missing time events, and strange ear- 
ly am encounters with entities which 
was first diagnosed as “Simple Sleep 
Paralysis” until she began exhibiting 
physical effects, such as finding the 
rings on her fingers crushed/crimped 
painfully against her fingers. 


“For many years I’ve had what | once 
thought of as sleep paralysis events, 
where l’d be ready to sleep, or else 
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God’s Spotlight depicted by 
Earl Grey Anderson 


woken up from sleep, and find myself 
unable to move, and confronted by 
nonhuman entities. 


Often, they would look like the pro- 
verbial gray ‘aliens’ you see depicted 
in popular literature and film, though 
when this began, | was a young girl 
back in the 1960s, before you saw 
the popular images of The Grays that 
you see now.” 


“| went to various physicians, looking 
for relief, as it effected my sleep 
patterns, and made keeping a job 
difficult, as ld be exhausted after 
these encounters. Generally, these 
events would begin with my room 
being filled with light, sometimes 
with no visible source. lve lived in 
Northern California for most of my 
life, but this incident happened while 
visiting friends in San Diego, back in 
2018. 


The witness is a proverbial abduc- 
tion/visitation case which began 
when she was a young girl and which 
continues on to this day. 


The witness shows multiple markers 
of abduction, including: 


- missing time. 
-physical red marks left on her skin. 


-her room being flooded by a source- 
less blue light. 


-being paralyzed after being exposed 
to the blue light. 


-finding herself in a featureless white 
room, with nonhuman entities pre- 
sent. 


-clothing dishevelled and not being 
buttoned correctly after missing time 
events. 


-rings being crushed against her fin- 
gers after waking up exhausted, after 
being lit from above by a source-less 
light earlier in the evening. 


gray entity, or a tall entity with facial 
features reminiscent of a praying 
mantis insect. 


-mind to mind communication with 
the tall entity, who would calm her as 
the smaller entities performed medi- 
cal procedures on her, sometimes 
gynaecological in nature. 


-generational aspects involved 
(witness’s son reports that he is also 
an abductee, with memories of pray- 
ing mantis-like nonhuman entities). 


-post abduction  ‘poltergeist-like 
effects’ on electronics (TV or lights 
would shut off or on when she walked 
into the room, cell phone mysterious- 
ly recharging when she touched it). 


While this one incident in the Palm 
Desert isn’t the most striking of her 
anomalous incidents, when consid- 
ered in the context of her previous 
incidents, it’s one more event among 
the many which points to something 
anomalous which is ongoing even to 
today, in the witness’s life. 


The incident of being flooded with 
light from above by a silent unseen 
vehicle can’t be explained in any pro- 
saic way. When considered in context 
of the witness’s past anomalous 
events, along with her rings being 
crushed as she slept that night, I’m 
giving this case an Unknown: Other 
disposition. 


Disposition: Unknown Other. 


Often, during an abduction or visita- 
tion, light will flood a witness’s sur- 
roundings indoors. | believe it to be a 
related experience to those already 
mentioned. Consider the following 
from my case files: 


CMS89926 
Synopsis: 


So, this is how it all started for me. | 
was 7 years old in my bedroom, at 
night, watching south-park at 9:00 
pm. | was sitting on the bedroom 
floor with my back up against my bed. 
Just as the intro started to play i 
heard this hum that got louder and 
louder, | noticed that a blinding white 
light was coming from the cracks of 
my door, when all of a sudden, the 
door slowly opened, and the light 
filled my room it was the brightest 
light I’ve ever seen. It blinded me. For 


some reason i remember thinking it 
was my mother so i reached up to put 
my hand up to grab her, but my arm 
felt like it was a million pounds and i 
collapsed. | never saw an entity (this 
time) but then i totally Blacked out. 
Next thing i know I’m right back 
where i was when i was watching tv, 
only i remember thinking | should’ve 
been on the ground slumped over 
because | collapsed. 


But | was back in place where i was 
before i saw the light. 


| looked up at my clock and it was 
2:30am. | remember it didn’t feel like 
5 hours had passed, it felt like it had 
been seconds since i saw the light and 
heard that hum. 


| looked down at both arms and they 
were covered in bruises and scratch- 
marks. | felt exhausted. 


There’s no way i had just been asleep. 
| felt like i had run a marathon. 


After that i night | had Hundreds of 
experiences similar to this. Sleep pa- 
ralysis as well but those experiences 
were vastly different from the abduc- 
tion phenomenon. It all came to an 
abrupt stop when | was 13. That’s a 
whole different story in and of itself. 
I’ve always been troubled by this. | 
want to know what happened that 
night. To all who have open minds 
know that there is something out 
there. What it is exactly i don’t know. 
But its something real. 


Field Investigator’s summary and con- 
clusions: 


There is no prosaic explanation for 
the Witness’s account. The Witness’s 
mother confirmed the witness ac- 
count, and stated, “Something hap- 
pened to my son in April 2001 that | 
can’t explain. Our house was flooded 
with light.” 


Disposition: Unknown: Other. 


Perhaps the God’s Spotlight effect 
actually activates an anomalous expe- 
rience. It doesn’t seem to be normal 
photonic light as we know it, and | 
often wonder if it’s something alto- 
gether different than what we think it 
is. It’s generally accompanied by oth-

er aspects of what the British Ufolo- 
gist Jenny Randles called The Oz 
Effect: Unnatural silence, time seem- 
ing fluid and strange, as though it has 
slowed down somehow. 


Often, the witness is lulled into some- 
thing like a hypnogogic state. 


Light requires a source, but there nev- 
er seems to be a concentric visible 
source for this light-phenomenon. As 
someone who has experienced it my- 
self, | know it’s a real thing, but it still 
baffles me to the core.

Grandma's Clock 


My fascination with Time began 
when | was barely out of my tod- 
dlerhood stage, and had witnessed 
a clock face change in (literally) the 
blink of my eye. Before then, | had 
been deeply, soulfully intrigued by 
clocks themselves- then it so hap- 
pened that this one moment intro- 
duced both further enchantment 
and a keen suspicion, if not aware- 
ness, that Time and Reality were 
vastly different than | and perhaps 
most people believed and or expe- 
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rienced. 


The year was 1995 or 1996, and | 
was freshly four or five years of 
age. My mother had taken me to 
my grandmother's home, and it 
was Autumn time-near Thanksgiv- 
ing. During this visit, my grand- 
mother and mother were chatting- 
about what, | can't recall. My moth- 
er was facing the kitchen, standing 
right near the fireplace with me in 
her arms, on her hip, my little face 
at eye level with the decorated 
mantle. 


My grandmother stood in the first 
few feet of her kitchen, facing my 
mother. My grandmother's mantle 
clock was amongst the mantle de- 
cor: a solid wood clock, | think also 
from her homeland, with a white 
face full of black, thick Roman nu- 
merals and black, graceful hands. | 


stared at the clock, admiring its hand 
movements and wishing that | under- 
stood it. 


As small children often do, | began to 
interrupt my mother's conversation, 
begging to know what each of the 
symbols on the clock meant. | knew 
what a clock was because my grand- 
mother had them in many places, but 
no one had taught me Roman numer- 
als yet, nor how to read any clock, 
and this distressed me. | studied the 
clock's face and the individual sym- 
bols on it, then turned to my mother 
to ask questions excitedly. When | 
spun my head back to face the clock 
only a second or two later | was left in 
shock and confusion. 


"Mom, mommy.. mommy... the 
clock!" | exclaimed to her, bouncing 
on her hip in stressful bewilderment, 
tugging her shirt and begging for her 
to look. "It changed!"

become different versions of them- 
selves just like that. Although | can't 
remember the precise switches, 
think, like, "III" becoming "IV". Sever- 
al of the numeral groupings had 
changed before my eyes, and | was 
startled. | kept pulling at her shirt and 
calling for her to look, to validate. 


My mother completely wrote me off. 
She paid me no mind until my plead- 
ing and pulling completely derailed 
her conversation. 


This was the only moment she 
acknowledged me, and it was solely 
to tell me that that was impossible 
and | had a big imagination or was 
misremembering. "You don't know 
what you're talking about and you 
should trust anyone but yourself" 
were the messages she began to de- 
liver to my tender, open ears, eyes, 
mind and heart that day. Even at that 
age, even if | didn't know precisely 
what was behind my experience, | 
knew that | didn't appreciate her re- 
sponse and | knew that | saw what | 
saw. 
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Later that year, when we were driv- 
ing in the car, | was in the back seat, 
strapped into my car seat and asking 
my mother about the traffic lights: 
what are they, how do they work, 
why are the lights in that colour or- 
der, etc. At a stop light, | took note 
that | liked the flow of the colour or- 
der from green on top to yellow in 
the middle and red on bottom. | was 
looking at the back of my mother's 
seat for a moment while she was 
teaching me that red meant stop, 
yellow meant slow down and green 
meant go, and as the car proceeded 
under the green traffic light, | looked 
back at the light. To my shock, again, 
it was different! 


Suddenly the light had red on top and 
green on bottom. | tried to tell my 
mother that it had changed but again, 
she dismissed my observation and 
distress, telling me that | was imagin- 
ing things once more. 


"Red has always been on top," she 
said sternly. 


Although my youthful memories may, 


to some, sound as though they are 
nothing but child's play, in serious- 
ness, it is my hope to validate my 
fellow Effected friends, and to offer 
comfort, support and maybe some 
scientific answers to the family, care 
providers and or friends of those 
who know an Effected person. It may 
well be that someone who is Effect- 
ed (via the Mandela Effect, polter- 
geist activity, UFOs, cryptid sightings, 
ghost visitations, the fae, other non- 
human presences, object apporta- 
tion, and other types of High 
Strangeness) is not actually pos- 
sessing of a wild imagination, men- 
tally ill, suffering any medical crisis or 
the like, such as in my case, where | 
live a very normal, clean, stable, 
careful, healthy and happy daily life. 


In truth, the Effected may actually be 
experiencing and carrying over mem- 
ories of other Timelines, real species, 
events etc that are outside of others’ 
memories, reach and or estimations 
due to differences in brain wave/ 
activity responses, sensitivity in nerv- 
ous system, and or sensitivity differ- 
ences in the eyes and or ears, for 
example.

ON AN SPI SKYWATCH!

What you are about to read, was 
initially featured on my Facebook 
site, written the morning after a 
SPI sky watch at Cairnpapple Hill 
(with some slight changes) As 
you will see, the night was not 
quite what | expected!

there was a slight breeze, it wasn’t 
really cold, although it did get a bit 
nippy around 11:30pm or so. | asked 
SPI’s Mark Anderson to bring all 
those assembled up to speed by tell- 
ing us of the many UFO and paranor- 
mal events that had happened near 
the hill over the years, and boy, let 
me tell you, there were more than a 
few. Great stuff Mark. Gavin Dow 
then spoke about his mystical experi- 
ences at the hill, which for him, was 
like a second home, another great 
talk. 


Now, are you sitting comfortably? 


You are! Good. For what I’m about to 
type may prove astonishing to those 
of a sceptical nature, but incredible 
to those that believe! What am | on 
about?

So, the above is what | presented on 
my Facebook page, | now had the 
task of listening back to the audio 
tape and transcribing it. Sadly, on 
playback, one can hear the wind 
howling across Cairnpapple Hill, and 
in part, it was difficult to make out 
what Steven was saying. However, 
Steven came over to my house a few 
days later where we listened again to 
the tape and inserted the missing 
words which were hard to hear on 
the tape, although some parts we 
couldn’t hear and couldn’t put down) 
Here is the transcript from the re- 
cording that | did with Steven Bird on 
Cairnpapple Hill. It starts off by Ste- 
ven talking about what he saw about 
300 yards away, then suddenly things 
took a different turn!

Malcolm Robinson: “Thank you for 
imparting that information. Am | 
speaking to the person that is coming 
through Steven Bird, and if so, can | 
speak to you”?

My tem- 
ples were throbbing, and at that 
point | became aware of two human- 
oid figures and a craft of sorts some 
100 yds away in front of me at the 
base of the mound”. 


“The ‘beings’ and craft were a silvery 
white in colour, and they all seemed 
to have a protection bubble sur- 
rounding them. One of them spoke to 
me and introduced himself as Aktor 
and the other llieus. They said they 
were from the planet they call Ag- 
neta.

| had throughout the visit. The next 
morning, | drew what | saw, and also 
wonder whether the strange lights in 
the sky from my house my wife and | 
had seen recently, was this craft! 
During the night they asked me if | 
could channel them and present this 
for Malcolm and Margaret. Upon 
leaving the area they wished me 
well”. 


Two days later, (25th June 2024) | 
received the following e-mail from 
Steven Bird. It read. 


“Further to Saturday night, | have not 
been feeling right. A sense of fore- 
boding and not being myself hit me 
on Tuesday. | was advised to medi- 
tate by my guide Howard. During his 
session | was visited by a spirit sur- 
geon whose name was Dr 
Chakrabourty. This surgeon was gob- 
smacked to see that my energy cen- 
tres known as chakras were covered 
in slime. He asked what had occurred 
to cause this and | told him that they 
two alien beings were from a water 
planet and that they were probably 
the cause after | had channelled 
them. Baffled and amazed he set 
about clearing the slime away from 
me, only to find my chakras were in 
better condition than before. He had 
never seen the like of which and took 
samples from me to study”. 


“He said get would come back to me 
with the result in a couple of days. 
Before he left me, he urged caution in 
their future with this idea of channel- 
ling nonhuman lifeforms, but he 
knows that | was secretly fascinated 
by the outcome. | now, after a few 
more hours, feel as normal as | can, 
and await the results from my sur- 
geon”.

Further recollections. 


On the 25th of June 2024, | had Ste- 
ven Bird come over to my house 
where we sat down and listened to 
the recording that | did with him on 
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Cairnpapple Hill. This was to ensure 
that | had transcribed everything cor- 
rectly, and which might allow Steven 
to recall anything else upon listening 
to the tape. | asked Steven if he 
would be happy to discuss with me 
more about that night, and anything 
else that he recalled. Here is what he 
said. 


Malcolm: “Hi Steven, it’s been a few 
days now since our sky watch at 
Cairnpapple Hill and you have had 
time to reflect on what occurred that 
night. But | believe that something 
happened last night or in the early 
hours of this morning which was a 
communication from your guides in 
regard to what happened at Cairn- 
papple Hill. Tell us about that”. 


Steven: “Well | could tell you what 
happened with the communication 
from my guide, but first | must reiter- 
ate about these two beings. | don’t 
really want to call them aliens be- 
cause the way that they made me 
feel. It was like as if we were brothers 
across the universe. Everything in the 
universe is connected that | am 
aware of, and we all have some po- 
tential to communicate with not just 
people here, but people in the next 
dimension, and people who have 
crossed over to spirit and, for want 
of a better phrase, alien spirits as 
well. These people, | physically saw 
them through my third eye, and | 
could describe them quite vividly. 
And when | drew them, there are 
what appeared to be ribs running 
down the torso. But they weren’t ribs 
at all, they were like folds. I’m going 
to say something like shark or dolphin 
skin. They initially told me that they 
came from a planet called Agneta, 
and Aktor and Ilieus were very visible 
to me. They looked as if they came 
from under water in appearance, and 
they said Agneta was a water planet. 
So, the craft was the same look as 
them, it was like a sort of silvery 
shimmery white. The craft looked 
remarkably small considering the two 
beings that were standing next to it, 
but the craft may have been a few 
yards behind them. They just looked 
together in my mind’s eye”. 


“So, the important thing about the 
beings themselves, was the make-up 
of the beings. They said that as we 
are made from bone, they are made 
totally from cartilage, and they live 
for, in their own words, thousands of 
years. They have been at Cairnpapple 
Hill for 300 plus years, and they were 
basically sent here by what | recall as 
their ‘kind’. They don’t have leaders, 
they are all one, and they report back 
to, ‘the one’, how they report back, 
I’ve no idea. They got here whether 
they used a worm hole, whether they 
used propulsion, whether they used 
bending time and space, whatever 
method it is. They did say that they 
were from a water-based planet, so 
I’m going to say that they are not 
from here, but the potential is that 
other beings are within us in different 
dimensions. | didn’t feel quite right 
for a couple of days, and last night, 
which was Tuesday, | felt really out of 
sorts. When | was channelling them, it 
very much felt like channelling spirit. 
It was the same feeling and the same 
process. There wasn’t anything spe- 
cifically to tell them apart from chan- 
nelling spirit. Because at the end of 
the day, it’s the same function, it’s 
the same process and its soul to a 
soul. But | didn’t feel right. When I’ve 
been channelling spirit, I've some- 
times felt sick and dizzy but, in this 
case, | just didn’t feel myself at all, so 
my guide said that | am going to have 
to get someone to help you. So, in 
spirit, we have surgeons, doctors, we 
have philosophers and scientists. And 
one of the doctors in spirit has helped 
me with healing for many many years 
and he came through, and | asked him 
his name, and he said that he was 
doctor Chakrabourty”. 


“He looked at me and said, “What 
have you been doing”? And | told him 
what | had been doing, and he had a 
look at my soul, and he said, “Right, 
you have blockages in your chakras”. 
And | said ‘right, that sounds inter- 
esting’. And then he went further, 
and he said, “It’s slime”. So, | thought, 
well that makes sense, it’s a water- 
based planet, dolphin-like skin, so it’s 
going to be like some kind of slime, so 


| took it for granted that that’s what it 
was. He said that he should be able 
to clean it off if you just bear with me. 
And he started a process where he 
did one or two things in spirit, and he 
said, “In two or three minutes we will 
be finished”. He also said to me that it 
looks like we’ve left your chakras in a 
better state than what they were be- 
fore ‘they’ channelled you. But | do 
advise you to be careful if you do this 
anytime in the future, | believe you 
got lucky this time. | did say that | 
didn’t feel any threat from them at 
all. All | found was love from these 
beings, these souls, or spirits, | just 
found love from them. 1| allowed 
them to do what they needed to do. 
But | felt the frustration that they 
weren’t able to do what they ideally 
would like to do, which is to 
‘educate’. They are not really meant 
to change the way we work with free 
will, but they are allowed to educate 
the people who are actually making 
the big decisions on the planet. And 
I’m not just talking about the politi- 
cians, but the people who run the 
politicians, which maybe is controver- 
sial but sorry, that’s just the way | 
think it is. So, they find it so frus- 
trating. But | do get the impression 
that they are working with not just 
me, and its not just me that’s seeing 
them. Also, there are other species 
doing a similar thing, or trying to im- 
press the need to save the planet, 
and not just flora and fauna, but civili- 
sation as we know it. As mad as it 
sounds, it happened as | said it did”. 


Malcolm: “Steven, if | could take you 
back to that Saturday night. | want to 
ask you, when did you start to feel 
different when we got to the location. 
| was sitting with you in the car, then 
we went out the car and met some 
friends and then we started to walk 
up that staircase on the hill. So, the 
question is, ‘when did you start to 
feel something. Was it at the bottom 
of the hill, or the top of the hill, 
where was it?” 


Steven: “I was assuming on the way 
over that | would feel something at 
Cairnpapple Hill. | didn’t feel a thing

until | was sat down, and yourself and 
Mark were talking. After you finished 
talking, | felt the need to ‘tune it’ be- 
cause | felt that there was something 
to be seen up there. So, at that point 
| tuned in. | mentioned to everybody 
that | felt my body being pulled up- 
wards as if there was an energy above 
me. | wasn’t going anywhere. | was 
holding onto the arms of the chair 
(NB. Steven had taken with him to 
Cairnpapple Hill, two fold down 
chairs) but | felt as if | was being 
drawn to something. Then all of a 
sudden, the tuning in process start- 
ed”. 


Malcolm: “Do you think that it ends 
here, do you think that ‘they’ will be 
back in touch. I’m sure that even you 
don’t know for sure. | mean, would 
you be happy if they made a further 
communication with you”? 


Steven: “I would be OK with it. How- 
ever, it would be on my basis, on my 
say so, rather than what happened 
before. | would say that | am pretty 
sure that they have been in touch 
with me before. Me and my wife 
both saw, two bright white, silver 
lights in the sky which we photo- 
graphed not more than a few weeks 
ago. We both physically saw them, 
and we blew the photograph up, and 
you can see a light in the middle of 
the sky, just above Grangemouth 
which is on a direct line to Cairnpap- 
ple Hill. And we saw another one, 
which was just over towards Bonny- 
bridge very similar. And even on the 
night, the very same night as Cairn- 
papple Hill sky watch, | took a photo- 
graph, and when | blew that photo- 
graph up, the same light was there in 
the sky at roughly the same height. 
So, its either a message for me, or not 
just me, but for let’s say other energy 
sensitive people that are out there. 
Because there are thousands of us, 
maybe millions”. 


Malcolm: “One final question. We are 
here in 2024, UFO sightings, the alien 
presence has always been with us 
throughout time immemorial. Do you 
think UFO disclosure will happen say, 
in the next 10,15,20, years’ time 


where everything will be revealed. In 
other words, will there be a time 
when the veil will be lifted, where 
everything will be out in the open 
and we will know what these 
‘creatures’ are”? 


Steven: “I personally think that the 
people at the bottom, the like of my- 
self, my fellow mediums, my fellow 
UFO researchers, my fellow experi- 
encers, | think that strong voice is 
going to get too much to hide. | 
think there is also going to be more 
sightings, more first, second and 
third, even maybe fourth kind UFO 
sightings. | think they will slowly in- 
tegrate themselves and be visible. 
And they are going to be visible, in 
the majority of times through people 
who are able to connect on a tele- 
pathic nature. And | think if not all, 
but a lot of it will be apparent. And | 
think that a lot of it has been hidden 
for maybe two or three hundred 
years. | think things have been 
known for a substantially long time. 
Ever since business took over, the 
industrial revolution and money got 
involved, | think that’s the control 
mechanism over the population 
which is money”. 


Malcolm: “Well Steven, thank you 
very much for sharing with me some 
further information about what you 
experienced at Cairnpapple Hill, and 
also your thoughts on UFOlogy as a 
whole. Thank you”. 


Steven: “Thank you Malcolm”. 


MALCOLM’S SUMMING UP. 


Again, there will be those who will 
think that this is all rubbish and is 
made up, but | would like to inform 
the reader that Steven Bird is a first- 
class medium who has this incredible 
ability to channel through loved ones 
from spirit. This time however, it 
was something entirely different. 
Steven just says it ‘as it is’. If it was 
made up, he could have come away 
with more incredible statements, 
which might have proved even more 
incredible but that was not the case 
here. There was no change of voice 


when Steven was channelling, he was 
speaking in his own voice, slow and 
steady.
